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A CHICAGO LETTER. 


A NRWTdK LADY TKLLS “HOW WR DID 
THE WORLD’S FAIR.*’ 

We left Boston on the Chicago special 
at 10.80 a. m. which landed us safe and 
happy in Chicago at 8 p. m. noxt day. 
Compare that with the 0 a. m. to 0 p. tn. 
of the Raymond Excarat oh trains. I 
think the live or six hours worth saving. 

We had read the Fair number of the 
Youth’s Companion, and planned just 
how we would approach the famous 
White City Peristyle, from the water, up 
the long pier on the moving sidewalk, 
etc. When we found that tho moving 
sidewalks shared the general incomplete- 
ness, and that Lake Michigan was on a 
strike, like most of the rest of th6 city 
adjuncts, wo decided to do tho oasiests 
way, aud drove over Garfield Boulevard, 
three miles from oue hospitable cousin's 
to tho Fair Gateway at 61st street. It 
altered all our plans, but it was so com- 
fortable and so much more agreeable 
every way, that we have followed the 
plan over since. 

We entered very near tho Woman’s 
Building, and as wo preferred to enter 
that first from principle, wo tried to 
“do” it. It is more nearly ready than 
most of the buildings and daily gaining 
perfection in details. The paiutiugs in 
tho grand open court are all bv women — 
the most noticoblo being a most fasci- 
nating “Lady of Shnlott— ’’ and the float- 
ing barge of the flower decked “Lily 
Maid of Astobat,” also a fine marble life 
sized Maud Muller. We saw lace, em- 
broidery, school displays, W. C. T. U. 
section full of its paraphenalia, regis- 
tered at Lasell Pavillion, directly after 
Mr. aud Mis. Phillip Butler aud Miss 
Bourne of Auburudale. met a dear nurse 
nud housekeeper in the model kitchen, 
heard the Peer Gy nt Suite by Thomas’ 
Orchestra, admired the case of dollies 
dressed iu costumes of all stages of our 
civihz itioo. The California room is very 
elegantly panelled and wainscotted with 
polished redwood. Next the massive 
wood mantel is a fresco of one of the 
cloisters ot au old mission in California 
aud the vista, through the colutnus, out 
into the blue sky aud luxuriant foliage 
bpyond is so lifelike that we almost un- 
covered our heads to the old monk iu the 
foreground. Most of the state rooms 
were iu embyro 

As we crjssed to the Fisheries Build- 
ing we met a group of orientals, the fat 
comforttble husband leading his white 
shrouded wife, in her “dress roform” 
trousers, aud wo wore amused to hear a 
man exclaim “what a fellow will see 
when lie hasn’t got a gun.” The 
varied costumes of The different nation- 
alities add greatly to the interest of the 
scene. 

The Fisheries Building, with its 
annexes, attracts t great crowd, especial- 
ly of westerners, who have never seen 
salt water or its li tiny tribes. The tauks 
wall the corridors so that we, who have 
often wished to see how the fish we book 
over the boat side looks at the bottom 
of his element, are enabled to study bis 
haunts aud habits. The case of turtles 
attacts great numbers, also the sea- 
anemones and ecbinoids. Tho central 
basin has a large number of fish swim- 
ming round to the intense admiration of 
the children. The great tree in the 
centre of tho Government building was 
a deal delight to us all. We entered the 
doorway aud walking up the circular 
staircase, resembling th j&ein lighthouses, 
we gained a platform twenty feet from 
tho top, where we, with forty or fifty 
people walked about admiring, aud read- 
ing the description which told us that 
“General Noble” was 101 feet iu circum- 
ference aud was brought to Chicago iu 
forty-six pieces on eloveu cars. 

The great gun, exhibited by a U. S. 
Marine who loads and cleaus it, is oue of 
three cast at Watervliet Arsenal (I read 
it Watertown). It is 52 lou?, 12 inch 
bore. 1 have not mentioned the exhibit 
of old baggage wagons which came 
through our war with Sherman, the 
relics of Ur. Kane’s expedition aud the 
fine representation of Greeley’s arrival 
at the most northern point where our Hag 
was ever carried, a beautiful scenic ice tloe, 
with life sized figures, meu aud dogs 

The Indian relics aud lay figures are 
very flue, also the mineials near treasury 
department. Here also is a complete | 
postollice in full running order, near by j 
is a mail car with all the most modern 
appliances, iu companion with a ragged ! 
old mail coach, loaded with rusty leather I 
mail bags. “Little Mau” discovered h ! 
model of Minot’s Ledge Light House j 
and a fine collection of foreign aud U. S. 
coius. 

The Electric Elevated It. It. which 
skirts the grounds is a charming ex- 
ample of the utility of our latest motor, 
anu is one of the favorite inodes ot 
covering tho immense distances. For 
this beautiful White City is a large oity 
aud weary fuel are glad to lest in such a 
pleasant way. The electric launches 
aud steam yachts also are delightful, 
but the mongrel gondolas with their 
barber poled gondoliers are a perfect 
travesty on the quiet colors and costumes 
of the real Venetian articles. They are 
probably thus tiioked out iu finery iu 
deference to our well known aboriginal 
taste for fuss, paint and tinsel. 

The tiuit exhibits of Dakota, Washing- 
ton and Idaho are eye-openers to us all, 
who bad never realized that our fat 
northwest was a fruit growing country. 
“Pound Pears weigh three pounds iu 
Idaho” is a true inscription. We saw 
three filling a two gallon jar, aud oue 
pear alone weighing forty-two ounces 
Indeed I am lost iu admiration of 
our new state of Washington. 

Our Massachusetts building filled me 
with dr-1 ght and pride iu our long 
galaxy >t prominent .md gifted states- 
men and literati. 

Pennsylvania has a most maguificeut j 
state “Club House” and I go today to ! 
the opening (fmual) of the state of 
Maine building, on the iuvitatiou sent to 
my better half, uiuile I to me since I left 
liJin.'.

WIIAT IS TO HE OUR NEXT WAR.’ 

rrv. dr. siunn’s interesting addiikss 

It K FORK CttARI.RS WARD POST. 

Charles Word Post and the High school 
battalion attended tho services in Grace 
church Sunday evening. The exercises 
were of a very impressive character. 
Patriotic hymns were finely rendered by 
the vested choir, including “America” 
and “To Thee, O Country.” 

The rector. Rev. George W. Shinn, 
D. D., gave an address on “What is to be 
Our Next War?” Ho commenced by 
summarizing the conditions and ovetits 
which had brought the Grand Army of 
the Republic into existence and of its 
work in preserving the Union. Except 
for it, instead of the great natiou of to- 
day, there would he only the separated 
fragments, the scorn of the world. 

Continuing, the speaker said thirty 
years have passe f siuce the momentous 
civil strife. To many of us it is like a 
tale that is told, to some it is even a 
wearisome tale. To the survivors, it is 
an awful reality. The veteran soldier*! 
brought back • » many reminders ever to 
think of it as anything unreal. 

Will there ever bo another war? What 
will be its causes, and what its results! 
Wbat reason will there be for another 
call to arms? Will it be a revival of the 
old differences between the north and tho 
south? 1 think uot. 

Those old issues are dead and there 
cau be no war over them. Sectioual 
jealousies, it is said, may incite contests 
with other sections. There may be a 
war between the great Northwest and the 
Atlantic states. I canuot believe that 
there is any danger iu that direction. 
Statesmanship will solve tho questions of 
difference. Beside, the cohesive bonds 
ate too strong for warfare. 

Will there be a war between the races 
— the whites aud the blacks? The 
colored race realize that their freedom 
has uot beeu an unmixed blessing. But 
the colored man is uot reveugeful. He 
is of a race of patieut people, and will 
await the future of a better condition of 
affairs, particularly in the south, where 
he has suffered tho most. 

Will there bo a war between capital 
and labor, a contest of the poor against 
the rich? The laborer claims that he is 
not justly treated by his employer, that 
he does uot receive a fair share of tho 
profits of his toil. There is a coustaut 
irritation because of the animosity of 
the workmen who believe they are ground 
down by the power of capital. Many of 
these laborers believe that they are 
grievously wronged. The principles of 
pessimism have influenced some to be 
lieve that their condition is thoroughly 
bad. Hence they ciy dowu with the 
church and the government, institutions, 
they say, that take sides with the rich 
against the poor. It is the belief of some 
shrewd students ot the labor questiou 
that the way is being prepared iu this 
country for a war against the rich. The 
Anarchist uprisings, the Homestead 
riots and uumerous strikes of greater or 
less magnitude point to that conclusion. 
There is groat danger to be feared, it is 
said, from the doctrines of foreign 
agitators who advocate the bomb and 
the torch. I canuot believe, however, 
that there will be a general break be- 
tween the poor and the rich, between 
capital and labor iu this country. It 
seems to me very improbable. The 
laboring classes, and I refer especially to 
the mechanical occupations, are pros- 
perous here. The disturber has less to 
appeal to. The American workman 
knows wbat labor is worth iu other 
markets aud the alarmist cannot do much 
mischief. The American laborer is too 
shrewd and intelligent to be influenced 
by reckless counsels. 

Will there be a religious war? It is 
the judgment of some that there will be 
a struggle between people of different 
religious views in this country. I think 
uot. Every religious body is equal in 
freedom loving America. The spirit of 
religious tolerance permits every mau to 
enjoy his religious views without op- 
position. Iu these enlightened days it 
seems ‘to me that there can be no danger 
in that direction. There will bo no 
religious war iu this generation. The 
sword has dropped out of the baud of 
the religious. 

What, then, will be our uext war? I 
do uot know. It is the unexpected that 
always happens, and the tramp of armed 
men may be heard again. It is possible 
to have war while men are dominated by 
tbeir passions aud prejudices. There 
may be war yet, but the probability is 
that the last battle has beeu fought on 
American soil, that the meu here to- 
night, survivors of tho war of the rebel- 
lion, will fill the last graves of the citizen 
soldiers over which the American flag 
will wave. 

The majestic figure coming up before 
men is Christ, the priuce of peace. The [ 
circle of his subjects is constantly widen- | 
ing, and bis victory will be complete, 
tho viotoiy of the prince of peace.

Rev. Lemuel Call Barnes was born in 
Kirtlatid, Lake count), Ohio, Nov. 6, 
1854. lie graduated from Kalamazoo 
Collogoin the class of ’75, and from the 
Newton Theological Institution three 
years liter, having taken the full courses 
in both schools. In 1870 he married the 
lady principal of Kalamazoo College. Miss 
Mary Amelia Clark, who has since been 
a strong helper in his pastoral caicer. 
His first pastor ite, 1878 82. was at the 
First Church, St. Paul. Minn. Fiorn 1SS2- 
87 ho filled the pulpit of the Fourth

Church, Newton Centre. In 1S81* he 
gave a paper on “Motives Instead of En- 
ticements in Giving,” before the Massa- 
chusetts Baptist convention, which by 
vote of that body was put in pamphlet 
form. A second edition was published 
by the Baptist Missionary bureau iu 
181*1. In 181*0 be delivered a paper before 
the Baptist ministers’ conference, entitled 
“Shall Islam Rule iu Africa?’’ which the 
conference, taking au unprecedented 
step, ordered published at its own ex- 
pense. In the same year Rev. Mr. Bahics 
was elected foreign secretary of the Bap- 
tist Missionary Union, but declined the 
position, preferring to remain iu tho 
pastorate of the Newton Centro Baptist 
church.

Wo very deeply regret the death of 
our old friend, Pliocion Howard, For a 
good may years we have thought much 
more of the old gentleman than we cared 
to tell. If from time to time we have 
railed and Joked at his expense, it won 
becat so we knew his worth and thought 
much of him personally— for, bo it un- 
derstood, wo never frivol with those 
whom we do rot liko. Phocion under- 
stood it all. Whenever ho came to Chi- 
cago ho climbed the stairs to see us, and 
we were always glad to seo his ruddy 
face and to hear his big, cheery voice. 
Phocion did not do much fooling him- 
self, and perhaps that is why ho did not 
dislike our badinnge. 

Phocion Howard was ono of the old 
school— ono of tho few pioneers left here 
for a long timo in tho west. Ho was ut- 
terly improvident, utterly irresponsible, 
utterly impossible. Onco ho was moro 
or Icbs intemperate, but ho stopped that 
folly some timo ago. Up to tho last ho 
was generous and self sacrificing to tho 
degreo of fault. His sympathies wero 
easily enlisted and his enthusiasm and 
loyalty never faltered. Oftentimes be- 
trayed and imposed upon and wronged, 
he never lost confidence in his fellow 
men. His head may havo failed him in 
emergencies, but Phocion's heart was al- 
ways ready with generous, gracions, no- 
ble impulses. 

' So we think of the old man very ten- 
derly as we speak of him today, and tho 
hard part of it all is that we have to 
hold our pen in check, lest it commit us 
to an utterance of those deeper feelings 
in our heart which perhaps would seem 
mere sentimentality to you, who may 
not havo known this kindly old soul. 

This world of ours is very beautiful, 
and life here is sweet, for in this beauti- 
ful world humanity, with its tender 
sympathies and tender offices, glorifies it 
all. Our old friend Phocion loved this 
world of ours, and he loved his fellow 
men, and it is this love, perchnnce, that 
qualifies humanity for what is to come 
in tho hereafter. — Eugeue Field in Chi- 
cago News-Record.

Blue Class .Spectacles For Cows. 

A remarkable story comes all tho way 
from Moravia to the effect that all the 
cows in that part of the countrj* are 
“humped in the rail fence corners, chew- 
ing their cuds with great blue spectacles 
fastened before their eyes.” It seems 
that tho ground in that country has been 
covered with snow since the latter part 
of October. Nearly every day has been 
clear and cold, tho reflection of the sun- 
light from tho snow being very disas- 
trous to the eyes of both man and beast. 
Thousands of cattle went entirely blind 
before tho attention of the government 
director of agriculture was called to the 
fact. That gentleman, Dr. Verincourt, 
recommeuded blue spectacle glusses sot 
in wood'-n or wire frames, and the result 
is that thousands of cows are now roam- 
ing about over tho Moravian pastures 
looking as dignified as Boston “school- 
marms.” It is further said that the en- 
tire blue glass supply of Vienna 1ms been 
exhausted and that the government has 
applied to Paris and London glass deal- 
ers for additional supplies. — St. Louis 
Republic. 

Signaling by Flubbing Light*. 

The unfavorable impression caused in 
navy circles abroad by tho failure of flush- 
ing incandescent lights to meet all the 
requirements of u clear and rapid sys- 
tem of signaling has been greatly modi- 
fied by the introduction of a new device. 
It was formerly found that flashes could 
not bo made with the necessary rapidity, 
owing to the fact that light lingers in 
the carbon. In the new Hash lamps, a 
number of which uro being supplied to 
several English battleships, a spring cov- 
er hides and reveals the light, being 
worked by a flexible spring by hand, and 
enabling signals of practically any de- 
gree of rapidity and of tho utmost dis- 
tinctness to be Bent. 

The lamps ure of about 100-candlo 
power and uro worked at tho inusthead 
by electric wires from the deck. From 
experiments made with the new device 
it appears that the direct flushing of 
high power incandescent lamps for sig- 
naling purposes is likely to ho eventually 
superseded by some dark cover arrange- 
ment. — Exchuuge. 


Cremation. 

Miss Mary B. Comyers of Boston has 
written a pamphlet in favor of crema- 
tion, which tho Massachusetts Cremation 
society has published. She states ihut 
cremation does not mean tho burning of 
the body by fire. Tho coffin is put into 
a small chamber heuted to u temperature 
of 2,000 degrees. No flume devours the 
body— nothing but the heated air — and 
until tho moment of its falling together 
in white ushos the body lies untouched 
and the process is one quick und pure, 
uot the slow decay of the grave.

|ing 1ms here its origin. It is the menace 
|nd enemy of honest administration in 
very community in tho country; it do- 
rados our legislatures, state and na- 
ional, and tho cause of good govern- 
ment triumphs only when this pernicious 
ystem is thwarted or overcome. — Cen- 
lury. 


To Blow lTj» Cyclones. 

Dr. C. R. Carpenter 1ms evolved a plan 
f>y which approaching cyclones can bo 
bombarded and many lives and thou- 
jands of dollars' worth of property 
laved. Dr. Carpenter says that tho great 
Jlississippi and Missouri valleys com- 
|ioso tho cyclone centers of tho conti- 
nent. His plan is to have stations where 
hen can bo trained to watch for a coin- 
lig twister and then destroy it.beforo it 
leaches the city by exploding it with 
torpedoes. He said: “I would havo a 
Itation sufficiently high to permit the 
ivatchmen to see a cyclone when it is 

I oming. The torpedoes would have to 
io sent into the cloud scientifically, of 
lourse, and therefore men should bo 
trained to the service. I would have tho 
Itation attached to tho weather bureau, 
which would aid in getting advance in- 
ormation of cyclones. Strong murino 
jlasses could be used at night by watch- 
men, and an alarm could be given in 
>lenty of time. My method would of 
ourse be of no use in hurricanes, but I 
.m fully convinced that my theory is a 
;ood one for cyclones and well worth a 
rial.” — Cor. Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Change* In the Church. 

The New Jersey state Epworth league 
Convention, at its session in Newark, de- 
nounced the race track legislation, pro- 
tested against the opening on Sunday of 
}ho World’s fair and declared nnani- 
Inously that it discouraged the use of 
tobacco. 

The Rev. H. S. Springer of Arlington, 
in speaking for the Newark distriot, 
laid: 

“Bring back the amen corner and the 
mourners’ benches, and let us not con- 
tinue in the present formal way. Take 
down the advertisement of tho under- 
taker that is on the front of our 
rliurches and put in its place the inscrip- 
tion. ‘I am the resurrection and tho life.’ 

“Take away the little sign with ‘M. 
E. Church’ on it and place one 20 feet 
long across the front of the edifice hav- 
ing the words ‘Central Methodist Epis- 
copal Church’ in big letters, every word 
fpelled out. Let’s have some sensation- 
ulism to cope with the devil’s plans of 
work.” 


Bet aine Crazy From Ouitting Tobacco. 

There was a lively time on a Pullman 
car on the Southern road last night while 
pn route from New Orleans to this city. 
At Chattanooga William C. Blackburn 
of this city, a porter on one of tlio cars, 
began to act queerly. He ran through 
iho train screaming and nearly scared 
the passengers out of their wits. At one 
time ho took all tho money out of his 
pockets and threw it out of the window. 
He finally became so violent that it was 
necessary to chain him in an apartment. 
Upon arriving at the Grand Central 
depot he was taken to police headquar- 
ters, from which ho was sent to tho city 
hospital. The only explanation of Black- 
burn's strange conduct was tliut he had 
been crazed by tobacco.

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The people are very much interested 
in the question of what the present City 
Council will do in the matter of sewer 
Assessments. The legislature has grant- 
ed power to amend the present ordi- 
nance, and some decided steps ought to 
bo taken soon, so that the assessed real 
estate owners may kuow what to do. 
They do not wish to pay their assess- 
ments if a change is to be made, and the 
uncertainty is not advantageous for the 
city treasury. 

There is only one questiou of the duty 
of the city council. The matter of sewer 
asaessments was a direct issue in the 
last city election, and in fact it was the 
great issue. 

The two candidates for Mayor repre- 
sented the two sides, one the present 
ordinance, and the other those who 
favored a radical amendment. The 
people gave their verdict for a change by 
a vote of more than two to one. The 
same issue entered into the choice of 
members of the City Council, although 
it was perhaps not made so prominent. 
Nevertheless if auy of the candidates had 
publicly announced himself as in favor 
of the present ordinance, he would have 
certainly been left at home. Under this 
condition of things there is ouly one 
course for the city council to adopt, and 
tbit is to carry out the changes for 
which they were elected. 

As to the details of the amendments, 
there is a general disposition to leave 
these to the city council, and let them 
work them out as their best wisdom may 
direct. They kuow the sentiment of the 
people, and if they follow that, they can 
uot go very far wrong on the matter. 
They were chosen to represent the 
people, and not their individual pre- 
ferences. 


CHEAPER GAS. 


The Newton & Watertown Gas Com- 
pany have acceded to the domaud for 
cheaper gas, which is being made all over 
the state, and have voluntarily reduced 
the piK' e to $1.50 per thous&nd feet, al- 
though those who do not settle prompt- 
ly will have to pay $1.80. This is as low 
as any suburbau company furnishes gas, 
and is the same figure at which the 
Brookliue company is to furnish it after 
July first. 

This action on the part of thecampany 
is very creditable, as it was made with- 
out auy popular clamor being raised 
and the company say the reduction was 
made just as soon as they could afford to 
make it, but they expect that the in- 
crease in consumption will compensate 
them for the difference in price. 

It is of great advantage to have gas 
and electricity aud such things furnished 
by a home compauy, who have some 
public spirit, und uot by a foreign cor- 
poration as in Boston, when the ouly 
object is to squeeze all the money possi- 
ble out of the public. The home com- 
pany has some regard always for its 
reputation, aud in this case the Newton 
directors are evidently inspired by the 
idea to give Newton just as cheap lights 
as auy other suburb enjoys. 

It is only a short time since the New- 
ton company reduced the price to $1.80 
and now this further reduction will teud 
to make it popular with its patrons in 
Newton and the other towns it selves. 


It is rumored that the lire department 
committee have voted by a bare majori- 
ty to buy a different style of tire alarm 
boxes from those now in use, for the five 
additional boxes which are to he put in. 
The rumor seems incredible, especially 
as the city would uot save a cent by tbe 
'operation, aud tbe experts say it is very 
unwise to mix up two systems, as while 
tone box might work perfectly on its own 
system, there is apt to be more or less 
trouble when it is placed on auother 
•system. Our fire alarm system now is 
.such a perfect one that we get very low 
liusurauce rates, but if the system is 1 
mixed up so that no dependence can be 
.placed on the signals, the insurance men 
'will raise their rates, aud thus every 
properly owuer in Newton is liable to be 
necuniarly affected by this proposed 
change. It is said that Chief Bixby is 
^ery much opposed to auy mixing up of 
rhe boxes, aud as he is an export his 
opinion ougut to have great weight with 
tire City Council. He has had years of 
• experience and has seen how unsatisfac- 
tory 'the plan of liuviug several kinds of 
uuuxee wor ks in other places. When our 
{preeeut system works so perfectly it 
amemsapU y to iutroduce a disturbing 


oloment, when not a cent is to be saved 
by it. 

iFShorlock Holmoa, A. Conan Doyle’s 
favorito hero, were only a roal personage, 
what a fine field for his detective genius 
he would have in these Fall Rivor murder 
mystorios. They puzzle all ordinary 
detectives, but Mr. Holmes could doubt- 
less sit down and think out the solution 
in about half an hour at the most. But 
in real lifo such marvellous detective 
work is unknown. The regular authori- 
ties seem so puzzled by this last Fall 
River murder, that wo shall probably 
soon hear that tho father of the girl has 
boon arrested for the crime, if they fol- 
low the same courso that they did in tho 
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Borden case. 


Tuk groat popularity of bicycle riding 
was nevor shown so forcibly as on Tues- 
day, when tho streets were filled with 
cyclers goiug to the great race mooting 
at Waltham, aud the numbor that passed 
through Newton mounted up to tho 
thousands. It was noticeable too the way 
the pneumatic tire has superseded the 
old fashioned kind, as the infiatod tires 
were on every wheel. Bicycliug is a 
healthy sport, but it is a pity that tho 
manufacturers can not invent some kind 
of a machine that will make the riders 
Bit erect, instead of taking such au un- 
graceful attitude on their wheels, making 
them look like old aud deformed men.

The Assessors, by one or more of their number, 
or by one or more Assistant Assessors, shall in 
the months of May and June In each year visit 
every building in their respective cities ;and 
towns and make true lists containing, as near a* 
they can ascertain from any owner or occupant 
ot a building, the name, age, occupation, and 
residence on the first day of May in the current 
year and preceding years, of every male twenty 
years of ago and upward residing therein and 
liable to bo assessed for a pell tax; nnd shall re- 
ceive the request of every woman tweuty-ono 
years of age and upward, residing therein on the 
first day of May in tho current year who shall, in 
a writing signed BY HER, request that her 
name be transmitted to the registrars for tho 
purpose of registration: nnd shall make diligent 
inquiries concerning all matters required of them 
in this section. 

All women desiring to be registered should 
have their written request for registration ready 
lor delivery to the As lessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. 

Each request should bo upon a separate sheet 
signed by tbe applicant with her name in full 
giving Btreet and uuniber. 

Persons holding estates in trust , whether lor 
minors or otherwise, nre particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have Veen 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in deiault of such notice will be 
held to pay tho tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed nnd paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scien- 
tific Purposes. 

In accordance with tbeirequirementa of Chap* 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— ail persons and corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in to the 
Assessors of Newton on any day lrom May first 
to the that day of July next, true lists of all real 
aud personal estates bold by such persons aud 
corporations respectfully for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable, or scientific purposes, on the 
first day of May, ls93, together with statements 
of the amount of all receipts aud expenditures 
by such persons or corporation for said purpose 
during the year next preceding said first day of 
May; such lists and statements to be in such do 
tall as may be required by the tax commission. 

Mortgaged Real Estate.

Auy mortgagor or mortague of Real Estate may 
Lrlug iu to tho Assessors of the town or city whore 
such Real Estate lies, at the time specified for 
bringing in the list as provldud in Section thirty- 
eight of Chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a 
statement under oath, of tbeamouutdueon eaeh 
separate lot or parcel of such Roal Estate, and 
the name and residence of every holder of au • 
interest therein as a mortgagee or mortgagor 
When such property is situated in two or more 
places, or when a recorded mortgage includes for 
one sum two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of the amount of the mortgagee’s 
interest in each estate or part of an estate shall be 
given in such statement. The Assessors shall, 
from such statements or otherwise, ascertain the 
proportionate part of Fuch estates that are the 
Interests of mortgagees and mortgagors, respect- 
ively, and shall assess the same. Whenever, in 
nuy case of mortgaged Real Estate, a statement 
is not brought in aH herein provided, no tax for 
tbetheu current year on such Real Estate shall be 
invalidated for the reason that a mortgagee's in- 
terest therein has not been assessed to hitu. 

Shipping. 

Shipping and business Income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
these items iu his individual return. Owners 
und agents of ships aud vessels engaged in the 
foreign carry! -g trade, are referred to Sections 8 
and 9 of Chuptor 11 of the Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty. Said returns to ba made to the Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal properly will he assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, and auy person neglecting to 
furnish the Assessors with such list within the 
time above specified, will be doomed at a legul 
meeting of the Hoard of Assessors ugreeably to 
the laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must be iu writing and sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before tbe fifteenth day of .Juue, and that 
the Personal Property of all taxable persons must 
be estimated by the Hoard, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to auy one or more of the Assessors.— Pub, 
Slat Chap.

I had often wondered what the letters 
“a. m.” and “p. in.” are taken to mean 
by those who are ignorant of Latin — the 
very great majority. Not long ago I had 
the opportunity of obtaining some slight 
evidence on this point. I had been 
lunching at the Savoy hotel with a friend. 
On lea xing the hotel by tho back en- 
trance my friend’s attention was attract- 
ed by a notice that that entrance was 
closed at 12:30 a. m. “A. m.,” he cried; 
“why, it ought to be p. m. Here, por- 
ter!” The porter came and assured my 
friend that, as I had in vain been en- 
deavoring to explain to him, a. m. was 
perfectly right. “Of course it is,” 1 
added; “a. in. stands for after midnight, 
doesn’t it, porter?” 

“Yes, sir,” said he, “that’s it." After- 
ward it occurred to me that if a. m. 
stands for after midnight, p. m. might 
just as well stand for past midday. At 
any rate, it is curious that both a. m. 
and p. m. can each of them be under- 
stood to stand for two words of which 
the general sense is the same in both 
Latin and English. 

The Italians are much better entitled 
to use ;u m. and p. m. than we are, for 
they have no need to invoke Latin, and 
say e. g., “lo due antirueridiaue” and “le 
due pomeridiane.” But they do not 
6eem to use these letters. I myself have 
tho impression that I have seen ant. and 
pom. An Italian lady whom I have con- 
sulted is quito sure that they use an. but 
is not so sure about pm., though she be- 
lieves it to be used. In an Italian time 
table book I find simply a. and p. — Notes 
and Queries.

It 
must be supposed that small creatures, 
including quadrupeds, hear sounds much 
more acute than are audible to us, but 
none of tho lower notes of our scale.

Newspaper Workers In Chicago. 

Some time ago we took occasion to 
warn newspaper writers against tho 
folly of coming to Chicago in the hope 
of finding employment here. Wo regret 
that the warning has been neglected by 
very many. This city has been overrun 
for several months by reporters (both 
men and women) vainly seeking work. 
The Chicago newspapers have for two 
years been getting ready for the World’s 
fair season, and their several depart- 
ments are filled with competent men. 
Therefore others who como to Chicago 
now in the expectation of securing em- 
ployment are bound to bo disappointed; 
there are no places to be had; in every 
newspaper office at the present timo ap- 
plicants are standing about 12 deep in 
the outer chamber, with never so much 
as tho prospect of a possibility to encour- 
age them. 

Many of these people are suffering 
from want of money. They left employ- 
ment elsewhere to rush to this city of 
the World's fair, where they fancied 
their sendees would be snapped at. Most 
of these unfortunates will have to walk 
out of town or take to driving street cars 
for a means of subsistence. 

W ith a view to averting further trouble 
we ask our newspaper friends elsewhere 
to disseminate assiduously the informa- 
tion that newspaper work is not to ho 
had in Chicago; that every place is filled 
here; that already we havo with us an 
army of unemployed reporters, and that 
every newspaper writer who comes tr. 
Chicago with a view to getting work is 
pretty sure to havo nothing but his trou- 
ble for his pains. — Chicago News-Record. 


Mountainous Waves. 

The daily papers all recorded the fact 
that the steamship Majestic, on her east- 
ward trip, caught a sea that demolished 
her crow’s nest lookout, and that tho 
Teutonic, which caught the same gale 
coming west, had one sea which combed 
over the crow’s nest and carried away 
her forward port lifeboat as it went over 
the rail. But none of the daily papers 
took the trouble to mention just how 
tho crow’s nest is situated ou these ships, 
and consequently how high that sea w;is. 

Inquiry by a Marine Journal repre- 
sentative discovered that, while in men- 
of-war and many other ships tho cus- 
tom is to havo the crow’s nest in the 
foretop or a trifle above, the White Star 
ships have it at an altitude of 25 feet 
above the main deck on the foremast, 
reached by a little iron ladder from tho 
forward hurricane deck, lu such a ship 
as the Majestic or Teutonic tho height 
of the main deck at the forerigging is 
about 40 feet above the level of tho sea, 
which would make the height of the 
wave that carried away the crow’s nest 
in this instance about 70 feet. This is a 
pretty big roller for the north Atlantic, 
but in other parts of the ocean such 
waves are often encountered in a storm. 

Supposing tho sliij) to havo been in a 
trough of the sea at the time this wave 
swept her, the mean height of the wave 
might be calculated as not greater than 
40 feet, but it was certainly a body of 
water nearly 70 feet high from where the 
ship floated.— Marine Journal. 


For ami Against tho Single Tax. 

Hyattsville, Md., is still under single 
tax rule, but there are few signs to show 
! that the principle has made much liead- 
i way since it won tho day in tho hitter 
J fight of last bpring. Its opponents assert 
1 that it has ruined tho town, und they 
I point to the condition of tho streets and 
! of the pavements to corroborate their 
| claim that the place has gono backward 
, since the single tax people got control of 
its affairs. 

These contentions the single tax men 
vigorously deny, but their vigor is more 
in the championship of the single tax as 
a principle than in the demonstration of 
its workings in this place. Generally 
they Bay thut it has not been in forev 
long enough yet for a fair trial. The 
opponents reply with vigor that thoy 
have had enough of it and that they in- 
! tend to bring about a change in May, 
when the annual election of town com- 
missioners will bo held. Thu votes seem 
to bo pretty evenly divided between the 
two factions, both of which are quietly 
but earnestly preparing for the contest 
in tho spring.

■ is becoming formidable. — Cor. Now York 
Times.

The Impertinent I'rrM. 

What are wo coining to if tho press is 
going to tako tho standi out of ovory- 
thing? An esteemed con tom porary — we 
have forgotten which one— has com- 
plained that tho reports of tho daily press 
have made tho recent heresy trial ap]>ear 
ridiculous in tho eyes of the public. The 
dignity nnd mystery of theological dis- 
cussions, onceso awful that angels scarce- 
ly dared to tread the platform where the 
discussion was carried on, have been re- 
duced to a commonplaceness comparable 
to the reports of a ward meeting or a 
fili blistering session in congress. 

The impertinent press jiersistsin treat- 
ing everything and everybody in an ev- 
eryday sort of a way. Even religion has 
to undergo the same treatment. If there 
is any sham or mysticism or suiierstition 
in it, it is liable to be handled as a de- 
tective handles an embezzlement. Tho 
press, as a rule, believes in pure and un- 
defiled religion, but it wants a religion 
that is good for Mondays and Thursdays 
and Saturdays as well as Sundays. 

It is complained by some Roman Cath- 
olic authorities that the press is unnec- 
essarily meddling with tho alleged con- 
troversy between the archbishops, and 
that the laity of the church is lx*ing 
stirred up by a contest which ought to 
have been confined to the prelates and 
settled by them. But everything is 
news, and so important a matter as al- 
leged insubordination in the high places 
of the Catholic church can no more be 
kept quiet in these days than could the 
outbreak of a volcano on Manhattan 
island. It does indeed detract from the 
dignity and mystery of ecclesiasticism 
to have its quarrels reported in the pa- 
pers, but it cannot be helped except in 
one way. Let quarrels cease and the 
press will quit its impertinence. — Spring- 
field Union.

The 
victim was Max Bebler, a German. He 
had been about the city the past three 
weeks looking for work but hnd been un- 
successful in obtaining any permanent em- 
ployment. Yesterday he was in the Oak 
Hill district looking for a job at gardening 
or farm work on some of the large estates 
in that locality. After tramping around 
the region, he finally, in the evening, went 
to the house of Farmer Weitz, and asked 
for food and lodging. He was admitted, 
and the sympathetic inmates of the place 
tried to make him as comfortable as possi- 
ble. He was in a pitiable condition, com- 
pletely exhausted and ill from exposure 
and long fasting. He was in such bad 
shape that the efforts made in his behalf 
proved futile, and the poor fellow expired 
about half an hour after he entered the 
house. The authorities were notified, and 
Officer Bartlett went to the scene and 
awaited the coming of the niPdical ex- 
aminer. by whose orders later the body 
was removed to the city morgue. Deceased 
was about 40 years of age. tall, sparsely 
built and light complexioned. His identity 
was established by some papers In his 
pocket. It is not known where the man 
came from, to Newton, or whether he has 
any relatives in this country. 

-Rev. Lemuel C. Barnes, for the past 
five years pastor of the First Baptist 
church, and who recently accepted a call to 
the pulpit of the Second Baptist church, 
Pittsburg.

His conception of the pro- 
per attitude toward his fellows is becom- 
ing more humane: he is learning that to 
know is not alone necessary for him, but 
that it is also essential to live and feel the 
spirit quickening within him. The changed 
social order which is to come will necessi- 
tate a change in the attitude of the church 
toward secular affairs; its field of action 
mu?t be broadened and greater liberality 
toward outside philanthropic enterprise' 
displayed.” The speaker referred to the 
work of his pastorate at Newton Centre. 
The membership of the church had in- 
creased 275; a net gain of 173. The contri- 
butions for charitable purposes had in- 
creased from 87500 to 815,000 He spoke 
of his regret at leaving, ami alluded to 
some of the possibilities in his new field of 
labor.

Boyd’s Pond Nuisance. 

City Eugineer Noyes has prepared 
a plan for beautifying the Boyd 
pond district. For years the poud has 
beeo a breeding place for malaria and a 
general nuisance. It is located in New- 
ton and Watertown, and is to be cleaned 
up by the city of Newton through a 
special act of the Legislature. At the 
meeting of the board ot aldermen Mon- 
day evening, $925'» was appropriated for 
the purchase of 204,000 feet of laud locat- 
ed in Newton aod Watertown for the 
purpose of abating the nuisance and 
making the now unhealthy spot a place 
of beauty and a oenefit to the general 
public. 

The plan as prepared by Eugineer 
Noyes provided for tilling in the pond 
and grading the bauke, reducing the 
steep bank on the north side to a pretty 
slope. Gravel walks are to be laid out, 
to be bordered with beds of flowering 
plants. The dam is to be taken away 
and a channel cut through the park to 
allow the free flow of wjter from the 
brook above on its way to Charles river. 
The brook will not be stoned up, but 
will be made a pretty stream of flowing 
water, with graceful grassed banks slop- 
ing to the water’s edge. 

A boulevard will be built on either 
side of the brook, and later it is the idea 
to extend the boulevard to connect with 
the proposed cross-town boulevard to 
run from Washington street to Newton 
Centre, work ou which has already com- 
menced. 

It is expected that the aldermen will 
make an appropriation to carry out the 
plan of Eugiueer Noyes at their next 
meeting, aud that the* nuisauce will be 
abated this summ r. 


Newton Cottage Hospital. 

At the last meeting of the executive 
committee, there was preseuted some 
statistics by the Superinteudeut, Dr. F. 
G. Curtis, which show' a large amouut of 
work done iu the ordinarily quiet mouth 
of May. Ou the first day of May there 
were twenty-two patieuts iu the hospi- 
tal. During the mouth there weie rifty- 
oue admitted aud thirty-eight dis- 
charged, leaving thirty live in the hospi^ 
tal ol the first day of Juue. Out of the 
seventy-three persons treated during the 
month, three only died. Of these three, 
two were beyond human aid when they 
arrived at the hospital. 

The work of the mouth has been im- 
portant uot merely from the uutnber, but 
from the gravity of the cases. 

There has been cerebral aud abdominal 
surgery, various fractures aud other 
iujuries. Ou the medical side there have 
beeu cases of measles, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, pneumonia, 
inflammatory rheumutism. dysentery, 
gastric ulcer, etc. The usefulness of the 
hospital is demonstrated anew iu thus 
caring for a large uu tuber of very seiious 
cases with au extremely small percent- 
age of loss.

THE BOYD’S POND ORDER PASSED— MPCII 
DETAIL BUSINESS. 

The board of aldermen met Monday 
night, with all the members present and 
Mayor Fonno in the chnir. 

The reading of the joeords was post- 
poned and two members were appointed 
to look them over. 

Mayor Fenno appointed ex-Alderman 
Frederic M. Crohore a member of the 
Water Board to succeed the late Adams 
K. Tolman. 

POLICE. 

Mayor Fonno recommended the fol- 
lowing as members of the police force 
for the probationary term of six months: 
Seth L. Johnson, Hiram B. Hartford, 
Charles Taplev, James J. Mullen. 

Aldorman Thompson moved to lay on 
the table for one week, Aldermen Both- 
feld asked what reason there was for 
such an unusual proceeding. If any 
good reason oxisted he was willing to 
vote for it. 

Alderman Thompson said he kuew 
men who had served as specials for two 
years, and been told that they must pass 
anotner examination, and although on 
the first thoy got 86 por cent, on the 
second they dropped 10 per cent. He 
did uot think it was necessary for them 
to take the second examination, and 
wanted the matter left over till it was 
found whether it was necessary. He did 
not believe in passing over men who 
had served well and taking new men. 

Mayor Fenno said three of the men ap- 
pointed had served in the city. 

Alderman Plummer eudorsed Seth I. 
Johnson very highly, and Alderman 
Thompson’s motion being defeated, all 
the appointments were confirmed. 

FIREMEN. 

On recommendation of Chief Bixby, 
FrankjJ. Rawson was granted au honor- 
able g^charge from the position of 
driver of.No. 4 hose, and John R. Hug- 
gard appointed to succeed him. Joseph 
S. Hayes was granted an houorable dis- 
charge from No. 4 hose, and Edward S. 
Haynes from Engine 2, and John H. 
Robblee appointed on Eugine 2. 

The appointment of the members of 
No. S Hose, Nonantum, was deferred to 
await an amendment of the ordinance, 
allowing of such increase. 

Notice was received of a suit brought 
against the city by O. W. Tarbox, for 
land taken by the Sewer department. 

The Newton & Watertown Street Rail- 
way Co.accopted their location on Walnut 
street, as ameuded, aud the Wellesley & 
Boston accepted the location grauted 
them. 

The list of Jurors for 93 aud 94, was 
submitted and ordered posted. 

MAOUE MEADOW. 

The City Solicitor reported on the 
petition of N. T. Allen and other remon- 
strants against the assessments for the 
drainage of Mague meadow, that there 
was no question as to the powers of the 
aldermen to grant them a hearing, but 
the law provided that the assessments 
should be laid by the board of health, 
and those assessed may withiu three 
months apply for a jury, hut such appli- 
cation had not been made, so that there 
was now no provision for any abatement 
and neither board had the power to 
make it. This would uot prevent a com- 
promise being made for the sake of a 
settlement. 

OTIS PETTEE 

resigned as a member of the board of 
health, as his own health was not such 
as to peimit of his doing the work neces- 
sary to be done, on account of the in- 
crease in the business before the board. 
The resignation was accepted. 

Papers from the Common Council were 
received and disposed of in concurrence. 

Ou the vote for the purchase of the 
Claliin estate, Alderman Roffe voted no, 
■all the others voting iu favor. 

Leave to withdraw was granted to the 
petitioners for better protection at the 
Concord street grade crossing. 

Hearings were held ou the widening 
of Lincoln street, the acceptance of Eliot 
street, ou taking laud for sewer ou 
Columbus place, ou roundiug off the N. 
E. corner of Elm and Webster streets; on 
laying out, grading aud accepting Kdiu- 
boro street. No one appeared at any of 
the hearings. 

G. Lvrnau Snow of Auburn street, 
Ward 4, aud E. D. Couant of Elgin 
street, Ward Six. were drawn as traverse 
jurors for the superior court at Cam- 
bridge. 

STREET RAILWAY WANTS. 

The Newtouville A: Watertowu street 
railway petitioned for license to connect 
their car house on Watertowu street 
with their tracks, aud also for a change 
in the location granted them from Pearl 
street to the Watertown liue. Referred 
to the street railway committee aud a 
hearing ordered for the uext regular 
meeting. 

The same company asked to bo al- 
lowed to use one row of paving blocks 
on the inside of their rails on Watertowu 
street, aud to fill iu tbe rest of the space 
with crushed stone, aud have it tolled 
by steam toller. 

Alderman Kolle moved to suspend the 
rules and take immediate action iu the 
matter, 

Alderman Bothfeld objected, as repre- 
senting the highway department, agatust 
granting the petition. The Superinten- 
dent of streets was opposed to auy sucli 
change, as it made the roadbed harder to 1 
keep in repair, aud heavy teams were 
constantly cutting up the toad bed as 
was seen ou Washington street, where 
much extra woik had to be done to keep i 
the road iu good condition, ou account 
of the railway. On Washington street 
the street railway company had of their , 
own accord decided to put iu blocks <>u 
account of the expense of the present 
method. 

President Parker said all he wanted 
was to put the road iu the same shape, 
as the Walnut street line was above Mill 
street. That was iu good condition aud 
hid stood tho wear well. The City 
Solicitor had one form for drawing up 
the street railway franchises, aud always 
put in the paving proviso, but the alder- 
men had always modified it, when asked 
to do so. Watertowu street was a broad 
street, aud the crushed stone would lie 
just as good as the paving; Washington 
street was different, it was a very narrow 
street, aud more heavy teams passed ovci 
it. 

Aldermau Bothfeld: This change 
would save the road some expense? 

Mr. Parker: Yes. 

Aldermau Bothfeld: if you were 
granting the franchise you might feel 
differently. 

Mr. Parker: No, the condition of the 
road through Newton Highlands is very 


satisfactory, and Rhows what this would 
be. 

Alderman Bothfeld: The road there ia 
too new too decide how it will wen. 
But it ia a fact that there ia n great deal 
of heavy teaming on Watertown street, 
the mill teams ail pass ovor it, and the 
heavy wheels in crossing the tracks cut 
into the road bed. He would like to 
oblige the company but must regard first 
the interests of the city. 

The pptitiou was then placed on filo, 
and the company will have to put iu the 
paving blocks. 

FIRE AI.ARM BOXES, 

A. R. Mitchell and nine othera asked 
for a hearing before *ny order was 
passed for the purchase of tiro alarm 
signal boxes ami the Gatnewell Co. asked 
for the same. A hearing wns granted 
for June Iffth, at S p. m. 

The N. E. Telephone company naked 
for location for polea ou Centre afreet, 
between Bellevuo aud Mill streeta, on 
Chapel, Cherry and Grafton streets, ami 
a hetring was set for June 19th, at 8.15 
p. in. 

A petition was received for the grad- 
ing and gravelling of the sidewalk on 
Woodland street from Lincoln to Wins- 
low. 

E. H. Corey gave notice of intention to 
build house on Floral avenue, 29x02 feet. 

W. H. McOwen asked for license to 
build stable on Chostuut street, Ward 5, 
48x25. 

Miss Grace Gould, house, Tappan 
street, 31x89. 

H. A. Spear asked for liceuse to build 
addition to stable on Ceutre street, Ward 
0, 51x12 feet.

Aldermau Bothfeld presented an ordi- 
nance, for the inspection aud supervision 
of electric wires; referred. 

STEAM LAUNCH. 

On motion of Alderman Plummer a 
liceuse was grauted to C. E. Berry, mas- 
ter, and O. E. Davis, owner of the steam 
launch Clio, to ply ou the Charles river 
within the Newton limits, to carry 
25 passengers. 

WEST END. 

An oider was passed that the West 
End .Street Railway Co., be required to 
use squa e granite blocks, for piving the 
inside of their tracks, and for 18 inches 
outside, ou Centre street. 

SEWERS. 

Aldermau Hunt from the sewer com- 
mittee recommended the laying of a 
drain and sewer across private land from 
Boyd to Fayette street, and taking land 
therefor, and hearings were appointed 
for Juue 19 aud 2d. 

An order was presented for a sewer ou 
Russell Court, aud bearings wore ap- 
pointed for June 19 and 26. .Similar 
or Jem were passed iu regard to sewer ou 
Celuinhus place. 

ARC LIGHTS. 

Olliers were passed substituting arc 
for Kill lights at the coruer of Lexington 
aud Kreeemau streets, on Chapel street, 
corner Wabau aud Pearl, Pearl and 
Thornton, Walnut aud Lowell, Waluut 
and Liuwood avenue. Chestnut aud 
Bovlstou, Eliot and Mechanic, Boylstou 
and Meredith avenue, Central uvuuue 
aud Central place, Wabau station, also 
for new street lamps ou Cresceut, Sharon 
avenue, Melrose, Harvard, Beacon.

Orders were passed for the proper ob- 
servance of June 17 and July 4th. 

WALKS. 

Concrete walks wore ordered on 
Berkeley, Prince, Foater, Eldridgo and 
Beacon streets and Lake avenue, and 
walks were ordered graded on Everett 
and Gibbs streets and Newtonvillo 
avonne. 

Water pipes were ordered laid on 
Adams, Crafts and Hyde st roots and 
Warwick road at a cost of $1037. 

STREETS. 

Orders were passed for the widening 
of Lincoln street, taken the N. E. corner 
of Elm and Webster streets; for tho lay- 
ing out of Edinboro street under the bet- 
terment act. 

The ordinance for the supervision of 
electric wires was passed to be en- 
rolled. 

BOYD’S POND. 

Alderman Emeisou presented an order 
authorizing tho mayor to purchase 264,- 
000 feet of lain! in Newton and Water- 
town, and all tho rights and privileges 
appertaining thereto, the land beiug 
known ns Boyd’s pond, and appropriat- 
ing $9,350 therefor, to he raised by a 
note for ton years at 4 per cent, to be 
given by the city. The order was 
passed. 

A recoss was thon taken to nllow the 
ordinance committee to road the ordi- 
nance relating to highways, which they 
fouud to be well and truly enrolled and 
it was passed to be ordained. 

CITY STABLES. 

Alderman Thompson roported an 
order adding $1,000 to tho public prop- 
erty appropriatiou, for the purchase of 
some 18,000 foot of laud on Auburndalo 
avenue, to complete tho city lot on 
which stables are to be erected, 
there being now only a very narrow 
entrance to the lot. 

Aldermau Bothfeld asked to have it 
laid on the table till tho next meeting, as 
so much monoy had been charged to 
unexpended balances that he did not 
think there would be any left. He 
thought this amount could bo put in ouo 
loan with what would bo needed to build 
the stable, aud the order was tabled. 

Aldermau Thompson presented hills 
for $16$ for maps used in tho report of 
the drainage commission aud they were 
ordered charged to miscellaneous ex- 
penses. 

C. F. Hunting and others asked to have 
Clyde street sprinkled; referred to high- 
way committee. 

On motiou of Alderman Plummer the 
committee on ordinance wore requested 
to report in amendment, to provide for 
such addition to tho fire department as 
might be needed. 

Au ordor was passed appropriating $250 
to buy a horse for the fire department, 
to take the place of oue disabled by a 
foot disease. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$750 for the purchase of five fire alarm 
signal boxes. 

On recommendation of the city solici- 
tor authority was given the mayor aud 
city solicitor, to make a reference of the 
Killian case, a suit over oue of the sewer 
contracts of last yoar, to some suitable 
party whose decision should be final. 
The case is known under the title of 
Walter Austiu et al. 

Aldermau Thompson moved that tho 
Newtonvillo & Watertowu Street Railway 
Co. be allowed to use crushed stone in- 
side their tracks as they desired, but the 
motiou failed to pass. 

RATHER PERSONAL 

Alderman Thompson asked how much 
time a city official should devote to his 
duties. He asked the question, because 
he had seen that the City Eugiueer had 
beeu given $616 by the city of Medford 
for professional services, What right 
had he to go there without permission? 

City Eugiueer Noyes said in explana- 
tion that two or throe years ago he was 
asked by the Medford authorities for ad- 
vice as to au addition to their water sup- 
ply. He secured au eugiueer of laigo 
experience, but his work for Newton was 
so pressing that he had bim work here. 
He never allowed atiythiug to interfere 
with his work in Newton. He finally got 
another eugiueer who visited Medford, 
and he himself went over there two 
Saturday afternoons, and went over the 
data with him. Ho did feel at liberty to 
work at auythiug he desired outside of 
his regular hours. 

Aldeiman Thompson said it seemed to 
him that the City Eugiueer had more to 
do than he could well perform, and the 
Water Board should have au engineer of 
its own aud relieve him of that part of 
his service. He had seen boys come 
over to the Upper Falls and measure for 
a water pipe and then come again after 
the pipe was there, he supposed, to see 
if their first measures were right. A 
man had complained to him that the 
street railway had laid rails on his laud, 
aud he could get no redress. It a man 
would uot get the grade right the first 
time he should resign, aud ho thought it 
could save expeiiHO to give the water 
board a separate engineer. 

• The board then adjourned. 


Scientific Whist. 

A writer iu the New York Eveniug 
Post enters a protest against the scien- 
tific whist player who, ho says, gets to 
be “au uncomfortable sort of fellow 
socially, even sometimes aggressive and 
unpleasant, aud never genial or adapt- 
able.”

A strango ense is puzzling local med- 
ical practitionerfl and the most, promi- 
nent of the fraternity from Mem phi Rand 
Nashville, John Henry Leake, a stnl- 
wnrt negro living on tho plantation of 
R. L. Strong, a week or two Rinco ate a 
lemon and swallowed one of the Reedfi, 
which it seems lodged in hin stomach 
and attracting to it a certain proportion 
of the food subsequently eaten by him 
was soon surrounded by a clot or masfl 
of matter which gradually grew larger. 
After a short time Leake began to suffer 
acute pains in tho region of liis stomach 
and applied to a physician, who diag- 
nosed his trouble ns indigestion and pro- 
ceeded to treat him for it. 

But the pains increased, and it soon be- 
came a matter of impossibility for tho 
sufferer to retain any fowl except such 
as was administered in a liquid form, 
and the doctor began to suspect that tho 
cause of tho trouble lay beyond tho ordi- 
nary phases of indigestion and declared 
an operation necessary. It was with 
difficulty that Leake was prevailed on to 
submit to this, hut he finally consented. 

Tho surgeons thoroughly explored tho 
abdomen and intestines, hut without 
finding any disturbing object, though it 
was observed that tho stomach wna dis- 
tended to nearly twice its normal size. 
Leake suffered the greatest agony, with 
repeated efforts to vomit, which con- 
tinued until death ensued. A post- 
mortem examination revealed tho fact 
that the seed had sprouted from the mass 
surrounding it, and putting out shoota 
had actually attacked the walls of tho 
stomach as a creeping plant does a wall. 
— Trimble (Tenn.) Cor. Baltimore Sun. 


Tlio CauRo of tho Backward Spring;. 

Dr. M. A. Veeder of Lyons, N. Y., who 
has devoted much timo and attention to 
the weather and kindred phenomena, 
and whose reputation ns a meteorologist 
is international, has advanced a theory 
to account for the general disagreeable- 
ness of tho present spring. Dr. Veeder 
says that for tho present the climate of 
this portion of tho globe lias undergone 
a radical metamorphosis, not unlike that 
which might have resulted from the lo- 
cality being suddenly placed upon a 
high mountain. We are, in short, suf- 
fering from an acute case of derange- 
ment of tho isothermal strata, which 
may last the entire year. 

Tho lines of barometrical pressure are 
variable. They have become deranged, 
so that the state of New York is now in- 
cluded in a belt of reduced density or 
comparative rarefied air. Tho result is 
cold nights and mornings, cold winds 
and hot sunshine. We are in a mountain 
climate. Dr. Veeder insists that there 
is no telling when there will he a change 
for the better of the isothermal strata, 
but says it is his belief, which is con- 
firmed by observations of the sun spots, 
that it will last the entire year. 


Colored People In the North. 

Within a few years thero has been a 
large increase of tho colored population 
of Philadelphia, and numbers of colored 
men and women arrive there every week 
from the south, as we learn by a report 
in The Ledger. Here in New York also 
there is a rapid and steady growth of tha 
colored element, and a well informed cit- 
izen of color makes the statement that 
more than 10,000 people of the African 
race have arrived here from the southern 
states since this timo last year. 

Reports of a similar kind have come 
to us from Chicago and from very many 
of the other northern cities. We must 
believe that over 100,000 of the colored 
natives of the old slave states have left 
there for the north within a year. Near- 
ly all of them seem to be able to earn by 
hard labor the means of livelihood in 
their new homes. According to Mr. 
Frederick Douglass they do not furnish 
an undue proportion of the lawbreakers 
and paupors of tho communities in which 
they settle.— New York Sun. 


Cornea of Ceutenurlan Stock. 

The ancient city and seaport of Havre 
has a grand old man compared with 
whom Mr. Gladstone may be considered 
no more than middle aged. Dr. de Bois- 
sy is 100 years and some days old. In 
honor of his having completed a century 
ho has been feted at a dinner given in 
his honor by the medical faculty of his 
native place. In accordance with French 
custom he presided himself. After eat- 
ing an excellent dinner he made a lively 
and amusing speech, which was much 
applauded. His father, ho declared, lived 
to be 108 years old, and as for himself he 
had every hope of going on for a long 
while yet to come, laboring in the cause 
of suffering humanity. During the chol- 
era epidemic, the year before last, Dr. de 
Boissy is said to have greatly distin- 
guished himself and to have gained a 
medal of honor for tho arduous work he 
performed. — Cor. London Telegraph.

residence on the first day of May In the current 
year and preceding year«, of every male twenty 
years of age and upward residing therein and 
liable to be assessed for a pc 11 tax; and shall re- 
ceive the request of every woman twenty- one 
years of age and upward, residing therein on the 
first day of May in the current year who shall, in 
a writing signed bv HER, request that her 
name be transmitted to the registrar for the 
purpose of registration: and shall make diligent 
inquiries concerning all matters required of them 
In this section. 

All women desiring to be registered should 
have their written request for registration ready 
for delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. 

Each request should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her name in full 
giving street and number. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether lor 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements la rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have t een 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
bauds front other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons Interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in detault of such notice will be 
held to pay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over.

It is said that the movement in favor 
of ex-Congressman Greetihalge for gov- 
ernor is gaming ground and that a meet- 
ing was hold at Lowell this week, when 
tho Draper fnmily pledged him their 
support, both financially amt otherwise.

THE SEWER ORDINANCE. 


The committee on ordinances are at- 
tending to the work for whioh they were 
■elected and have discussed the proposed 
amendments to the sewer ordiuauco at 
several meetings. It is said that they 
have finally agread on the report they 
■will make to the City Council and have 
prepared the draft of a new ordinance, 
which will more nearly meet the wishes 
-of the people. 

Instead of haviug one quarter of the 
expense borne by the city, they propose 
to have sixty per cent of the cost so 
borne, the lull limit the law allows heiug 
-60 and 2 Srds per cout. This would leave 
forty per cent to be assessed upon the 
owners of estates within the sewer limits- 
As the legislature gave the city power to 
issue sewer bonds outside of the debt 
limit, the cost of the sewer cau 
be paid by those who will eujoy the 
benefits in future years, instead of hav- 
ing the present owners of estates pay tho 
whole. 

The amendment will make the cost 
per front foot 25 cents instead of 50, and 
the assessment per square foot 4 mills 
instead of 6. This would prove a great 
relief to the people in moderate circum- 
stances who own their homes, and would 
be a very popular measure. 

The ordinance committee have certain- 
ly not lost much time in the matter, and 
it is to be hoped that the question will 
be speedily settled so that people can 
know what they will have to do, as the 
present uucertainty is not pleasant nor 
business like. 

The present city government wore 
elected mainly to make some such 
change as this and the majority was so 
large that their instructions might ho 
considered to be very explicit in this 
matter. Of course some of them may 
regard their own ideas as much wiser 
than the wishes of their constituents, 
but they would be very foolish to refuse 
'to assist in the work wbhh they were 
elected to perform. Any one who has 
talked with many real estate owners in 
any of the wards where Bewers have 
been built, especially in Wards Oue and 
Seven, Two, Three and Four, would uot 
be left in the slightest doubt as to the 
general sentiment iu this matter, and we 
believe that many will be disappointed 
that the full limit allowed by law was 
not availed of iu the amendment. 


President Parker, of street railway 
f ime, is a pretty constant attendant at 
the meetings of the hoard of aldermen, 
and not au unpopular one either. The 
| board evidently likes to hear him speak, 
whether they grant his numerous ro- 
1 quests or not. lie always puts his re- 
quests iu such a plausible manner and is 
so evidently honest iu his statements, 
that it is very difficult to refuse him, 
and he has the art of taking all refusals 
: with the utmost good nature. The rail- 
j way authorities could uot place their 
interests in better bauds, for President 
Parker gets more favors than any other 
man could get, and never rouses auy 
antagonisms between himself aud mem- 
bers of the hoard. It takes a very 
shrewd man to be a railway president, 
espe cially when he has to look after half 
a dozen roads, and look out closely for 
the interests of the stockholders, and it 
is always interesting to watch the en- 
counters between tho street railway 
president aud the chairman of the high- 
way committee, the latter being fully as 
earnest in looking after the interests of 
the city, as Mr. Parker is in looking 
after the street railways. It is a case of 
Greek meeting Greek, and the ensuiug 
tug of war is always lively, if it is 
carried on with perfect good nature on 
both sides.

Mr. Bell has lately built a street run- 
ning from Hammond to Ward stieet. 
ills interest in Indian names has led him 
to call it Manet road. He believes that 
it comes from the old tribe of Indians 
known as the Mauamets that had their 
habitation on the Plymouth shores. It 
is well known that Wabau was only a 
chief of a tribe of Indiaus iu this 
locality, aud purbaps in 1010 the people 
of the town of Quincy iu selecting a 
uarae to place ou their seal followed iu 
our wake and selected the name of a 
{popular Indian chief and added the word 
Manet to their seal, anyway Mauet Road 
to Wabau llill has the right sound. 
’What pleasure we would have if we 
heuew the associations connected with 
The naming of our roadways.

-iLght to he the highest authority iu auy 
of the details of his department, is op- 
{posed ite grafting on to the system uew 
(boxes of any other make. It may be as- 
•utned that he knows more about such 


If the uew public parks in the city 
are laid out under the Metropolitan Park 
Act, it would result in a great saviug to 
the city, aud it would be wise to do this, 
in the preseut state of the city’s finauces. 
There aie the Auburndale park, the 
Boyd’s poud park, the park between 
Newtooville avenue and Cabot street, 
which could, it is said, all be brought 
under the park act, with advantage to 
all concerned.

A Fragment of the Pension List, 
Abuses of the pension system are uot 
all confined to men who have no possi- 
ble claim ou the government on accouut 
of disabilities incurred iu the service. 
The acceptance of the uation’s bouuty 
by men distinguished and disablod to an 
extent iu the service, hut who yet do not 
need government aid, is open to sovore 
criticism. The New York World pub- 
lishes a small fragment of the list of 
veteraus who, though comfortably well 
off and able to make a generous living in 
spite of disabilities, yet refuse to relin- 
quish their claims upon the government 
for support. Among them is Secretary 
of State Gresham, maimed for lifo be- 
fore Atlanta iu 1804, who has still as 
la wyor, judge and cabinet officer, boou able 
by his own efforts to earn a fair living, 
He draws a pension of $00 a mouth. 
United States Senator Maudorson of 
Nebraska is a rich man, but continues to 
accept a pension of $13 a mouth for 
wounds received iu battle. Kx-Commis- 
siouers of Pensions W. W. Dudley and 
John C. Black, both severely wouuded 
and physically disabled, draw pensions, 
tiie one of $00 u mouth, mid the other of 
$100; but each has beeu loft mentally 
sound aud active enough to make an 
ample living us peusiou attorney, or 
lawyer, or federal office-holder. 

Ex-Gov. James A. Beaver of Pennsyl- 
vania is reputed a wealthy man, but lie 
still clings to a pension of $45 for loss of 
a leg. wliioli has yet uot prevented him 
from earning a competence. Ex- 
Gov. Lucius Fairohild of Wisconsin 
lost an arm at Gettysburg and draws $45 
a mouth, though successful iu getting a 
good liviug. Judge Calviu E. Pratt of 
Brooklyn, as lawyer aud judge, lias ut- 
tuiued comfortable circumstances, not- 
withstanding disabilities for which the 

g overnment pays him $35 a month. Rev. 

ir.Greeu (’lay Smith, pastor of a wealthy 
congregation at Washington, still claims 
compensation of $3<> a mouth for u 
wound iu the knee, which, however, docs 
uot appear to liuve affected his oapaoity 
for service as congressman for Kentucky 
or pastor of the church. Others iu the 
list are Geu. Hugh Ewing, a leading and 
wealthy lawyer of Ohio, who draws $30 
a month for rheumatism contracted iu 
tiie army; ex-Cougressmau Newberry, a 
Chicugo millionaire, who accents $12 a 
mouth for general disability ; Geu. Neal 
Dow of Portlaud, who is wealthy aud 
druws $7.60 a mouth for a wound 
the thigh which has never beeu 


known to hinder hia activity and nervine 
in husincftK and prohibition politics; ex- 
Gov. Chaae of Indiana, of abundant 
means, who draws $12 a month for gen- 
eral disability; and ex Gov. Dick Ogles- 
by of Illinois, who, though well off 
financially, accepts $8 a month for ser- 
vices in the Mexican war. 

Wo probably could not rate too highly 
the services to the country of these men, 
or their patriotic devotion to the cause 
of freedom. Most, if not all, of them 
are entitled to pensions, no doubt, 
under tiie law. Many of them may at one 
one time lie actually needed the pension 
rnonoy. But that time is past. How- 
ever greatly disabled physically or other- 
wise in tiie government’s service, they 
have yet been able to acquire a compe- 
tence far above the average. They have 
beon highly successful in tiie strugglo 
for a livelihood. They do not noed the 
money. And tiie sight of wealthy men 
keeping hold of to thorn a pitiful claim 
upon the government of $12 or $45 a 
month for partial support Is ratlior cal- 
culated to impress tiie public with the 
grali -all nature of a good part of tiie 
pension-roll Limn to increase popular re- 
spect for it. And it cannot lie ques- 
tioned that it tarnishes the splendor of 
their patriotism. — Springfield Republi- 
can. 


The Choir Festival Music. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

On this morning of rarest beauty (June 
oth) I want to write a word in memory 
of the high delights of last evening. 
While nothing can cxcoed the strong and 
earnest sermon iu power to satisfy the 
mind, rouse the best feelings, and sway 
the life, such as the faithful heard in the 
morning on the service of The King in 
every capacity; yet the valuo of a sorvice 
mostly of sacred soug is by no means to 
ho underestimated. At the least, oven 
its negative value is great in placing, 
elevating, refining, purifying influences 
instead of debasing or belittliug ones; 
influences, iu short, that must ho resist- 
ed in order to enter into wrong doing. 
Not least among these influences was the 
simple spectacle of so many youug heads, 
all intent on their work, and ou doing it 
well. With the elders, it was partly a 
mattor of trained skill, and facility ac- 
quired by years of practice. But with 
the boys (bless them) it was, that, as a 
philosopher would say, they arc so keen- 
ly alive to objective realities. That is, 
their quick eyes intently see the place 
and length of every note, aud their voicos 
respond as quickly as the organ key to 
the touch; tlieir minds being all undis- 
tracted by solf-consciousness, or reflec- 
tions or whys, hows, aud consequences. 

But to the music, itself, a moment. 
First, let all rejoice iu the existence iu 
Newton of au organ by builders who, in 
my amatour judgment, for many years, 
are on the whole inimitable. The softer 
base stops of “stringy” effect just like a 
“double base” viol, the lighter reeds like 
violins, or clarinets. The fuller power 
never ceasing to be rich, full aud sweet, 
or becoming thuuderous, roaring, growl- 
ing, harsh or piercing. Aud then it 
possesses the most important of all 
characteristics, proportion to the build- 
iug. More than once, far and near, have 
1 seen aud heard organs, altogether too 
largo for their location, overflowing and 
bursting out of their places, large enough 
for a cathedral, and gratifying to nothing 
better than the vulgar spirit of brag of 
mere biggertuess. In some organs too, 
some of the larger reed stops are more 
to the ear what scrap tin is to the bauds, 
tbau like a breeze through a pine grove, 
as iu the magnificent Tremont Temple 
orgau, whose destruction was no less 
than a public calamity. 

Mr. Editor: Iu these days of praise 
for concealed purposes, I am hound to 
add that these remarks about orgaus are 
solely in the interest of art, for the writer 
has no acquaintance, whatever, with any 
organ builder. 

There is no space left for detailed 
notice of the separate uutnbers on the 
program. The selections aud perform- 
ance wore good, the solos modestly and 
sweetly given in clear flute and clarinet 
tones, and the total, balances, rich, firm, 
aud strong. I am no composer or pro- 
fessional critic, yet know Distantly what 
pleases mo aud why. Man’s works are 
perfeot in proportion as they resemble 
those of nature, which are God’s. Thus, 
“How beautiful upon the mouutaius” 
was exquisite as is a quiet and charming 
landscape. But tho recessional liytuu 
was, to my oar, tho gem of tho evening, 
simple as it was; first, because of n 
graceful yet spirited melody running 
through it, then because it so readily 
suggested the rippling waves at Revere 
ou a calm day. One wave of ipelodious 
harmony flow** in, then tho next a little 
further and then a double wave ends bt- 
fore tho lull which precedes a new be- 
ginning. Aud so tho little fellows 
hearts were evidently brimming with it 
as they whistled snatches of it here and 
thereon the green grass, in tho dusky 
shades and soft air of that rare Lord's 
Day evening, the light notes pleasing the 
eat as the glad light of the “ligbtuing 
hug” does the eye. Thanks to them and 
ull tho choir for tho holy pleasure which 
their laborious aud probably somewhat 
self-denyiug preparation, and honest, 
earnest performance gave us all. And 
now a short moral twist to my last line. 
Shall somebody instruct their young 
lives in evil, so as tlieu to warn them 
against it? No: a thousaud times no. 
Let their hearts be continually supplied 
with pure sweet thoughts from all sides 
to bubble forth iu their lives, as tho great 
lull supplies the cold spring at its foot 
with sparkling water bubbliug up 
through the clear, white sand. So shall 
they go on “singing the psalms of God,” 
as said the great aud loviug Bishop, and 
their lives shall uufold graciously “in 
the light of Ilis countenance.” \\\

Flowering Shrubs for Hie Garden. 

The Garden and Forest gives tiie fol- 
lowing valuable hints: 

The ahutidint flowering of many small 
Apple-treos, thin spring, reminds us of 
tiie pleasant duty of calling our readers’ 
attention again to the beauty and value 
of these plants, which should find a 
place in every garden In thin northern 
climate. The number aud variety <>1 
Apple-trees with beautiful flower* and 
of good habit is considerable. The 
earliest to bloom are some of the while- 
flowered varieties of the Siberian Crab, 
Pyrus baccatn. The young plants ate 
noticeable for their formal pyramidal 
habit; this,’ disappears as they grow to 
their full size and the mature plants pre 
sent it regular oblong outline*. The 
flowers are large and snowy white, or 
they are often pink, for no treo varies 
more in tiie size and color of its flowers 
or in tiie character of the fruit, winch is 
sometimes exceedingly beautiful, and 
often remains on the branches through 
the winter. 

The next specios to flower is the 
Japanese Crab, Pyrus Toringo, which is 
often found iu gardens under the name 
of Pyrus Mains floribuuda. This, it 
seems to us, is the most beautiful of its 
race aud one of the best ornamental 
plants in cultivation. It is particularly 
beautiful before the flowers expand, 
when the bright red flower-buds cover 
the branches. Tho Japanese crab should 
be planted in rich soil and allowed plenty 
of room in which to spread its w and-like 
branches. The portrait of a well-grown 
specimen of this tree was published in 
this journal some years ago (vol. ii., p. 
523), and gives a better idea of the masses 
of flowets it is capable of producing and 
of its surpassing loveliuess thau any 
words can convey. Improving with age, 
the Japanese Crab grows more beautiful 
every year; the severest winter leaves it 
uninjured, aud insects and disease pass 
it by. Tho variety with bright pink 
semi-double flowers, known as Pyrus 
Parkraani, is equally beautiful, although 
it is rather less robust plant. 

Tho flowers of he Uapancse Crab are 
followed almost immediately by those of 
the Chinese Pyrus snectabilis, a bushy 
tree of spreading habit, known in our 
gardens in a double-flowered form only. 
This is one of the good old-fashioned 
trees our grandfathers plauted, aud the 
present generation knows little about. 
It is hardy, long-lived, not too large for 
a small gardeu or lawn, and so conspicu- 
ous iu flower that the most careless aud 
iudifferent passer-by stops to admire its 
branches wreathed in pink aud white. 

This is the season of the year when 
the owners of gardens should inform 
themselves about such plants as Lhese: 
and this is the time to order such plants, 
instead of waiting until next spring, 
when the nurserymen will have disposed 
of their best stock. The advice we give 
to persous who want a good gardeu is to 
make notes of the plants they see and 
admire now, and order them at once, 
prepare the ground carefully whore they 
are to be plauted, and then plant in the 
autumn or as early as possible next 
spring.

DISCI'S? THK SEWER OHDINANCF. IN 
F.XECl TIVK SESSION. 

Doth branches of the city council met 
Monday ovetiiitff. In the tipper branch 
all the aldermen were present and Mayot 
Fonno presided. 

Alderman Ruraery reported that the 
committee had examined the records for 
tho past month and found them correct 
as far as they could remember. 

M. L. Caswell asked for license to 
build a stable 14x10 on Otis street. 

Residents on Lowell and Kdinboro 
streets asked for concrete crosswalk at 
the junction of those streets. 

Joseph, Ileustis pave notice of inten- 
tion to build house 20x30 with ell 17x1$ 
feet on Central streat. 

A main drain and sewer was asked for 
on Crafts street, from Watertown to 
Central avenue; ou Prescott street, from 
Lawoll street to Ceutral avenue, and on 
Temple street from Prospect street 
easterly, and orders were passed for 
their construction. 

W. II. Ireland pave notice of iutentiou 
to build house 23x*2$ feet on Irvinp 
street. 

Fred W. Gates, house 80x30 feet ou 
Beacou street. 

The highway committee recommended 
tho raundiug off of the southeast 
corner of Lincolu and Woodward streets, 
and an order was passed grautiug a hear- 
ing to property owners interested, on 
June 20 li. 

The highway committee reported in 
favor of referring the draiuage of tho 
stagnant water ou Woodbiue street to 
tho board of health. 

Various petitioners were given leave to 
withdraw.

The highway committee reported iu 
favor of widening Hull street to a width 
of 40 feet, from Walnut to Appleton 
street, and a hearing was granted to the 
property owners interested, ou June 20, 
at 7.30. 

C. A. Butterworth gave notice of in- 
tention to build house 85x47 feet, with 
ell, on Chase street. 

Geo. W. Lamsou was granted an inn- 
holder's license. 

On motion of Alderman Emerson, so 
much of the orders as charges the $5500 
for the purchase of 40 acres of laud iu 
Auburudale for park purposes, the $0000 
for the parkway from Newtouville 
avenue to Cabot street, to unexpended 
balances or to the taxes of 1S93, was re- 
pealed, and au order was then passed 
authorizing a note for $14,000, to run 10 
years at 4 per cent, the proceeds to bo 
used as follows: $5500 for the Auburn- 
dale park, $0000 for the parkway from 
Newtouville aveoue to Cabot street, and 
$2500 for the widening of Union street .

Ou motion of Alderman Bothfeld the 
ordinance ielatiug to electric wires was 
reconsidered, as the electric .light and 
telephone companies claimed that it was 
too severe, and asked for a hearing. The 
•order was recommitted to the ordinance 
committee. 

An order was passed for a street lamp 
on Chestuut street. 

Ou motion of Alderman Hunt, Chapter 
380 of the acts of the General Court of 
3893, relating to the apportionment of 
newer assessments, was accepted. it 
provides for the apportionment into 10 
equal parts of the assessment, if applica- 
tion is made within 80 days, and that 
these parts can be added to the auuual 
assessments for taxes, and also that at 
any time the w hole tax can be paid. 

The Brookline select men gave notice 
of their agreement to the conditions for 
building a sewer in Middlesex road. 

The Wellesley & Boston .Street Rail- 
way company accepted the location 
granted them, and the conditions im- 
posed.

TY ANI> DUTY. 

Frof. Olin Curtis. D. D., president of 
tho Boston school of theology, delivered 
the baccalaureate sermon before the 
senior class of Lasell Seminary in the 
Congregational church, Auburndale, Sun- 
day morning. Beside the fair young 
women of the graduating class nearly all 
tho students of the institution were 
present. The pulpit and chancel were 
adorned with roses and groups of palms. 

The text of the sermon was taken from 
Acts xyii., 23* “For there stood by me 
this night the angel of (iod, whoso 1 am 
and whom I serve.” Those words of the 
Apostle Paul, said Rev. Dr. Curtis, have 
suggested to me tho subject of loyalty. 
With this theme 1 want to do several 
definite things, first to show what loyal- 
ty is in the deep uature: second, to show 
the relations of loyalty to service; then 
to indicate how the theme culminates in 
loyalty to Christ our Lord. 

The nnture of loyalty is brought out 
in part by the common definition of the 
word itself. To be leal or loyal is to 
have fidelity to a superior. But pro- 
founder than this definition is the ex- 
pression of St. Paul— ‘‘Whose I am”— an 
expression which tells us as with an 
axiom the secret of the apostle’s loyal 
life. At tho bottom of loyalty there is 
an appreciation of grand things. I be- 
lieve that even tho appreciation of a 
great character, or a noble deed in his- 
tory, or a masterly work in fiction, is a 
real movement toward loyalty. This 
first movement may cease, of course, and 
one might lodge in a literary taste which 
would be nothing more than a dilettante 
appreciation of an author’s artistic skill. 
Such a lodgement is, however, neither 
necessary nor normal. The normal in- 
fluence of any great book, unless it be 
saturated with a vile purpose or a false 
philosophy, is to arouse those emotious 
and thoughts which are basil in loyalty. 

It is important that we get rid of ego- 
tism. To fully appreciate any grand 
thing we must have genuine humility. 
We must plainly see that there are all 
sorts of things larger and more import- 
ant thau we are ourselves. This does 
not mean that we are to have no just 
knowledge of self and uo just estimate of 
what we can do or what we have doue. 
It is not the hesitation and confusion aud 
lack of confidence which prepare the 
way for loyalty, but that humility which 
does not think of itself more highly than 
it ought to think, aud that humility 
which looks eagerly, sympathetically at 
all the grand things outside of the world 
of self-interests. 

Somewhat higher up in the nature of 
loyalty is the notion of duty. The pith 
of duty is recognized ownership. We 
see the sublime thing, aud recognize that 
it has a right to us. But it is not always 
true that a duty received is a duty felt. 
Aud a duty felt, a conviction cherished, 
is not always a duty done. 

Here we reach the notion of the uejes- 
sity of personal allegiance. To be loyal 
we must give ourselves in actual volun- 
tary consecration to that which is grand 
enough to own us. It all could be put in 
this very simple way— first, we must find 
something worth giving ourselves to; 
then we must feel that we ought to give 
ourselves to it; then we must actually 
give ourselves in personal allegiance. 

In our time, there is not only an em- 
phasis put upou service as a thing in it- 
self, but also an emphasis put upon 
popular success. The cry is: “O, don’t 
be a nobody! Get into some conspicu- 
ous place. A quiet, unknown life is a 
silly waste.” The result of this is that 
many people are out of breath half the 
time, trying to do some impossible thing, 
aud out of heart the other half, because 
they did not popularly succeed. Agaim/. 
this reBt'ess, one-sided view of service I 
want to urge the view that the main 
thiug is to be juBt what God made you 
to bo, to be all you cau be normally, aud 
then simply to let your light shine before 
men. In other words, have a noble 
character, and then be loyal to your high- 
est convictious. Do what you may, you 
can never do a greater thing thau simply 
to be loyal. 

In conclusion, the speaker addressed 
the members of the giaduating class. lie 
said: “Let me comraeud to you all per- 
sonally loyalty to Jesus Christ, the only 
begottteu son of God. Find the majesty 
there is In Him. See, feel your duty iu 
relation to him. Take Him as yofir 
Master, your Savior, your God. Commit 
your whole being in solemn, irrevocable 
allegiance unto Him. Serve Him as best 
you cau. Be all you cau be. Get the 
richest, finest culture you cau acquire, 
then go out in loyal service in a small 
place or a large place, with the applause 
of man or without it. Do your best iu a 
loving, loyal service of your Lord. Theu, 
whatever may come, 01 whatever may go. 
Ho will make your life worth the living. 
All things will take on for you somewhat 
of his own glory. If trials' come, if your 
little boat is tossed about like that of 
Paul, and neither sun nor stars iu mauy 
days appear, still vou will not be left 
alone; for there shall stand by you in the 
tempest the angel of that God whose you 
are and whom you serve. 


CLASS BAY AT LASELL. 

TIIUU’EKN FAIR SENIORS ENTERTAIN 

TIIICIR FRIENDS MONDAY EVENING. 

Thirteen youug women, the members 
of the graduating class of Lasell Semi- 
nary, participated in the initial observ- 
ances of commencement week Monday 
evening, when the class day exercises 
took place. 

The seminary grouuds were brightly 
illuminated for the ocoaBiou with eloctrio 
lights, aud the gleam reflected from 
mauy Japanese lauteftiB strung in long 
lines from the main building to the tall 
trees skirting the gravel path leading to 
the main entrance. 

Strings of lanterns were also arranged 
across tho stretch of lawn aud garden to 
an immense arch erected just within the 
principal gateway, which bore the in- 
scription “Welcome” on its face, aud on 
the reverse side the words “Good 
Night”— the fiual saluatiou of the class 
of *08 to its class-mates, the faculty and 
its friends. 

Along the front of the piazza of the 
main buildiug festoons of red aud yellow 
buutiug were draped effectively, aud 
there was besides, a pretty overhead de- 
sign of groups of flags aud streamers. 

The literary exercises were held iu the 
gymnasium, aud that apartment, attrac- 
tion iu itself, had its added adornment of 


palms, beautiful flowers and artistic 
groupings of American and foreign flags 
and emblems. The class motto w^s bus 
pended from the reading desk. The in- 
scription in golden letters on a rich, red 
background read: “Not Finished but 
Begun.” 

In one corner of the stage a group 
picture of the class was arranged on nn 
easel. Under it appeared the figures ’03, 
worked in “Jack” roses, giving the ef- 
fect of the class color. The balcony on 
the left of the platform was decorated 
with red and yellow bunting, and con- 
tained a small group of spectators, who 
formed a sti iking contrast with the 
large assembly seated in the audience 
room below. Every available chair was 
occupied, and many of the later arrivals 
were obliged to stand either in tho aisles 
or iu an open space in the roar of the 
room. 

The members of the senior class 
entered the “gym” at 7:45 o’ clock. march- 
ing in single file down the main aisle to 
the stage. They wore red caps and 
gowns, the head-dress having its special 
and striking ornamentation of a golden 
tassel. The girls’ faces were hid let) be- 
hind fans of golden shade, only relieved 
by tho red color of the figures ’P3, which 
formed what might be termed a unique 
centrepiece. 

The appearance of the young women 
was greeted with a storm of applause, 
which only subsided after they had taken 
their positions in a semi-circle on the 
platform and dropped their fans, tho 
signal for the rendering of the class 
medley, an airangement of popular airs 
by Neilie M. Richards and Eva L Conch 
of the graduating class. The introduc- 
tory words of the chorus were: 

.Jr st thirteen maidens in a class, 

And very bright maidens we. 

The concluding words touched the 
humorous vein of the audience, and 
brought up again the well known music 
of the “Ta-ra-ra boom do-ay” song. 

Following the medley the address of 
welcome was delivered by the president 
of the class, Miss Flora Gardner. She 
commenced by saying that she repre- 
sented tho class of ’{18, and extended a 
welcome in its behalf. “We have been 
told,” she said, “that wo are not hand- 
some. not very wise and have uo style; 
but we refuse to believe it, attributing 
such unkind remarks to the jealousy of 
some of the under students. 

“Some of our superstitious friends 
have talked a great deal about the num- 
ber of girls in our class— 13. Wo regard 
13, however, as a lucky number, and look 
with pity upon the attempts made to 
convince us of the contrary. We bavo 
completed our work here, and suppose 
we shall be alluded to as dignified seniors 
and sweet girl graduates. 

“Iu our exercises tonight we ask you 
to be lenient and generous with your ap- 
plause. We need encouragement and a 
little flattery, now and then is, at least, 
agreeable.” 

The roll call was unique. The girls re- 
sponded in a humorous way as their 
names were spoken, aud some of the 
witty sayings were greatly enjoyed, es- 
pecially by some of the students who ap- 
preciated the funny references to scenes, 
events and personages of school life.

Graham Travers, is an interesting story, I 
although the reader is inclined to find 
the medical studeut part of the heroine 
rather of a trial, aud would be glad to 
forget it. As a guest iu the family of ] 
her titled relative, or while keeping shop 
for her cousiu, she is a very agreeable 
character, aud must have been a uice 
companion on a botanizing expedition 
on a ride, or even at a tea party, and we 
rather sympathize when her cousin in- 
sisted that the medical studeut part 
shall bo coucealed. The love story is 
charmingly worked out, and she finally 
fulfils her fate by marrying a rising 
young doctor and they have their offices 
side by side.

NOTICE. 

The inhabitant* of the City of Newton, and all 
other persons liable to pay tax^j therein, are 
hereby required to bring in to the Assessors of 
said Newtrn, on any day Irom 

May FirHt, to the Fifteenth Day 
of June Next, 

true lists of all their Polls, ( males 20 years old 
and upward), and schedules and estimates of 
their personal estates, not exempted from taxa- 
tion. 

Assessment of Polls and Regis- 
tration of Women. 

Sect. 7, Chap. 351, Acts of 1892. 

The Assessors, by one ormore of their number, 
or by one or more Assistant Assessors, shall in 
the months of May and June in each year visit 
every building in their respective cities aud 
towns and make true lists containing, as near as 
they can ascertain from any owner or occupant 
of a building, the name, age, occupation, and 
residence on the first day of May in the current 
year and preceding yeais, of every male twenty 
years of age and upward residing therein and 
liable to be assessed for a pc II tax; and shall re- 
ceive the request of every woman twenty-one 
years of age aud upward, residing therein on tho 
first day of May in the current year who shall, in 
a wbiti.no signed by hek, request that her 
name be transmitted to the registrars for the 
purpose of registration: and shall make diligent 
inquiries concerning all matters required of them 
in this section. 

All women desiring to be registered should 
have their written request for registration ready 
lor delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. 

Each request should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her name in full 
giving street and number. 

Persons holding estates in tnist. whether lor 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of jtersons deceased have J eea 
divided during the past year, or have change! 
bauds from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators. Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will be 
held to pay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scien- 
tific Purposes. 

In accoidsnce with theirequiremeuts of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882.— all persons and corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in to the 
Assessors of Newton on any day from May first 
to the tiist day of Ju'y next, true lists of all real 
and personal estates held by such psrsons and 
corporations respectfully for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable, or scientific purposes, on the 
tiist day of May. 1893, together with statements 
of the amount of all receipts aud expenditure* 
by such persons or corporation for said purpose 
during the year next preceding >aid first day of 
May; such lists and statements to be iu such de- 
tail as may be required by the lax commission. 

Mortgaged Real Estate. 

Chat. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. f. 

Any mortgagor or mortagee of Real Estate may 
bring in to the Assessors of the town or city where 
such Real Estate lies, at the time specified for 
bringing in the list as provided in Section thirty- 
eight of Chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a 
statement under oath, of the ainouut due on each 
separate lot or parcel of such Real Estate, aud 
the name and residencs of every holder of an 
interest therein as a mortgagee or mortgagor 
When such property is situated in two or more 
places, or when a recorded mortgage includes for 
one suui two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of the amount of the mortgagee’s 
Intel est in sacb estate or part of an estate shall be 
given tn such statement. The Astest or* shall, 
from such statements or otherwise, ascertain the 
proportionate part of snch estates that are the 
interests of mortgagees and mortgagors, respect- 
ively, and 6hall assess the s:tme. Whetuver, in 
any case of mortgaged Rea 1 . Estate, a statement 
j is net brought in as herein provided, uo tax for 
j the then current year ou such Real Estate shall bo 
in validated for the reaeou that a mortgagee's in- 
terest therein has not been assessed to him. 

Shipping. 

Shipping and busiuess income are uot taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partus r must iucludo 
these items in his individual return. Owner* 
j aud sgeuls of ships aud vessels eigaced iu the 
| foreign carrji g t ade, are referred tv Sections s 
aud 9 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, lor 
the form of i etui u required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upou the valuation of such prop- 
erty. Said returns to be made to the Assessors

FIRE APPARATUS. 


On Monday evening next the Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen will give a public 
hearing in the matter of purchasing 
additional signal boxes to be used 
in connection with our fire alarm 
system. There is more than usual pub- 
lic interest in this question for the rea- 
son that the committee on fire depart- 
ment hnvo by a majority vote decided in 
favor of introducing signal boxes of a 
•different make and device from those 
now used by the City, and the claim is 
made that if this course of action is 
taken it will result in seriously impair- 
ing the efficiency of the fire alarm system 
now in use. We confess that weaie 
unable to understand why the committee 
having this matter in charge have decid- 
ed upon such a course of action, since the 
city is to gain nothing in dollars and 
cents, and is to take its chances of im- 
pairing the efficiency of the apparatus 
now in use. 

The success and welfare of every city 
is to a greater or less degree dependent 
upon its fire department. Rates of in- 
surance depend more or less upon the 
appliances which the city provide for 
extinguishing fires. Newton has for 
years had the reputation of maintaining 
an excellent fire department and of using 
the best apparatus known, not only for 
extinguishing fires, but for giving 
alarms. More perhaps depends upon the 
giving of the alarm than upon any other 
feature connected with this department. 
It is the first few minutes after the fire 
commences that is of the greatest im- 
portance. If time is wasted in notifying 
the department the fire gets beyond con- 
trol and the property is destroyed. For 
that reason the apparatus used for giv- 
ing the sigual or alarm should be of the 
best possible make, and should contain 
devices which have been thoroughly test- 
ed by time aud experience. 

Ever since the adoption of an automat- 
ic fire alarm by this city wo have used 
•what is kuown as the Gamewell system, 
being an apparatus manufactured iu our 
own city by the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegr aph Company, which is considered 
the oldest and most reliable company 
manufacturing such apparatus iu this i 
country. It has been in the business for | 
a great man}* years, aud has installed its 
plants in every stato in the Union, more 
■than six hundred cities and towns having 
adopted them. The statement has been 
made, and, so far as w’e know, uot con- 
tradicted, that this company does more 
than* four fifths of all the business that 
is done iu this country. The apparatus 
which they originally sold this city, to- 
gether with all the additions which have 
Arave been made to it, have worked with 
perfect satisfaction to the department, 
and so far as we know with entire satis- 
faction to the public. Rates ol iusurauce 
in Newton have been low for many years, 
and we understand that the iusurauce 
contpauies in fixing the rates for this 
community, have taken into considera- 
tion the efficiency of our department aud 
apparatus. 

We confess that we are at a loss to 
understand why t Ire committee ou lire 
department should recommend a differ- 
ent signal box from the one now in use. 
In other words, why they should recom- 
meuu a mixing of different systems, 
neither one of which may work iu con- 
nection with the other. We do uot be- 
lieve that there is any public seutinreut 
in favor of the change, and, on rlie other 
band, we f* el confident that the public 
rseutiment is decidedly against it. Even 
if t he city could save money by buying 
boxes of a different make and device, it 
undoubtedly would be bad policy to do 
so, since tens of thousiuds of dollars in 
property might bo destroyed by the at 
tempt to save a few dollars for the city. 
In this particular case nothing is to ho 
gained iu a financial way by the chaugo 
proposed, aud much may be lost to the i 
citizens if we are to euter upon the 
doubtful experiment of uot letting “well ! 
enough alone.” We understand that the J 
*"hief of the department has expressed 
himself plainly to the committee iu op- 
position to connecting iuto the existing 
frre alarm circuits, apparatus differing iu 
device aud cjustructiou from that al- 
ready iu use. His positiou is oue of j 
great responsibility, and his opinion in 
this matter is certaiuly entitled to care- 
ful consideration. The city of Newton i 
raover* such an extent of territory that |

prompt notice of the breaking out of a | 
fire, auud our existing system has been iu j 


use so long end worked so reliably that 
we think the Chief of the department is 
warranted in objecting to any change 
that l>y any possibility might impair its 
efficiency. In fact, that he would be 
derelect in duty if, with his knowledge 
and views, he had failed to protest 
against the proposed change. 

CORPORATE INFLUENCE. 


The late session of the General Court 
was remarkable in many ways, and in 
none mote so than in regard totho move- 
ment agaiust the corporations. It was 
started, not by professional agitators, but 
by the business men of Boston, who 
realized to what extent corporate greed 
had prevailed in this state, and the 
pressiug necessity of some radical 
measures being taken to check the 
dangerous growth, Busiuess men have 
evidently become tired of being com- 
pelled to help pay dividends on watered 
stock, and as far as the house was con- 
cerned the movement was successful and 
some admirable regulations weie passed. 
The house deserves a good deal of credit 
for its actiou, and is receiving it from the 
press and the people. No house in 
recent years has deserved so well at the 
hands of the general public, and it is a 
matter of local pride that the Newton 
representatives, Messrs. Chester and 
Estabrooks. were nmoug the foremost iu 
the good work. 

It is unfortuuate, however, that the 
same commendation cannot be given to 
the Senate. It is a small body, and the 
lobbyists evidently took possession of it. 
Corporation iutlueuce was mauifiest 
throughout the session. The bill against 
the Bostou gas ring was passed, it is 
true, but the report is that it was only 
got through after the most urgent ap- 
peals from political leaders, who pre- 
dicted th*i most dire disasters if the ma- 
jority were found to be in the power of 
Mr. Addicks. The appeal was success- 
ful in that instance, but the Senators 
failed in other legislation against stock 
watering aud kindred evils. The use of 
money is not openly charged, but any 
one can see how great the temptatiou to 
use it must have been to corporations 
whose thousands of watered stock, pres- 
ent and prospective, was at stake. 

Nevertheless there is good ground for 
eucouragement. The agitation has ac- 
complished something. The public has 
been awakened to the magnitude of the 
evil, the names of the corporation Sena- 
tors are beiug printed in all the papers, 
and the people will be more wide awake 
hereafter to the imperative necessity of 
being more careful in regard to the 
choice of their representatives, both in 
the house aud the Senate. The party 
label is seen to be poor reliance in such 
an emergency, and a nominee's character 
is the one great thing to be considered. 
People will ask hereafter, not whether a 
candidate is a Republican or a Democrat, 
but whether he is a man strong enough 
to withstand temptatiou, aud with intel- 
ligence sufficient to see through the 
schemes of the persuasive gentlemen who 
would like to direct legislatiou in favor 
of some corporation or other. 


The Common Conncil was rather dis- 
courteous iu refusing a hearing to the 
Gnnewell Company, and they were a ! 
little previous, also, as the citizens who 
asked for the hearing only asked for one 
from the board of aldermen, and the 
order went down to them by a blunder. 
The council may have thought it was*a 
reflection on the committee, to give a 
hearing after they had voted, but this 
has always been done by former boards, 
and the action of the committee is seldom 
legarded as final. The Common Council 
showed evidence of a strong persoual 
feeling iu the matter, which is unfortun- 
ate, as one of the stockholders and 
travelling agents of the Municipal Com- 
pany, Mr. Turner, is a member of the 
Commou Council, aud the general public 
might make unfair inferences. Some 
years ago a city official was very harshly 
criticised for purchasing at his sou’s 
store, who happened to be a member of 
the city council, and was forbidden, we 
believe, to make further purchases there. 

As the Gamewell company is oue of 
the largest manufacturing concerns in 
the city, is a large taxpayer, and its 
officers are Newton men, it was hardly 
the right thing to do to refuse them a 
hearing, especially when it was asked for 
by such men as Mr. A. R. Mitchell and 
Mr. L. G. Pratt, who have a large amount 
of property at stake, and who certaiuly 
deserve to be treated courteously wheu 
they make a request of the city couucil. 


The Canker worms are doing gieat 
damage in the towns about us, and iu 
NVaverley the elms are almost denuded of 
their foliage aud people driving along the 
-treets find strings of the woi ms hangiug 
on their carriages. NVaverley has a bad 
name for neglect in such matters, but 
t lie plague is spreading to other towns, 
and around Bemis station aud ou the 
edges of Newton and Waltham the trees 
aie beginning to suffer. Some twenty 
years ago these worms proved very de- 
structive to the elms, aud now that they 
j are making their appearance again only 
1 prompt and radical measuies will avert 
the dauger. The tent caterpillars havo 
been sensibly checked iu many places, 
but there are still many orchards that 
are a disgrace both to the owners aud to 
the city, as their leaves have turned 
brown aud they are covered with nests 
aud worms. It may be necessary for 
the city to take some measures to compel 
the owuers to take proper care of their 
trees, us oue ueglected orchard will sup- 
ply work for a whole neighborhood, after 
the moths have hatched out. 

Born brunches of the city council held 
au iuformal discussion of the sewer ordi- 
nance amendments, Monday evening, iu 
au executive session. Judging from re- 
ports it is cousideied certain that some

amendment will pass, and probably the 
assessment will he divided into equal 
parts, ono half to he paid by the city and 
one half by tho owners of real estate. 
As the council wore oleotedon this issue, 
they could hardly oppose some kind of 
an amendment without danger of being 
called down by their constituents, nnd a 
half and half division would bo hotter ; 
than the present one, and furnish a de- 
cided relief to people in moderate cir- ! 
mini stances, who havo to carefully count j 
their dollars. 

Thk Newtonville it Watertown Street 
Railway Company is reaching out for a 
new route to Boston, nnd the Watertown 
selectmen have granted it a location on I 
North Beacon street to the Boston Hue, ■ 
and also the right to ust> the West End j 
tracks to North Beacon Square. The 
line will have i*s terminal, when fully i 
completed, at Allston Four Corners, nnd 
this will furnish a short street car route 
to Boston for the Watertown people. It 
will also furnish a menus of reaching the 
U. S. Arsenal, which is an interesting 
place for visitors, and such a Hue ought 
to tiud plenty of patronage. 


If tho Wellesley .fc Boston rond ran 
through from West Newton to the 
Wellesley depot, there would seem to bo 
a good prospect that it would tlud a 
more profitable field than if it stops 
short at Lower Falls. Pleasure riders 
would be attracted by the prospect of a 
ride through such a beautiful country, 
and many would come from Wellesley to 
take the trains at West Newton for Bos- 
tou. as they would make a really im- 
portant saving by doing this. The com- 
pany has applied to the tWollealey 
selectmen for a locatiou, aud there is a 
prospect that it will bo granted. 

The question is asked whethor the 
ordinance against salaried officials of the 
city acting as delegates to political con- 
ventions, acting as officers of caucuses, or 
taking active part in campaign*, was de- 
feated by orders from the Republican 
state committee. The Boston papers 
charge that the state committee is work- 
ing against auy such ordinances, and 
two members of the Republican city 
committee are in the common council, 
and one of them, President Weed, spoke 
from the chair agaiust passing the ordi- 
nance, aud is giveu the credit for defeat- 
ing it. 

Thebe is a movement to ask the city 
council to pass the same regulations 
adopted in other cities, to regulate the 
noise of the night before the Fourth. 
The mere announcement that the police 
were instructed to arrest every oue mak- 
ing any noise before 5 a. m., would 
probably be sufficient, and the young 
people could then save up their energies 
for the day itself. Iu former years they 
have begun their celebratious so early 
the night before that daylight finds them 
exhausted, and the day itself passes very 
quietly. 

June 17th is not a legal holiday, in 
spite of the popular impression. The 
calendar of legal holidays in Massachu- 
setts is as follows: Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, Fast Day, Feb. 22, (Washing- 
ton’s birthday), May 30, (Decoration 
Day), July 4, (Independence Day), Labor 
Day.

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H. S. BATTALION. 

TT1K ANNVAL rillZR DRILL AND THK | 
WINNERS. 

Tbe llth annual prize drill of the New- 
ton High school battalion was favored 
with fair weather last Saturday, and 
called out a brilliant assemblage of in- 
terested friends and relatives. The Hiph 
school Grounds were euclosed, and seats 
were placed in the centre of the lawn 
where the drill was held, and were filled 
long before 2.30, the hour when the ex- 
ercises becan. 

The prounds were elaborately deco- 
rated with the colors of the various 
classes. Blue predominated, that being 
the class color of ’C*3, The other classes ! 
were not lackiug in the display of their 
colors, aud about the trees, on the seats, 
posts, ropes and everywhere possible, ; 
streamers of blue for '0;1, orange and 
black for M»4, red 'or ’'05 and white for 
’0C were flying in the soft southern 
breeze. The school color— yellow— was 
also seen in many places, and from the 
turret on the school building floated the 
stars aud stripes. 

Class colors were conspicuous on the 
young ladies present, and among the 
special guests weie a large party of 
Lasell girls, in charge of Trof. Bragdon. 

The officers of the calisthenic battalion 
in their pretty uniforms occupied front 
Beats, aud Mayor Fenno, members of the 
school board, and of the city council 
were present as interested spectators. 

Vistors were preseut from neighboring 
school military organizations, Institute 
of Technology, Bostou Latin, Cbauucy 
Hall, Malden, Brookline aud elsewhere. 

At the hour appointed, the battalion 
marched upon the field, to the music of 
the Salem Cadet baud, and the exercises 
were opened by the drill in the manual 
under the direction of Maj. Page, closing 
with various battalion marching move- 
ments. 

Next came one of the most interesting 
events of the drill, that of the company 
competitive contest, forwnichtwo prizes | 
were offered. 

Companies B aud D were first on the 
field aud showed creditable work. The 
artillery drill was here introduced aud 
attracted much attention, and the squad 
were well up iu their work and demon- 
strated their skill in handling the brass 
field piece. Lieut. A. B. Harlow was iu 
charge and the work of his men was 
much commented upon. 

Artillery drill is a recently introduced 
branch of military training, aud in the 
Newton battalion has met with great 
success. The drill was carried out to 
the smallest details, — loading and firing, 
dismounting and mounting both piece 
and limber. The squad was formed at 
the instigation of the instructor, Maj. 
Benyon, who says the members are tqjje 
congratulated on their year’s work. 

Following the artillery drill came the 
individual competition, and of course the 
enthusiasm of the spectators was 
aroused. The squad was made up of 
forty men, ten of the most proficient 
from each company, under command of 
Adjt. Priest. The boys were destined to 
a tough ordeal, being put through a 
severe exereise. introducing the most 
difficult tests iu the manual. 

The boys stood up bravely, however, 
but after the judges made their decisions 
in tbe first and secoud round, but eight 
of the forty remained. 

The remaining contestants were then 
put through tbe drill, which seemed to 
those looking on to be even more severe, 
if anything, than the exercises of the 
whole squad, but finally the judges were 
satisfied, and the men were marched off 
the field amid the cheers and applause 
of the spectators. 

The competitive drill between com- 
panies C and A was next ou the program. 

The work of the contesting companies 
was tbe closest for years, and it was only 
by the utmost diligeuce that the judges 
were enabled to make their decisions, 
the difference between company B aud 
company D being less than 1 per cent., 
which is decidedly even work. 

Battalion parade, Maj. Page commaud- 
iug, closed the drill. The boys weie 
lustily cheered at their fine appearance 
and excellent mamcuvres, executed with 
the utmost precision. 

One of the features of the battalion 

E arade was the presentation of au elegant 
ouquet to Maj. Page, from the members 
of the calisthenics battalion. 

Mayor Fenno awarded the prizes, say- 
ing that he was somewhat surprised to 
receive an invitation to present the 
prizes, as he did not before know that 
that was one of the privileges of the 
mayor, lie 6aid he had always been in- 
terested in the drill and the battalion, 
and that he would like to be iu it again, 
if only for one day. Such exercises, he 
said, are impressed in the breast of every 
boy. They have come down from time 
immemorial through all these centuries, 
aud today form a part of the education, 
teachiug the pupil to stand erect, to be 
alert aud to obey promptly, and in after- 
life you will always remember the batta- 
.ion aud the military drill, although you i 
may forget a portion of the book learu- 
Dg. 

lie told the boys that he had uever | 
seen a battalion which appeared so well 
as they did on Memorial day. He was 
proud of them, he said, as he was to- 
day. 

With a few felicitous remarks he then 
presented the prizes as follows:

A Trip to Lexington. 

Twenty-six members of the Newton- 
ville Womans’ Guild took a delightful 
morning drivo to the beautiful old town 
of Lexington, on Wednesday, June 7, 
making their first halt at the old Parker 
homestead, where in 1810 Theodore 
Parker was born. 

A Madame Parker, stately, handsome 
and genial in the crown of her 02 years, 
came out to greet the party, and as she 
stood in the sunshine, her white cap and 
kerchief framing her smiling face, it 
seemed 1 impossible that she had known 
so many, many winters. Waving good- 
byes the party drove on, aud lunched 
under the beautiful elms on the hill, 
where stands the old belfry, erected in 
1761. Tbe ancient bell rang out the call 
to prayer, the noon hour, and the curfew* 
rang merry wedding chimes, and tolled 
the funeral knell— rang for the spirited 
town meetiug, of which our own Ed- 
ward Everett Hale tells us iu such graph- 
ic story, and was the very bell to ring 
out the alarm ou that memorable lfith of 
A pill, 1775. 

On Lexington Common stands the elm 
plauted by Gen. Grant a century 
later, and close by it, is the site of the 
first meeting house of the town, built iu 
KW2, restored 171“* aud I7i*4, a spot iden- 
tified for 150 years with the history of 
the town. 

On this same “green” is a cannon with 
the date 1705, aud here was drawn in 
line ou that lamous day that brave band 
of minute men, uuder command of Capt. 
Parker, whose orders are thus commem- 
orated : # 

••Stand )our around, 

Don't fire unless tired upon, 

But If they mean to have war, 

Let it begin here.’’ 

In that historic picture the “Dawn of 
Liberty,” Captain Parker’s attitude, fac- 
ing the foe at the head ot the line, await- 
ing the fire of the British redcoats, under 
Major Pitcairn, is that of a hero, who 
will do or die. 

Houses rife with the spirit of that ; 
hour surrouud this village, “open.” One j 
guarded by magnificeut elms bears this 
inscription : 

“House of Marritt aud Nathan Monroe, 
built 172H, a witness of the battle.” 

The mouumeut “Sacred to Liberty 
aud the rights of Mankind” tells us that 
“the contest was loug, bloody and affect- 
ing, but victory crowned their arms, and 
that Peace, Liberty and Independence of 
the united states of America was their 
glorious reward. The remains of those 
who gave their lives that day were 
brought from the old cemetery in 1SJ5 
and placed within the enclosure. 

With levereut thought we wander later 
on among the graves iu the quaint old 
burial place. One moss grown stoue 
beais record of one born iu 1000, so loug, 
long ago. Here is the monument sacred 
to the memory of "his excellency, Wil- 
liam Eustis, born at Cambridge, 1753, 
died in Boston 1625. He was a surgeon 
in the revolution, Secretary of War of 
Uuited States, Envoy extraordinary aud 
Minister plenipotentiary at the Court of 
the Netherlands, Representative to 
National Congress and Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and 
above all aud beyond else was a noble 
gentlemau. 

After reading a number of the old in- 
scriptions, among the most grewsomo of 
which is this one : 

"The cready worms devour my skin, 

And gnaw my waring flesh. 

When God shall build my boms again, 

He’ll clothe them all afresh.” 


We visited the famous old homestead 
where Rev. John Hancock lived for fifty- 
five years, aud where Rev. Mrs. John 
reared thirteen children, and yet the 
number brought no ill luck to the 
family, for later on there were more 
than twenty ministers in the family, the 
sons following their father’s example, 
aud the daughters, not being allowed to 
speak for themselves in those days of 
firm faith iu St. Paul’s advice, married 
ineu to speak for them iu the churches. 

Ou the uigbt of April l'dtb, 1775, John 
ilaucock ami his chum, Samuel Adams, 
slepchere when roused by Paul Revere 
ou his midnight ride of warning. 

Later Rev. John Clark lived in this 
quaint house for fifty years, and under 
the magnificent Clark elm dome, with its 
grand shelter of branches of more than 
100 feet across. We rested aud admired 
the branches that swept in graceful 
curves to the ground. 

As a parting pleasure in old Lexington 
we were entertained at the residence of 
Messrs, and Misses Wellington, where 
there was so much that was rare aud 
curious, ancient and modern iu the state- 
ly mansion, and its beautiful environ- 
ments that it would take another article 
to half tell it, and where the courtesy 
was such that you felt you had oneued a 
door into the past century, ami found 
courtly mauuers and graceful speech all 
pervading, aud where ere the rush and 
confusion of this 10th century, there 
were time aud place for all that was 
sweet aud gentle and delightful. 

The homeward drive elicited much of 
old aud romantic story from our histori- 
an, Mrs. Andrew Wellington, aud our 
president, Mrs. George Hill, whose an- 
cestors were ,also among the tried and 
true, and we voted tbe day perfect, tbe 
company “more so,” and altogether a 
time to he loug remembered.

1853, the latter took the building and 
sold it to Mr. Nathaniel T. Allen, who 
bad been for six years at tbe bead of the 
model department of tlu> notable normal 
educational institution. 

The building, which has undergone 
only unimportant changes, still stands at 
the corner of Washington and Highland 
streets in West Newtou. 

When Mr. Allen purchased the build- 
ing it was opened under its present title 
of the West Newton English aud classi- 
cal school. Rev. Cyrus Peirce, a f jrmer 
principal of tbe Normal school, being as- 
sociated with Mr. Allen iu the project. 
Among its early patrons aud friends 
were Hon. Horace Minn, Rev. Samuel J. 
May (second principal of the Normal 
school) Dr. Samuel G. Howe, once super- 
intendent of the South Hostou blind 
asylum; the late Charles Sumuer. Rev. 
Theodore Parker aud Dr. Thomas Hill, 
ouce president of Harvard Uuiversitv. 

The West Newtou English aud classi- 
cal school was incorporated iu 1852, the 
incorporators being Nathaniel T. Allen, 
George E, Alien aud James T. Allen. Mr. 
George E. Allen died in 1888. Messrs. N. 
T. and J. T. Alleu are sti U at the head of 
the institution. 

Among the former aud present teach- 
ers of the school may be named many of 
a world-wide reputation. Dr. William 
A. Alcott’s book ou "The Laws of 
Health” was first delivered in tbe form 
of lectures to this school. Dr. Dio Lewis 
was connected with tbe school for eight 
years, and there taught his first class iu 
free gymnastics in Massachusetts. Mr. 
Joseph Alleu, the successful superinten- 
dent of the Westboro State Reform school 
was for mauy years an associate princi- 
pal. 

Beside these mentioned Rev. T. Pren- 
tiss Allen, the late Mrs. 8. R. Urbiuo, 
Rev. Joseph H. Alleu, late professor at 
Harvard University, aud the late William 
F. Allen, a: one time professor in Madi- 
son University.

spring of 1848, he was appointed by 
Horace Mann of the state board of 
education to the charge of the model de- 
partment of the Normal school at West 
Newton. This position he filled with 
ability for six years, aud at the close of 
that period of service, iu connection 
with Cyrus Pierce, he established the 
West Newtou Euglish aud Classical 
school. 

Mr. Alleu has been one of the most 
progressive and successful educators of 
the last half century. Oj the paternal 
side he traces his liueage to the Puritans 
of 1040, aud on the maternal side to the 
Pilgrims of Plymouth. 

He has been proiuiueut iu meral re- 
forms. He was a Garrisouiau, abolition- 
ist and advocates the principles of tem- 
perauce, woman suffrage, civil service 
and tariff reform. In 1809 he was ap- 
pointed au agent of the commissioner of 
public education and weut abroad spend- 
ing two years iu studying the school 
systems of England, Scotland, Ireland. 
France, Italy, Austria aud what is now 
included iu the Gerinau empire. The 
result of his observations of the second- 
ary schools, gymnasia, real and Volks 
Schulen of Prussia, Saxony aud Nassau, 
ate preserved iu a report published aud 
distributed by order of tbe secretary of 
tbe interior. 

James Theodoie Allen was born in 
Medfield, Aug. 29, 1831. He worked on 
the home farm uutil 1S51, graduating 
from the Bridgewater Normal school iu 
the same year. He taught iu tbe Pro- 
viucetowu common aud high schools two 
years, and graduated from tbe Reusselaer 
Polytechnic Institute iu 1855. He was 
made rector of the training school and 
professor of Euglish literature iu the in- 
stitute. 

Mr. Alleu travelled iu Europe, aud iu 
the east in 1859-00, studying in Berlin. 
He married the daughter of Dr. E. A.

GRADE CROSSINGS TAKEN UP— THE 
SEWER ORDINANCE. 

Both branchPR of the* city council were 
in session Monday evening. In the hoard 
of aldermen all weic present and Mayor 
Fenno presided. 

Mayor Fenno re appointed Charles \\ . 
Boss superintendent of streets. 

The following were appointed special 
policemen: W. E. Fuller, J. W. Gaw, 
Nathaniel Seaver, Geo. M. Redmond, 
Wade K. l>* arh >rn, W. J. Green and Wm, 
Butler. 

A message was received from the 
Common Council relating that they had 
refused to pass the civil service ordi- 
nance, and refused tho petitiou for n 
hearing for the Gamewcll Company. 

Tho board of health gave notice of a 
hearing for a sewer on Waltham street 
for the Davis school and one for the 
Tierce sohool. 

W. J. Hackett asked for license for 
pool table on Chestnut street, Ward 3 
R. G. Chidsev gave notice of intention 
to build house, 38x48, on Berkeley 
street. 

An incandescent light was asked for on 
Otis street. 

Concrete sidewalks were asked for on 
Homer street. 

Henry Green was appointed special 
policeman at the Newton Rubber Co. 

Alderman Roffe read a communication 
from Goo. W. Cobb, relating to the arrest 
of H. F. Cobb, bis son, by Officer 
Condrin, and asking that a police officer 
be stationed at the Newton Centre police 
station during the night. A communica- 
tion was also received from a large uum- 
ber of prominent citizens, stating the 
facts of the case to be that the boys were 
sitting on ouo end of tho postotlico steps, 
which are not on the sidewalk but on 
private property, wero not obstructing 
travel, but the officer ordered them to 
disperse, and as they did uot go fast 
enough to suit him, ho arrested young 
Cobb, who thought the officer had no 
right to touch him and tried to twist 
away. He was taken to tho cell but not 
locked in and the boy walked out and 
went home. On Monday the officer got 
a warraut but did not serve it till 10 p. m. 
and took the boy to the station, chargiug 
him with being a loafer aud assaulting 
an officer. The lateness of the hour 
made it difficult to secure bail aud it was 
30 o’clock before he could be bailed out. 
In court four witnesses proved there was 
no assault, but the boy was fined. It 
looked like a case of spite as if one boy 
■was guilty, all were. The boy is a quiet 
orderly boy. 

The boy’s companions also signed a 
paper statiug that young Cobb was in- 
nocent, and asking for an investigation. 

An order transferring $48.51 from the 
appropriation for buying horses for the 
fire department was transferred to that 
for incidentals. 

Theodore Nickerson asked for sewer 
on Myrtle street from Washington to 
Temple street.

SEWEIt ORDINANCE. 

Alderman Botbfeld reported the draft 
of the sewer ordinance with a minority 
report signed by Councilman Geo. M. 
"Weed, who thought the present ordi- 
nance could not be improved upon, and 
that abuttors ought to be taxed 75 per 
cent. 

Alderman Botbfeld presented an order 
repealing all orders aud ordinances relat- 
ing to assessments for sewerage pur- 
poses, according to authority granted by 
the late legislature. 

Alderrasn RifTe asked why repeal 
them, when the present assessment was 
satisfactory, and ho voted no, but the 
order was passed. 

Alderman Botbfeld then moved that 
the ordinance reported from the com- 
mittee be passed to be enrolled, with an 
amendment, that 50 per cent of the cost, 
instead of 00, be paid by the city and 50 
by the abuttors. The cost of the sewers 
being fixed at $2.08 1 2 cents a foot, that 
the assessment be fixed at 15 cents per 
front foot, aud 5 1-2 mills per square foot 
of area to a depth of 180 feet. 

Alderman Rifle said be had serious 
-objections against this order, as it 
shifted the burden from where it be- 
longed to parties who got the benefit, to 
those who got no benefit aud would get 
none for twenty years. He trusted it 
would not be passed, but the amend- 
ment passsed 0 to 1. 

The ordinance was then passed to be 
enrolled by the same vote, Alderman 
lioife only voting no. 

GRADE CROSSINGS AT I.A8l\ 
Alderman Botbfeld presented au order 
that the Mayor and two aldermen be a 
committee to confer with the officers of 
the Boston A Albany iu regard to the 
removal of grade crossings. Passed. 

Mayor Fenno appointed Aldermen 
Botbfeld and Rotfe as members of the 
committee. 

SEWER HEARINGS. 

At the heariug on sewer ou Russell 
court, asked for by C. 6. Keeue, Mr. 
Henry Ross obj>cLed ou the ground that 
it was unnecessary as far as hi* property 
was concerned, and he did uot think it 
would be tor the benefit of the city or of 
the property owueis: if he did, lie should 
favor it.

FIRE ALARM BOXES. 


THE GAME WELL COMPANY MAKE OUT A 
STRONG CASE. 

The hearing granted to the Gamewell 
Company by the board of aldermen at- 
tracted a large crowd, Monday evening, 
Mr. S. L. Powers appeared as counsel for 
the Gamewell company and Mr. J. R. 
Smith for the Municipal company. In 
addition the Municipal company had au 
assortment of instruments and experts to 
play with them and give technical infor- 
mation, which is always of little import- 
ance before non-professionals. 

The hearing was opened by S. L. 
Powers, who said he appeared as counsel 
for the company, and more especially as 
a citizen of Newtou, who was interested 
in haviug the interests of the city pro- 
tected. The matter was not an import- 
ant one as far as dollars and cents Vere 
concerned, but it involved the proper 
protection of the city against fire. New- 
ton has always had an excellent fire de- 
partment and the best appliances aud 
boxes for its fire alarm system. As a 
result of this we have very low insurance 
rates here, because the insurance com- 
panies have confidence iu our system. 
It was installed in 1873, by the Gamewell 
Co., and all additions had beeu made by 
that company, and the system bad al- 
ways given satisfaction aud had been en- 
dorsed by the citizens and by those iu 
charge of the fire department. It was 
very important for the protection of life 
and property to have the fire alarm 
system the best that could be had. He 
had never heard of any complaiut of the 
workings of the system, since it was in- 
stalled, aud the system had been now in 
successful operation for a third of a 
century. It had its apparatus iu nearly 
every city iu this state, and iu every 
state iu the Union, and ia all it had some 

000 plants iu operation. It was the old- 
est aud the largest company in the busi- 
ness, and its plants were in all the large 
cities, and it held the field as the best 
system that has had a practical trial. 
There was no need of going out of the 
city to flud evidence, as any of the 
officials of the fire department could be 
questioned. When everything was so 
satisfactory, consider as business men 
the result of puttiug in another box, 
with a different device, which the com- 
pany claim is so diflereut from the 
Gamewell as uot to be au infringement 
of their patients, and is there uot likely 
to be more or less interference? Take a 
watch and get part of the works in 
Waltham aud part iu Waterbury, and 
would you expect to put them together 
aud have the watch keep good time. 
This Municipal company was only organ- 
ized a year ago last December, and has 
been doing business only about a year. 
Its officers claim there would be no diffi- 
culty iu attaching it to the Gamewell 

1 system, but it would take time aud ex- 
periments to prove this, and experiments 
might be costly. The members of the 

j city council are here not to try experi- 
ments, but to protect the system already 
in operation. There ure four circuits iu 
Newton, aud au average of 25 boxes ou a 
circuit. Now put a box of u different 
make on one of these circuits aud it 
takes a great deal of confidence to ex- 
pect that aud all the others to work. 
Would it uot be a rather dangerous ex- 
periment, if the boxes proved not to 
work iu some important lire when not 
ouly property but human lives were at 
stake. There is no need of going to out- 
side experts, as we have one at the head 
of the lire department, who has the 
reputati m of being one of the most com- 
petent men iu the *>tate. When 1 was in 
tho city couucil some years ago, I served 
on the lire committee, and when any new 
apparatus was wanted we went to the 
head of the department aud cot advice 
aud followed it, aud we made no mis- 
takes. 

There is in Boston the New Euglaud 
lusutauce Exchange, which has charge 
j of insurance matters, aud three mem- 
bers live in Newtou, Messrs. Deaiboru, 
] Turner aud Emerson. One of them says 
that ou principle the exchange is opposed 
to any mixing up of fire alarm systems, 
they never advocate auy special kiud of 


box, but they can any of them bo con- 
sulted by you. 

Mr. Powers read a letter from Captain 
Wm. Brophy, for ten years suporinten- 
; dent of the Worcester fire alarm tele- 
graph, who has been elected as their 
expert by insurance companies, n man 
whose honesty has never been questioned 
by any one. The letter was dated June 1(1, 
and In it ('apt. Brophy said that lie did 
not advocate any system, but a reliable 
system was cheap at any price, aud a 
poor one was dear if it cost nothing, and 
to purchase the latter was a crime 
against the public nnd the insurance 
companies. It was criminal to inject 
cheap and unreliable stuff into a good 
system, and even if good, it was hazard- 
ous and should not bo done. Any system 
may work perfectly ns a whole, but even 
two good systems may work poorly to- 
; getlier. Besides 

THE RE9PON9tBtTY WAS DIVIDED 
I aud neither company could be held re- 
sponsible for any failure, ns each com- 
pany would place the blntne upon tko 
other, as had been demonstrated again 
and again. 

Mr. Powers said this statement was 
from an honest and capable man, and 
showed that even two good sf. stems 
could not be united without the risk of 
impairing both. In case of loss you 
can’t plneo the responsibility on either, 
and you have no bond to protect you 
from such loss. You have uow a system 
that works well, nud even assuming that 
the Municipal box is the best iti the 
world, so far as it is better It is liable 
not to work on another system. In 1880 
this was tried in Q liucy, tho city govern- 
ment hoard of cheaper boxes and put 
some in: then came a fire, tho box- was 
pulled aud refused to work, there was 
no alarm, and the rosult was a gieat loss. 

The Standard, the loading insurance 
paper in Bostou, the official organ of the 
insurance companies, said in a recent 
issue that the Exchange should insist 
that no system should be mixed up witlr 
auother. 

It has beeu said that it was not 
courtesy to a committee, not to endorse 
its action. Iu the last legislature at least 
half the committee reports were uot 
endorsed. Iu this caso lie could not sav 
what the vote was but he did not think 
it was unanimous, but if the report was 
uot adopted it would be because the 
committee had uot seeu all the argu- 
ments. 

The Gamewell company is an old 
established concern, it employs 140 men, 
and expends $100,000 in wages every 
year, most of which is speut right here 
in Newtou, although it is collected all 
over the Uuited States. The com- 
pany has had opportunities to go else- 
where, at much advantage to themselves 
but they preferred to stay in Newtou. 
It has a pride iu its apparatus, and a 
pride in the city, and it has a right to 
expect fair and just treatment from the 
city government. It does uot sell goods 
at an exorbitant profit, as will be seen by 
the fact that although it is the largest 
concern of the kind iu the couutry, with 
a capital of $750,000, its largest dividend 
has been only 4 per cent. There is no 
large profit in boxes at the list price of 
$125 each, and when a company comes in 
aud claims that a better box can be made 
at $75, this is not honest competition. 

Tbe meu iu the Municipal company are 
not engaged in honest or legitimate 
competition, as is shown by the court 
records, which you can take and read. 
It was au organized conspiracy with a 
view to selling out to the Gamewell Co. 
Take the words of the men themselves 
in court. There is something in busi- 
ness beyond mere moneymaking. Don’t 
drive away a good concern that has 
treated you well, which has always 
proved reliable, aud don’t desert a relia- 
ble concern iu order to help a smaller 
one that was started for tho purpose of 
injuring the old company. 

If it is a question of dollars aud cents 
to you, ratbei than have their system 
impaired, the Gamewell company will 
give you two boxes, and you will get tho 
same number of boxes for the same 
money. The Municipal company want 
to get you to use their boxes merely to 
have au argument to use iu other places. 
The compauy has only been making 
boxes about a year, aud there has been 
no time to test them thoroughly. Don’t 
Lake the testimony of the paid experts 
of any compauy, aud believe it without 
investigatlo i. 

MR. A. R. MITCHELL 
said that Mr, Powers had covered the 
ground pretty well. lie had a good deal 
of property about Newton and lie should 
feel less safe if there were two fire 
alarm systems mixed up, and he should 
not sleep as well. He hoped the matter 
would be fully considered before action 
was taken. 

Mr. Smith asked how he would feel if 
shown that there would be au iucrease 
of security. 

Mr. Mitchell: I do not see how that 
couid be done without experience. As 
long as the system used here gives per 
feet satisfaction aud no money would be 
saved. I think it would be very indis- 
creet to make a change. One is an old 
aud tried manufacturing company, aud 
the other is a new concern. 

Mr, Smith: Are you a stockholder? 

Mr. Mitchell; I am not. 

Mr. Thomas B. Fitz said he was es- 
peciilly interested iu the remarks of Mr. 
Powers, who it seemed to him spoke as 
a citizen. Here is a system used here 
for 20 years, which has worked well and 
satisfactorily aud in which we all have 
confidence. The Chief of the fire de- 
partment, a man of long experience and 
au authority iu such matters, favors the 
continuance of the present system. We, 
on the other hand, are ignorant of the 
matter, have had no training, aud any of 
us can ouly give miuutes where he gives 
hours to the study of it. Uis opinion is 
1 entitled to the confidence of tbe citizens 
aud to put iu a new kiud of box would 
be against the advice of the one man in 
the city entitled to have au intelligent 
opinion. The old system has been tried 
1 by years of use, and that is a better eu- 
j dorsemout than the testimony of auy ex- 
pert interested iu auother system. 

The committee has a grave respousi- 
Dili ty iu the matter aud they should use 
the greatest caution. It is good policy 
to let well enough alone, w hen the safety 
of our homes is considered. 

MU. SMITH 

counsel for the municipal ompauy, said 
as a oitizeu lie was a small holder of real 
estate aud he would be tbe lust one to 
advocate auythiug that be thought would 
be a disadvantage. Bu’. lie would try to 
show that the iuuuicipa) was a better 
box aud the change would add to the 
safety of the city. Tho boxes in use 
were some of them tho first made by the 
Gamewell company. The Municipal 
comp my was not organized to sell out, 

I but to do husiuess the best they could. 
Their phut was worth $18,000, their 
stock as much more, aud they had 
bought patents to an equal amount. 
Thu Gamewell had a monopoly, he ad- 
mitted, but iu 15 mouths they had placed 
boxes in 50 places iu counectiou with the 
Game well company’s system. Does this 
imply a lack of morit? We will show

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FIRE ALARM BOXES. 

Continued from rocontl psgp.] 

yon thnt our boxes ran’t conflict. There 
aro four dilTerent. kind of boxes now in 
uso in Newton, of which only tho latest 
pattern is a non interference box. — 

Mr. Power interrupted by saying that 
there was a greater difference between the 
Municipal and ttie Gardner box than be- 
tween any of the foui now in use. 

Mr. Smith said tho Municipal was a 
hotter box and was sold for $75, whilo 
the Gardner box was sold for $125. Thoy 
lmd boxes in thirteen cities in this state, 
in between fifty and sixty cities in the 
country. 

He rend a letter from A. J. Coffee of 
Portland, Orlgon, in which ho said tho 
Municipal box had given perfect satis- 
faction, and seventeen boxes bad been 
ordered, and that the boxes were more 
reliable than any they had tried. 

Ho also road a letter from ,1. F. Gross- 
bar, chief fire department in Portland, 
one from Astorin, and others from Fitch- 
burg and other places, all speaking high- 
ly of tho boxos. 

Mr. Smith clnimed that this was valu- 
able experience. 

Mr. Powers asked when tho boxes 
wore put in to Portland, of which Mr. 
Coffee spoko so highly in February. 

Mr. Smith had to refer to one of tho 
Municipal men, who said they were put 
iu last December. 

Mr. Smith said that if two ot tho 
Municipal boxes wore pulled together, 
one would not ring aud tho other would 
sound all right. 

Mayor Fentio asked when the other 
box would sound. 

Mr. Smith— Not till it was rung again. 

Mayor Fenno— Then tho department 
would not know* there were two fires. 

Mr. Smith— They would get one all 
right, and that would bo better than 
with tho Gamewell boxos when tho two 
alarms would be jumbled together. 

Mayor Fenno— Hut the Gamewell boxes 
would show’ two fires and yours only 
one. 

Mr. Smith said there had becu a con- 
stant struggle to get a perfect non-inter- 
fering box, and the testimony of the 
chiefs who had used the boxes for a year 
were worth something. 

Mr. Smith gavo at some length tech- 
nical point about short circuits and other 
matters which was interesting to experts. 

Mr. Cole of the Municipal company 
had some boxes, two of the Municipal iii 
covered boxes, one Gamewell covered 
and one with only tho machinery, aud 
made many experiments and testified at 
some length, as to the merits of the 
Municipal box. 

Mr. Powers asked if the Municipal 
compauy were not making a higher 
priced box. 

Mr. Smith — No, this is our best box. 

Mr. Powers— I have seen somewhere 
an advertisement of a “Successive box” 
made by your compauy, priced $100. 

Mr. Smith— It is not ono of our regular 
boxos. 

Mr. G. Ulmer was called on and said 
there would be uo danger of putting a 
box on another system. 

Mr. Powers asked him what company 
employed him. 

Mr. Ulmer — Neither. 

Mr. Powers— You used to be in the 
city fire department. 

Mr. Ulmer— Yes, Laughter in which 
Mr. Ulmer joined. 

Mr. J. W. Stover said that if I should 
attempt to reply to all that had neon said 
you would be worse confused than you 
are now. The counsel for the other side 
calls the Gamewell a hugo monopoly and 
the Municipal a weak compauy. There 
is nothing in that to call out your sym- 
pathy. If tho Municipal rvere organized 
by honest men it would be one thiug, 
but the man who organized it wan paid 
$47,000 by the Gamewell compauy ou his 
agreement uot to engage iu business for 
ten yeaiB, ani in less than ouo year 
he was making preparations, aud got 
men to join him from our company who 
drow their pay for working with us and 
spent their nights iu conspiriug against 
usj and finally went out taking our plaus 
and models, and went out at ten 
days notice lie did not believe the 
citizens would endorse such proceed- 
ings or think that a company so organ- 
ized was engaged in healthy competi- 
tion. The counsel for the other side 
deserved great credit for the vast amount 
of knowledge he had got together iu a 
limited time, but he thought he had uo 
intention to say anything misleading. 
His claim to have a perfect non-interfer- 
ing box was nonsense as there was no 
such thiug. The Gardner box is the 
best of tho kind that has yet been pro- 
duced. They have put their so-called 
successive box on tho murket and are 
offering it today at a higher price, so that 
they are not giving you their best box. 
They come here with a lot of apparatus 
and manipulate it as they please, and 
prove all sorts of things, aud I can take 
the same apparatus and manipulate it 
to prove the exact opposite. 

Iu our history w’e have seen 15 or 20 
competing companies making rival 
boxes, and they all have claimed to 
have a better * box than the Game- 
well. The Municipal compauy has 
not tho plant to produce the best work. 
This exhibition has been tho veriest 
thimbluriggery 1 ever saw. lie has 
what he claims is the machinery of a 
Gamewell box, all open so that he cau do 
anythiug he likes with it, aud so he cau, 
bur it is uo honest test. We gavo a test 
with closed boxes, just ns they are put 
up on the streets. They talk about con 
fusion of alarms, but how mauy have we 
had in Newton in twenty years? Only 
two, so that is not au important poiut. 

If you introduce other boxes you lose 
all responsibility as neither company can 
be held responsible. The counsel says 
his box steps out of tho way, when a 
Gamewell box is pulled at the same 
time, aud there he confesses the whole 
ense, the alarm is lost. Worcester had 
the Gamewell system, and two years ago 
put iu some of the Stevens boxes, which 
were sold for $50. They had a fire iu the 
asylum, and a Stevens box and a Game- 
well box were pulled, and the system 
was all confused, aud 30 minutes of time 
was lost before the firemen found whore 
tho fire was, the result being that eleven 
people were killed aud muoh property 
destroyed. Since thou the Stevens 
boxes were thrown out. There will bo 
the same experience with the Municipal 
boxes. 

As for their testimonials most of them 
are far enough off to be safe. Mr. 
Coffee of Portland wrote this letter iu 
1880, speaking even more highly of the 
Gamewell than ho does now of the 
Municipal, but the counsel omitted to 
tell you that Mr. Coffee is uow agent of 
this company, aud the boxes were put up 
iu Fast Portland. It is very easy to get 
testimonials, and we could get bushels 
of them. It is au even chance that these 
new boxes so highly endorsed huve not 
been pulled since they were put iu. Nouo 
of them huve been in over a year. 

At the Columbian Exposition, the 
managers realizing the immense cost of 
the exhibits, looked round for the best 
fire alarm system they could Hud, aud 
although other companies offered to put 
them iu for nothing, for the sake of the 
advertist incut, they chose the Gamewell 


ns tho only ono endorsed by experience, 
and paid us $10,000 to put in tho system, 
and wo have tho plant, when tho fair in 
over. 

In reply to Mr. Smith, Mr. Stover said 
tho Municipal boxes had one vital defect, 
any interruption knocks them out ami 
no alarm is given. 

Mr. Smith said reference had been 
made to the court decisions, but they 
had been appealed nnd tho party had 
now no interest in the company. 

Mr. Powers. Ho simply transferred 
his stock to his wife, did he not? 

Mr. Smith: I b* Move so. 

Mr. Moses G. Crane said he did have 
something to do with forming t lie com- 
pany, but he acted under the advice of 
ins lawyer. ex-Governor Brackett, anil 
since tlie injunction, by his advice ho 
had transferred his stock aud had 
nothing to do with tho company. The 
Judge in the enso reforred to would 
not let him reply to questions. But ho 
had appealed the case and it was now 
pending in tho Supremo court, and ho 
expected a decision in his favor. 

Mr. Powers said it was only proper 
that tho board take tho views of the 
Chief of tho fire department before any 
decision was reaches. 

Mr. A.D. Wheeler for tho Gamewell 
company, showed how tho alarm from 
the municipal box was lost when another 
box was pulled, and ajso that the Game- 
well boxes would sound the shorter 
alarm, when two were pulled together. 

This closed the hearing.

THE ALLEN SCHOOL REUNION. 

M Alt Y FORM ER PUPILS A AS KM BLR TO 
HONOR THE SCHOOL. 

The first reunion of tho West Newton 
English and Classical school was held at 
tho Woodland Park Hotel, Wednesday 
nftertioon and evening. Nearly a thous- 
and former pupils assembled, represent- 
ing many states and territories, and tho 
reunion was a great success, and all 
present hoped only tho first of many to 
; be held in the future. 

It was held on tho spacious grounds of 
the Woodland Park Hotel. From 2 
o’clock in tho afternoon until midnight 
there was a succession of interesting 
ovents, first n recepetion given by tho 
tenchcrs to tho alumni in a great tent 
erected on tho lawn, and next a renowal 
of acquaintanceship, many coming to- 
gether for tho first time since tho close 
of their school life, after a long vista of 
years. Speech-making nnd literary cere- 
monies followed. Seats were arrauged 
iu the large tent, where the reception 
was held earlier, and from n raised plat- 
form, the stories of school life wore de- 
tailed to the interested .auditors, tho’ ora- 
tion was delivered and the valedictory 
pronounced. 

The exercises opened with prayer by 
Rev. Francis Tiffany of Cambridge, after 
which the chairman of the executive 
committee, Mr. Eugene Fay of Rrook- 
line, introduced the president of the day, 
Mr. John H. Ricketsou of Pittsburg, Pa., 
who gave mauy interesting reminiscences 
of the days in ’54 aud ’55 and paid a high 
tribute to Profs. George and Wm. F. 
Allen, and Rev. Cyrus Pierce, all former 
teachers, who have passed away. 

Lieut. Gov. Wolcott brought the greet- 
ing of the commonwealth. He said that 
it gave him great pleasure to be present, 
and to bring the greetings and congratu- 
lations of the commonwealth to the 
alumni and faculty of the West Newton 
English and Classical school. 

The day will never dawn, continued the 
speaker, when the state will cease to do 
honor to tho educational institutions 
within its limits. 

It is because this school has produced 
typos of high character and citizenship 
that you meet hero today to do honor to 
it and its teachers. Men and women 
come back here to the scenes of tbo alma 
mater with honors won, with characters 
formed, and gladly pay tribute to the 
school and its influences. 

To the youuger alumni one great value 
of this occasion will be iu hope and en- 
couragement for the future. Tbo success 
attained by older pupils will be a lesson 
which will furnish an impetus for high 
emulation. 

In closing, let me express the hope 
that 50,100 years from now this honored 
school will bo as vigorous as uow, that it 
may be always presided over by aa Allen, 
and continue to give us good types of 
citizenship, both men and women. 

AYvyor Fentio made some interesting 
remarks, welcoming the guests to the 
city, and speaking of the great pride New- 
ton took iu the school. 

Mr. E. B. Haskell made a short aud 
poiuted address, giving what he had 
learned of the excellence of the school 
from pupils in his own family, and liis 
acquaintance with the Messrs. Allen, and 
the way they had won t ieir<great success 
as teachers by stimulating the desire to 
know and developing the regulating the 
power to think. 

Miss Esther B. Tiffany read a short 
poem, written for the occasion. 

Mr. Nathaniel T. Allen gave a warm 
welcome to bis former pupils, and was 
given a most enthusiastic meeting 

Miss Mary A. Green, L. L. B., followed 
Principal Allen, with many amusing re- 
miniscences nnd comments on the old 
school days and closed by saying: My 
experience at the Alien school had taught 
me that there was nothing unnatural iu 
a woman doing the work she w is best 
fitted for. 

Aud this is the lesson I learned in the 
Allen school: That character is t lie chief 
thiug; that all instruction and discipline 
are but a means to the advancement of 
character. 

Mr. James T. Allen, the associate 
principal, closed the regular speech mak- 
ing, nnd iu his happy address he said: 

On this happy occasion, with our sun 
at noonday, or past the meridiau, how 
grateful the privileges of reverting to the 
morning of our existence, aud of renew- 
ing tho blessed memories of our youth! 
The silver locks, the spectacled noses, 
the bald heads by which I am surrounded, 
suggest indeed a dream, and I rub my 
eyes, adjust my spectacles and scratch 
my head to test the reality aud prove 
myself truly awake. 

He referred to the old school building, 
as tho place where sat the first graduates 
of the first Normal school iu tho world. 
This was the first kindergarten, and lie 
also spoke of the great reformats who 
had given instruction there. “Conserva- 
tive of what is good, receptive of all re- 
forms, this I think has beeu the charac- 
ter of your alma mater.” 

The report of the committee on the 
alumni organization was presented by 
Hon. Joseph E. Fisko of Wellesley Hills, 
By-laws were adopted and these officers 
electee: President, John II. Ricketsou 
of Pittsburg, Pa.; secretary, Miss Flor 
ouco 11. King of West Newton ; treasurer, 
Mr. Edward Burrage of West Nowtou. 
Vice-presidents were chosen, represent- 
ing tue classes from 1854 to 18112. Mr. 
Eugene F. Fay anil Miss Ellon K. Pratt 
were selected from the class of ’54.

years of age and upward, residing therein on the 
first day of May in the enrrent year who shall, ij» 
a WBiTixo signed bv hek, request that her 
name be transmitted to the registrars for the 
purpose of registration: and shall make diligent 
inquiries concerning all matters required of them 
in this section. 

All women desiring to be registered should 
have their written request for registration ready 
for delirery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. 

Each request should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by tbe applicant with her name in full 
giving street and number. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have Teen 
divided during the past year, or have change! 
hands from otter causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will be 
held to pay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over.

Owners 
and agents of ships uni vessels ei gmred in the 
foreign curry i g fade, arc referred to Sections 8 
aud *.) of Chapter 1 1 of the Public Statutes, for 
tbe form ot letuin required toobtaiu exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty.

Any person bringing in a list of all bis taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, audanypirson neglecting to 
furnish the Assessors with such list within the 
time above specified, w ill be doomed at a legal 
meeting of the Hoard of Assessors agreeably to 
the laws of this Commonwealth.

FIRE APPARATUS HEARING. 


The hearing before the Boaid of Aider- 
men ou Monday evening demonstrated 
very conclusively that the position we 
took in our last issue was a correct one. 
In fact, the argument as well as the evi- 
dence was conclusive against the policy 
of incorporating signal boxes of differeut 
make and pattern in connection with our 
tire alarm system. The following pro- 
positions were substantiated: 

1 st. That the Gamewell system has 
Been in use in Newton for twenty years 
and has worked with perfect salisfa 
lion. 

2nd. That the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment is opposed to the chauge 
recommended by the Committee. 

,3rd. That the insurance companies 
are opposed to the principle of placing 
signal boxes of different makes and de- 
vices on the same circuit. 

4th. That the boxes offered by the 
competing company have not been in 
use a sufficient length of time to warrant 
their use iu our system. 

5th. That the price charged by the 
two companies is exactly the same and 
the city will gain nothing in dollars and 
cents by making the change. 

All of these propositions were practi- 
cally conceded by the representatives of 
the Municipal company. They claim, 
however, that their boxes should be used 
in conuection with those of the Game- 
well company, although admittiug that 
they were made under patents which 
they claim were entirely different from 
those under which the Gamewell boxes 
are made, and were of entirely different 
-device. Even if we are to assume that 
the boxes of the Municipal company are 
as good as those of the Gamewell, the 
very fact that they admit that they are 
made under different patents and of a 
differeut device is argument enough that 
they ought not to be placed upon the 
same circuit with the boxes now used by 
the city. 

The exhibitions given by the represen- 
tatives of the two companies were very 
confl icting, but they clearly demonstrat- 
ed that these iival boxes do not work iu 
iarmony with each other, and for that rea- 
son ought not to be incorporated iu the 
same system. It is no argument against 
the box of the Municipal company that 
it will not work in harmony witu that of 
the Gamewell, nor is it an argument 
against the Gamewell box that it will not 
wurTt in harmony with that of the Mu- 
nicipal. Auy system of automatic fire 
alarm in order to work correctly aud 
liarmoniously should be made by one 
company having iu view the construc- 
tion of an entire, perfect working system. 

It is not reasonable to suppose that 
different companies can manufacture the 
different pieces which go to make up an 
entire system, neither one having a right 
to use the patents or the machinery of 
the other, and that these different parts 
will fit in so as to make a system as per- 
fect aud harmonious as though they were 
made by one compauy having in view the 
purpose for which it is intended. 

There were a large number of citi zen 
present and the concensus of opiuiou up. 
peared to be that there was but oue 
course opeu to the Board of Aldermeu, 
and that was to protect its present lire 
alarm system by purchasing additional 
apparatus of the same kind as is now iu 
use. 

80 far as we can learu this is the senti- 
ment throughout the city aud the alder- 
men w ill undoubtedly not ouly be con- 
trolled by the argument which has been 
made in favor of this course of action, 
but will also be influenced by public 
opinion of citizens whom they represent* 
M e do not waut auy hazardous expeii- 
. uie in out fire < i « - 1 < ; « 1 tmeot. We 
cannot afford to have our property de- 
stroyed for the sake of booming the 
goods of any corporation. The interest 
3 »nd welfare of the city is of more itn- 
jportauco than that of auy private cor- 
poration. We have no desire to favor or 
promote the interests of the Gamewell 
company as against that of auy other, but 
nve do believe that the city government 
sshould take a course of action that is 
conservative und safe, siuce they are to 
be held responsible for the results that j 
zire to follow. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The City Council lias at last got to the 
matter of grade crossings, though it is | 
so wear the summer vacatiou that proba- 
bly httle will be done before fall ou this j 
very impoitaut matter.

I preprinted by the state lias been ex- 
hausted, so that there is none of that 
money available, which would have n 
very important bearing on the case, and 
the first duty of the committee will be to 
discover the truth of this. There has al- 
ways been this danger, ns the Graphic 
has many times pointed out to the City 
Council, and delays are always danger- 
ous. The Legislature may appropriate 
more money, and it may not, but if the 
appropriation is exhausted, there will be 
nothing to do but to wait and see. 

There seems but little hope that the 
tracks will be moved as proposed by the 
Langford plau, but the next best thing 
will be to have the grade crossings 
abolished in the present location, and 
there seems to be a certainty that the 
raising of the tracks is the only plau on 
which the city and the railroad can 
agree. There has beeu a good deal of 
preliminary talk, aud the question has 
been discussed all that would seem to be 
necessary, so that the committee ought 
to be able to do something without much 
delay, or at least find out what can be 
done. 

Connected with the grade crossing 
problem is the wideniug of Washington 
street, which is a matter of great im- 
portance to the city and au improvement 
that ought to come iu the uear future. 
The City Council has an excellent chance 
now to get down to business, and to 
push things a little before the summer 
vacation. 

The promptness of the jury in the 
Borden case iu returning a verdict of not 
guilty showed how weak was the evi- 
dence against Miss Lizzie Borden, and 
the public seutiment has all aloug ac- 
quitted the prisoner. The prosecution 
evidently went ou the theory that is ex- 
pressed by the question “if she did uot 
do it, who did,” hut the defence did not 
attempt to auswer any conundrums, aud 
contented itself with proviug that Miss 
BordeD did not do it, and they succeed- 
ed beyond any reasonable doubt. As 
GDvernor Robinsou said, to charge that 
the prisoner committed such a horrible 
crime was to charge that she is either a 
maniac or a fiend, instead of being a re- 
spectable, church-going, Christian wo- 
man, whose whole life has had nothing 
in common with crime. The Fall River 
police should evidently give up reading 
seusational 'detective stories and try to 
develop some common sense. Iu one 
way the trial has been of beuelit to Miss 
Borden, as now malicious tongues will 
be silenced, aud no oue can justly enter- 
tain any suspicion of guilt, which is all 
she gains by these long months of bitter 
trouble and anxiety. 

The sewer ordinance was passed to he 
enrolled, Monday night, with the amend- 
ment that 50 per cent, of the cost should be 
placed on the city, which seems a fair 
enough arrangement. The assessment will 
be 15 cents a front foot, with 5 1-2 mills 
per square foot of area, back to 180 feet.

There will be no exemption for corner lots, 
ami the front foot charge Is so small that it 
will not more than counterbalance the 
extra value of such lots. This will save 
any amount of trouble which experience 
proved would arise from the old ordinance. 
The new ordinance has also been carefully 
worked out in all details, so that there will 
he no trouble In enforcing It, wherein It is 
much superior to the old ordinance, which 
was roughly drawn, and would have proved 
very unsatisfactory In Us workings. The 
new ordinance had six votes In its favor in 
the aldermen, and twelve In the common 
council, and seems to be ns just and equit- 
able ns could have been constructed. 

The exhibition of signal boxes made by 
representatives of the Municipal Company 
Monday evening before the board of alder- 
men, was not managed in a way calculated 
to secure the confidence of the audience. 
The apparatus was laid flat upon 
table Hinl n skeleton movement, that Is, 
nothing but the clock-works of a signal 
box, fastened to a board, without A ny case 
whatever, was med in nearly nil the Ulus, 
trations given of the workings of the signal 
boxes. No one in the audience could see 
the workings of the apparatus or just how 
they were manipulated. It is certain that 
nothing like the conditions which control 
the workings of an established system of 
Fire Alarm Telegraph were illustrated in 
the exhibition of the Municipal Compauy, 
and if to illustiate an accidental condition, 
possible in the regular working system, it 
was essential to use n skeleton movement 
which could be manipulated nt will to ac- 
complish almost any result, then that ac- 
cidental condition must be very remote in- 
deed. 

We believe that Mr. Stover of the Game- 
well Company was entirely justified In 
claiming that most anything could be done 
with apparatus so arranged, and so easily 
juggled with. 

The exhibition made by the Gamewell 
Company before the committee two or 
three weeks ago was ivery differently man- 
aged, 'the boxes were in precisely the con- 
dition iu which they would be placed on 
the streets lu actual use, ami the exhibitor 
had no better chance for operating them 
than lie would have found in operating any 
signal box In our system now iu use. It is 
difficult to see how any one could get a fair 
or reasonable, clear idea of what might or 
might not be done with signal boxes in 
actual.use, by such au exhibition as was 
given by the Municipal Company on Mon- 
day evening, but we do think that some of 
the questions of the aldermen, and particu- 
larly His Honor the Mayor fully demon- 
strated the superiority of the Gamewell 
boxes, and the danger of putting other 
apparatus in the same circuits with them. 

The Newton Boulevard question did 
uot come up last Monday in the City 
Council, as expected, the details not 
having beeu completed. It is said that 
the syndicate asked for this delay, aud 
it is expected to come up at the next 
meeting. The highway committee are 
said to be campiug out ou the proposed 
site, but at any rate they have had to 
spend most of their spare time there. 

The ordinance committee are now at 
work upon a building ordinance, which 
has been completed aud is being sub- 
mitted to practical builders, to get their 
opinion. The building ordinances of 
other cities have been examined and the 
best points of each taken, so that it is 
likely to be a model ordinance.

Cornstarch For Chilblains. 

The unusual cold weather of the win- 
ter has made chilblains quite a common 
complaint. A woman who has suffered 
from the most annoying torture which 
this particular infliction entails reports 
to have found relief from a new remedy, 
or at least from something which is not 
one of the usual remedies. 

“After trying hot salt nnd water, witch 
hazel, cold cream and the ri«?t of the 
list,” says this woman, “ the idea came 
to me that to bury my feet iu the creamy 
coolness of cornstarch might assuage the 
intolerable burning. I tried it, with in- 
stant success. Don’t use a little from a 
powder puff. Take a bowl or dish aud 
plunge the foot in quite to the instep 
aud keep it thus buried for some min- 
uies. Thou dust off most of the corn- 
starch, nnd the stocking and shoe can be 
resumed with comfort.” • 

This simple, inexpensive suggestion 
ought to be circulated. Car drivers and 
others whose occupation forces them to 
stand almost continuously are likely to 
t*« the greatest sufferers in cold weather 
fi om frost bitten feei and following chil- 
binins.

A Quaint Wedding Gift. 

A watch which the kaiser gave as a 
wedding present to his sister, Princess 
Margaret of Prussia, on her marriage 
with Prince Frederick Charles of Hesse 
has a curious history. It originally be- 
longed to Queen Louise of Prussia, the 
mother of Kaiser William I. The watch 
was looted by French soldiers after one 
of tlie victories which practically placed 
Berlin as a conquered city in the hands 
of Napoleon’s troops. Being taken to 
Strasburg, it was a year or two later 
won as a prize in a barracks lottery by 
the cook cf the officers’ mess. 

This man gave the watch to his sister, 
who subsequently obtained a domestic 
position in the palace of Potsdam, where 
Queen Louise, noticing the watch iu the 
woman’s possession, recognized it as her 
own and obtained repossession of it in 
exchange f< ir a generous sum of money. 
The late Empress Augusta intrusted the 
watch to tlie present emperor, with an 
expression of her wish that it might al- 
ways remain tho property of a Prussian 
princess.— Manchester Times.

A Newton Artist. 

Newton’s talented youug artist, Emery 
L. Williams, for the past two months 
has been iu Malden engaged iu painting 
the friezes of a house picturesquely situ- 
ated ou the outskirts of the Fells. Mr. 
Williams made his desigus with one ex- 
ception from subjects iu the neighboring 
Fells. The parlor of the house is orna- 
mented with a frieze of oak boughs 
beautifully aud uuiquely arranged, the 
leaves painted iu harmonious autumn 
shades varyiug from mahogany reds to 
pale yellows toned with browns, acorns 
aud airy oak-galls are mingled with the 
leaves, the whole making on exquisite 
decoratiou. 

Iu the hall is a very Japauesey ar- 
rangement of pitch piue boughs with 
coues and needles. Tho music room be- 
ing small the artist was able to carry out 
most successfully his original ideas in a 
landscape frieze, the four sides of the 
room having eaok a picture representing 
one of the seasons. Spring is treated 
with hilly fields clothed iu teuder greens 
mingled with the yellows of the old 
falleu oak leaves, sloping off towards the 
distant sky. A grassy road winds from 
tho foreground ou the right off out of 
sight over tho hills to the left, the trunks 
of a few bare white birches aud some 
sapling maples in red bloom with three 
dark pines suggested against the fat 
away sky, make up the salient features 
of a very pretty picture. 

Summer is represented by a daisy (laid 
stretching off towards a warm, hazy sky. 
A road bordered by a few apple trees aud 
u picturesque fouco leads to a farm bouse 
showing over the bill iu the background. 
A Held of purple asters, or frost (lowers, 
is the chief subject of tho autumu frieze, 
but oue's attention is attracted to the 
delicate sky beyond aud gleamiug 
through beautiful groups of rocks aud 
trees, the colors of the foliage first sug- 
gesting the brilliaucy of later fail. The 
winter frieze of course has snow-covered 
earth and bate trees, its beauty consist- 
ing principally iu the disposition of the 
slopes, trees, etc., aud in the gloweriug 
sunset tints of the sky. 

Advocating the maize for our national 
ilowut it wus decided to have iu the diw- 
iug room goldeu corn partially sheathed 
iu husks, with now and then a red ear, 
appearing as though bouutifully pouring 
down from some iuexbuustible supply. 
This frieze shows a most delicate treat- 
ment of color, and a very skilful arrange- 
ment of the buuches of coru aud spaces 
between. Iu none of the friezes is there 
uuy repetition of desigu. Each branch 
of oak aud of piue and ouch cluster of 
corn is unlike uuy other. The friezes 
are all much admired for their beauty, 
appropriateness aud origiuality, auti 
every one wbo sees them, (auiou^ the 
number several artists and urt critics) 
prophecies u great future for the youug 
artist. 


TRAINED NURSES. 


GRADUATION EXERCISES AT THE NEWTON 
COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

The Training school for nurses at tho 
Cottage Hospital held its first formal 
graduation exercises at the Hospital, 
Wednesday afternoon. There was a 
generous attendance of trustees and 
physician; nnd their wives nnd other 
frieuds of the institution, nnd the grnd- 
unting elnss, numbering eight young 
ladies, wore the recipients of many con- 
gratulations. They wore blue nnd white 
striped cotton dresses, nnd the nurses 
spotless aprons and caps, which made a 
very attractive uniform, taken with the 
bright nud intelligent faces of the 
wearers. 

President J. R. Leesou presided at the 
exercises which began at 4 o’clock, aud 
Rev. Dr. Shinn made tho opening 
prayer. 

Music wns furnished by Master Grafton 
Abbott, tho gifted soloist of the Grace 
church choir, Mr. II. H. Day presiding at 
the organ. 

Ijr. F. L. Thayer, chairmau of the 
medical committee, made the address to 
tho graduates in which he called atten- 
tion to the new auspices under which 
the meotiug was held, tho school liaviug 
reached a position entitling it to the con- 
sideration of all its frieuds, aud worthy 
of being specially recognized. The oc- 
casion marked the completion of the 5t,h 
year of the school, which started with 
only three pupils, aud now has twenty- 
one, with a list of twenty graduates, 
many of whom hold positions of trust 
aud responsibility. Tho high percentage 
of the class, and tho increased advan- 
tages the hospital oilers were noted, aud 
the future prospects of the school, when 
the new Home is completed, were touched 
upon. Tho need of more recreatiou for 
the nurses was stated. The benefit 
derived from the private nursing en- 
gaged in by the pupils were stated, and 
the great advantages of a hospital where 
all classes of patients aro received, which 
give tho pupils a broad education iu the 
science of nursing. The nurses have op- 
portunity to become acquainted with the 
two schools of medicine, enabling them 
to adapt themselves to the measures 
peculiar to each. The success of tho 
training school depeuds almost entirely 
upon the superintendent, to whom they 
must look for guidance aud support, and 
iu Miss McDowell and the other matrons 
this school has been most fortuuate. 

The obligations of the public were 
touched upon, aud the tnauy ways iu 
which a family should second the efforts 
of the nurse, see that she has proper rest, 
that she is made to feel that she is a part 
of the household: that sli6 is not treated 
iu the light of an upper servant to whom 
exceptionally large wages are paid, but 
the family should feel that she is some- 
tliiug more. A good nurse is well edu- 
cated, respoctahle aud lady-like, and her 
interest iu tho patient is second only to 
that of the family. The duties of the 
medical profession toward the nurses 
were stated. 

la closing, he addressed himself to the 
graduates, aud congratulated them ou 
the happy termination of their labors, 
aud greeting them as members of an 
houored profession. Their duty towards 
the school, their allegiance to it when 
assailed by ignorance or misconception, 
and the fact that upon each one, iu a 
measure, defeuded the reputation of the 
school, was shown. They were advised 
iu regard to their future duties, aud 
urged not to spoil a good nurse aud make 
a poor physiciau by attempting to pre- 
scribe for this or that disease. A nurse 
has responsibility enough in her own 
special province. 

The value of keeping a note hook in 
which aro recorded all their cases, was 
dwelt upon, as it would he a great help 
to them in their work, and they were 
shown the importance of being loyal to 
tho physician iu charge, aud when once 
e ilisled iu a case with him, to press ou 
unfalteringly. Above all else, he said, he 
true to yourselves and realize that your 
womanly iustiuct will he your best guide 
and protector. 

President Leesou then conferred the 
diplomas, prefacing it with some remarks 
iu which he said : 

The steps which have led to the re- 
sults which we emphasize today, have 
been long, tedious, and at times, em- 
barrassing, but that steadfast adherence 
to right methods, and that absolute devo- 
tion to the high cause which alone could 
iuspire such labor, aud which has char- 
acterized all the efforts of every tuatrou 
who has preceded Miss McDowell, has 
produced the proud result which we to- 
day, without reserve or reticence, com- 
mend to your warm aud cordial apprecia- 
tion. 

Ten days ago, on one of the customary 
visits which tho President of this Hos- 
pital has the privilege of making here, 
Miss McDowell, during the oourse of con- 
versation, expressed her regret that we 
could not commence the series of gradu- 
ating exeroises which has been informal- 
ly discussed by the medical members of 
the Executive Committee, during this 
term. Your president, without giving 
the matter more than a passing thought, 
joined iu this expression ot regret. Re- 
flection indicated that there might even 
yet be time to inaugurate ou graduating 
exercises uow, aud a communication con- 
taining this suggestion, to the chairman 
of the medical members of the executive 
committee, Dr. Thayer, elicited a cordial 
aud prompt response am) was followed 
by a notice from our excellent clerk, Dr. 
Eaton, of u special meeting of the execu- 
tive committee, to take this matter under 
oousideration. We have here, the con- 
crete results of the deliberations of that 
meeting. 

On a .subsequent day, your President 
found, seated around the table of out- 
hoard room, the four indefatigable medi- 
cal members of the executive committee, 
ou one of the hottest days of this season, 
carefully going oyer the examination 
papers which the graduating class have 
had to conquer, 'l'ite hare suggestion of 
ouo of the committee to subject vour 
President to the ordeal, was enough to 
throw that member of this organization 
into a tremor, the teuson for which will 
he readily appreciated by auy lady or 
geutleuiuu uow present, who will gluuce 
at the papers which have been mastered 
by the graduating class. It would he a 
desirable tliiug for all who have worked 
for aud are interested iu this iustitutiou, 
to know how thoroughly umi admirably 
our training school is doiug its work, 
uuder the intelligent direction of the 
mutton, aud of that constant service 
which the medical members seem uever 
tired of giviug to every department of 
this Hospital. The more oue witnesses 
that devotiou, tire more oue must admire 
the high principle aud the geuotous im- 
pulse which inspires the medical profes- 
sion of this city to give so much time. 


thought and care to the direction of all 
the technical affairs of the Hospital. 

With such noble service from those 
who tcach.it is no marvel that our pupils 
should he inspired by a similar spirit, and 
a like devotion to a profession, which, 
with that of the medical profession it- 
self. may justly he cliaracteiized as the 
noblest service which man tenders to his 
brother. Can we wonder, with the try- 
ing experiences of a nurse’s life, tlie 
ordinary duMes which, day after day, 
with the most exacting precision, have 
to lie performed, wt» should have exem- 
plified in such workers, that almost 
divine enthusiasm which has been and 
will he the inspiration of the highest 
form of human action, and which, by 
the finality of its work, contributes to 
our every day worli, that silver lining 
which is best appreciated when seen in 
those critical petiods of existence, in 
tho midst of which the nurse is constant- 
ly called upon to labor. 

We may well he justly proud of the 
position which this training school has 
acquired for itself, the surest indication 
of wisdom and care in the selection of 
our pupils, of thoroughness and skill iu 
their training, and also of that respon- 
sive spirit which they have never failed 
to show. It is indeed, time that you and 
all our friends who have supported us 
most generously, should be made ac- 
quainted with some of the work which 
has been done, and which coutiibutes 
not only to the comfort and care of those 
who are sent to this Hospital for treat- 
ment, but which sheds its helpful light 
into homes which, otherwise, would 
uever realize the need of such aa institu- 
tion as this. 

When the splendid gift which our 
friends. Mr. Converse aud Mr. Pratt, have 
decided to bestow upon us, shall be com- 
pleted, we can increase the number <uf 
future graduating classes, and we shall 
then be able to multiply, many fold, that 
element of helpfulness to those of you 
who may be visited by affliction in your 
homes. for which the trained and efficient 
nurse has, tinier the conditions of the 
higher civilization of our day, come to be 
a necessity. 

Wide as the ‘gulf is which marks the 
treatment of the medical practitioner of 
the last century from the methods now 
practiced by those geutlemen who assist 
in this work, the contrast is even greater, 
as between the exact, unfailing aud 
stimulating methods of the nurse of our 
day, with auy system in the wire aud 
treatment of the sick, which was knDwn 
to the nurses of former generations. 

Thaukful,iudeed, should we be that we 
have beeu provided with the facilities 
for the preparation of a corps of workers 
who are uow indispeusible iu those 
supreme crises of life, through which all 
of us. at oue time o\- another, must pass. 

Our gratitude to you aud all those who 
have placed the means iu our power for 
the continuance aud enlargement ot the 
work, which began with the small tilings 
of life, and which, with the same help 
and the same kind sustenance in the 
future, will constantly increase its sphere 
of useful labor, and its share iu the miti- 
gation of suffering, is doubtless shared 
by every recipient of jhe good offices of 
this Hospital aud all its auxiliaries. 
Long may the work go ou aud prosper, 
as the need of it is more and more felt 
by us all. 

Miss McDowell, the matron aud head 
of the school, then bestowed the badges, 
which were pretty gold pins, in the form 
of a cross. 

Rev. Dr. Shinu read a poem written 
for the occasion by Miss Alice C. Jeu- 
nings, entitled “In (His Name, Go Heal 
the Sick,” and the benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. Dr. Baker, superinten- 
dent of St. Luke’s Hospital, New York. 

Afterwards a reception was held aud 
supper was served to the guests.

HE HELD IN NEWTON, OCTOBER 24, 25

In October, 1S92, a Conference of As- 
sociated Charities and kindred societies 
in New Eaglaud was held iu Lyun, 
Mass., at the invitation of the local so- 
ciety.

ECHO BRIDGE PARK. 


NEW PLEASURE GROUND FOR NEWTON | 
AND SURROUNDING TOWNS. 

The citizens of Newton aDd surround- 
ing towns have now a pleasure resort, 
the need of which has long been felt. 
The beautiful grove in the vicinity of , 
Echo bridge, which divides Newton 
Upper Falls aud Needham, has been 
leased to a public spirited gentleman, and 
uuder the supervision of Mr. John R. 
Hall, the well known architect of Bos- 
ton, hundreds of workmen have within 
the last two mouths transformed the 
grounds into a seeming fairy land. 

Echo bridge was built by the city of 
Bostou many years ago as a means of 
conveying the large water pipes from 
Lake Cochltuate, and is considered one 
of the finest structures in masonry in 
the country. It is also of wide special 
fame ou account of its grand echo, which 
attracts hundreds of people to the spot. 

The architect has built two large 
bridges over the Charles river. These 
lead to a broad staircase, extending up 
the cliff JO feet, with broad landings, to 
the winding pathways, shaded by stately 
elms, oaks and pines, direct to the centre 
of the park, situated on an oblong 
shaped hill. 

A large dancing pavilion has been 
erecteJ iu the gothic style of architec- 
ture, 40x10(3 feet, open on all sides, with 
a high pitched roof. The pavillion is in- 
closed, with seats extending all around. 
The lloor is of maple. 

Adj jiuiug the pavilion and extending 
down the slope, long rows of seats have 
been erected, facing the music stand. At 
the foot of the slope and facing the pa- 
viliou Mr. Hall has erected a two story 
octagon music staud, 20 feet iu diameter. 
The hand will he placed in the secoud 
story, which commands a view of the 
eutire grounds. 

i The lower story will be used as a re- 
freshment stand, the shutters opeuiug iu ; 
a manner to form a roof all around the 
buildiug. The whole is finished with a 
high polished roof, with flag staff at top. 

Distributed over the grounds are some 
300 seats, similar to those on Boston 
Common. Accommodations have been 
made to seat 25,000 people. 

The eutrance to the park is from tlie 
Newton side. Located near the eutrance 
is an old fashioned mansion of the 
oolouial style, and this buildiug will be 
used for the sale of refreshments, con- 
ducted ou temperance principles. 

The grounds are well supplied with 
swiugs, merry-go-rounds, etc., with lava- 
tories tor both ladies and gentlemen. 

These beau . » f n 1 grounds were thrown 
open to the public ou the 17th of Jtiue. 

For picturesque scenery the 6pot cau- 
uot he surpassed. Feru -covered rocks, 
the falls, umbrageous groves, precipitous 
bauks ami bridges reflected in the deep, 
s ill waters, all form one of the most 
charming pictur -s that can be imagiued, 
aud a more restful or attractive spot for 
ladies and children of Newtou to pass a 
pleasant afternoon could uot be cou- 
ceived.

MAGUS MKADOW DKA1NAOK HEARD. 

Both brandies of tbe city council mot 
Monday evening at City Hall The 
lower branch met with Counoilman 
Degen in the chair in the abaenco of tbo 
president, and the business transacted 
was of a concurrent nature. 

The mayor presided at the meeting of 
the board of aldermen and all the mem 
bers were present. 

The clerk read the records of the last 
two meetings which were approved. 

Tho mayor presented a report from 
City Engineer Noyes in which ho stated 
the selectmen of Brookline had complied 
with the request of the city counoil of 
Newton, regarding tho placing of sower 
in Middlesex road. 

X. K. TELEPHOXE CO. 

Alderman Rofife presented a petition 
from tho N. E. Telegraph & Telephone 
Co. for location for poles and wire* on 
Washington between Bellevue and Crafts 
streets. Aooompauying tins was another 
petition asking that this location 
be granted signed by E. W. Con 
verse, E. \Y. Converse, Jr., Andrew B. 
Cobb and A. Lawrence Edmunds. The 
petitions were received and a hearing 
granted on Monday, July 3, at 7.30 p. m. 
o’clock. 

MAGUS MEADOW ASSESSMENTS. 

At this point Alderman Hunt claimed 
the attention of the board. He said 
quite a large number of the citizens of 
Ward Three who were directly or other- 
wise interested iu the Mague meadow 
drainage assessments, were present and 
desired to be heard by the board ou the 
petition of N. T. Alton and others, for a 
readjustment of the assessments which 
they claimed were not just. 

The board acceded to the request, and 
after calling several names on the peti- 
tion to which there was but one response, 
it was found tbe petitioners wore repre- 
sented by couusel in the person of Judge 
Kennedy. He asked for a jaint hearing 
before both branches. 

The lower branch complied with the 
request from the aldermen for a joint 
hearing, and at $.05 both branches met 
in the council chamber with Mayor 
FenDo in the chair. 

Judge Kennedy appeared in behalf of 
the petitioners, citizens upon whom the 
board of health had levied assessments 
to help pay for the drainage of tho Mague 
meadow. The matter started by a peti- 
tion signed by David Ingalls and thirty- 
seven others, for tbe city to keep the 
drain then in use, clear, and avoid the 
raeuace to health occasioned by the 
stagnant water. Later on another peti- 
tion was prepared and presented. Later 
in 1890 the board of health took hold of 
the matter, a hearing was held and in 
September, 1891, the work was com- 
menced, and completed iu tbe latter part 
of January. 1S92. On the fifteenth of 
February, 1892, tbe assessments were 
levied and these assessments the peti- 
tioners claim are unjust and unfair. 
This drain that was constructed cost 
$17,000 and upon the petitioners are as 
sessed $10,000 of this expense or about 
59 per cent. The petitions presented 
to tho board asked to have the drain 
then in use caced for by the city, which 
could have been done for $000 or $S00, 
but no such expense as that incurred 
was contemplated by the petitioners 

In one case the new drain, 12 feet in 
width, runs across a petioner’s laud with- 
in 20 feet of his house, a constant hin- 
drance in getting about his lot and for 
this reliet (?) he is assessed $300. A city 
employee living on Cherry street and for 
twenty years a resident of Newtou, has 
never iu that time been troubled bi- 
water in the cellar of his bouse, and is as- 
sessed $75 for tbo so-called benefit doue 
• him by the Mague draiuage. A widqw 
lady owning her home who has never 
been troubled by water and therefore 
c.tunot have been beuefitted, is assessed 
$100. Capt. White of River street never 
had water in his cellar uutil River street 
was rebuilt, and now at times it is flooded 
and percolates through the soil into Mr. 
Coe’s cellar, always perfectly dry before. 
The former i6 assessed $000, tho latter 
$75. 

The work of draining the meadows 
was done iu a gigantic way at euoraious 
expense and should last for a century to 
come. In view of this faot is is only fair 
that future generations should bear a 
portion of this expense. Waltham street 
is relieved as well as the meadow, hut 
residents of that street are not assessed. 
Ou oue side of Heushaw street assess- 
ments are levied aud on the other side 
none; then they go way over 500 feet and 
levy a b -tterraeut assessment upou resi- 
dents of Cherry street. 

These people cannot well afi'ord these 
heavy assessments, they are laboring 
people, honest, hardworking aud pay 
their taxes regularly aud these assess- 
ments are a great hardship. They have 
lost all legal redress through iguorauce 
and now ask the leniency of this council. 
The latter establish uo piocedeut by 
abating these assessments; the same 
thing was done in the case of Farlow 
Park aud Laundiy brook. One gentle- 
man took advantage of the sixty day 
law, but w ithdrew his claim against the 
city on advice of his counsel who felt 
sure the city would use them fairly aud 
this citizen took this advice aud now 
depends on the city for fairness. 

.Samuel Barnard thou bt many held 
him to blame iu a measure for this 
method of assessment and wished to ex- 
plain his position, lie was approached 
as a real estate man aud went over the 
ground, and, as requested, gave the in- 
creased value to pro,*rrrty accruing from 
the water befng taken away, lie look 
Mr. French’s work iu the case of cellars 
troubled with water and relieved and ap- 
poilioued each to best of tils ability, lie 
did not believe in tho assessment as he 
now understood it aud earnestly Imped 
some abatement would be made. A 
place could not be found in the ward 
where these assessments would he so h 
a hardship. 

Judge Kennedy asked if Mr. Barnard 
knew of any people who wuie beuefitted. 
‘ No, sir: 1 took wlnr Mr. French said. 
Did not see any of the abutters at that 

Q — “Was it wise to construct the 
drum ut the time it was put in?.” 

A. — “1 thought it was not when tho 
newer was coming that way tapidly aud 
a large under drain would have to bo 
put in. 1 thought it a very foolish ex- 
penditure ot money.” 

<■ i . Edward Smith of fioslou was as - 
sessed $100 for vacant lot of laud ou 
Heushaw street, aud if they could ruu 
across ins laud aud he would sign oil for 
damages, would ha\e allowed him $50. 


He believed it not a proper or equitable 
assessment. 

David Inglia, who was instrumental in 
getting up the first petitions, thought 
such nn expensive drain was wholly un- 
called for. 

E. M. Hall of Heushaw street resided 
on the opposite side of the street from 
the drain, and bad never been troubled 
with any but surface water, but was as- 
sessed. 

Mr. Meehan was 750 feet from the 
drain ami was not troubled but was as- 
80R‘Ci1 $75. 

W. A. Deady appeared for Mrs. Deady, 
Cherry street. For twenty-five yours 
their cellar had always been dry in the 
wettest of weather. His mother allowed 
the drain to go through her land without 
objecting and they had been greatly 
damaged thereby, but were relieved from 
nothing. Their assessment was $150. 

Robert (taw had the now dram twelve 
feet wide running through his lot. 
There was no way to get across it and ho 
had to lead his cow a round-about way 
twice daily to avoid it. He w is assessed 
$300 for benefit. Ho felt It a great dam* 
age to his property. 

Mr. Coloniau built his house and at 
the time dug a well which had never run 
dry in' the dryest weather for seventeen 
years. The new drain tapped the spring 
which fed his well and obliged him to 
put in city water. His cellar was always 
drv. He was assessed $100. 

This concluded the henring which wns 
closed and the aldermen resumed then- 
regular session. 

THE BOULEVARD. 

The highway committee, to which 
body the report of the boulevard com- 
missioners— Messrs. E. B. Haskell, J. R. 
Leeson and E. W. Converse— was re- 
ferred, brought in n recommendation for 
the construction of the sectiou of the 
boulevard extending from the Boston 
line to Valentine street. West Newton. 

The report was presented by Aldermau 
Bothfeld, substantially as follows: 

Recommending that the city proceed 
to lay out a ceutral boulevard in acc ird- 
aoce with the plans of tho boulevard 
commission, aud that lands be taken, 
therefor, under the provisions of the 
bettermeut act: that assessment of 
betterments be temitted iu the case of 
those persous who gave land to the city 
for the improvement aud subscribed to- 
ward the cost of the construction of the 
boulevard. 

The commissioners recommended the 
construction of a boulevard 120 feet wide 
where practicable, with two roadways, 
each 24 feet wide, reserving a space 30 
feet wide in the centre for a double track 
electric railroad, with sidewalks and 
trees, aud a space of reasonable width for 
bicycles. 

The boulevard is the outcome of a plan 
suggested to the commission by several 
citizeus of Newton, and the improvement 
is in part the result of a combination of 
public and private interests. Tbe length 
of tbo boulevard from the reservoir to 
Auburn street is about 4 1 2 miles. The 
laud owners give the land necessary for 
the improvement aud also agree to pay 
one-third of the cost of construction. 

The plan of the route of the boulevard 
contemplates an extension of tbe pro- 
posed South street boulevard iu Boston, 
from Chestnut Hill avenue aud Beacon 
street. 

It extends over and includes South 
street iu Newtou as far as Ward; then 
crosses lands of Bell and Ward and Ham- 
mond streets, near Mt. Vale road; thence 
crosses laud of Ward ou Grant avenue 
about 800 feet south of Ward street; 
crosses Sumner street about 000 feet 
north of Ward, Centre street near its in- 
tersection with Grafton; Grafton 200 feet 
south of Centre street: thence turns 
northerly, crossing aud including part of 
Water street; crosses Cedar street about 
1000 feet uorth of Homer, Mortou run- 
ning uearily parallel with Homer to Wal- 
nut, aud thence across the upper eud of 
Bullough’s poud. 

From Bullough’s pond it crosses Lake 
View avenue, near the intersection of 
Beaumont avenue and Appleton street: 
thence westerly through Homer and 
Fuller to Washiugtou street, about 4000 
feet north of Woodland avenue; then 
through land of Thomson and others to 
Auburn street. 

Iu connection with tbe boulevard im- 
provement au order was passed providing 
for the usual notice to citizens interested 
of the intent to take the necessary laud 
by t ie city, and calling for hearings July 
A aud 10, ut the respective sessions of the 
board of aldermen aud common council. 

The mayor licensed the city marshall 
to serve as an auctioneer without fees, 
and tbe appointment was confirmed. 
Also ou recommendation of the chief of 
fire department, Frank Pollock was ap- 
pointed bosemau on Hose 4. 

Notice of inteution to build dwelling 
house 38-fix29 feet ouTrowbridge street 
by Robert Weir was received, and peti- 
tion of Mellon Bray to erect building of 
w ood and brick 275x75 feet for store on 
institution avenue was granted. Notice 
from W. W. Bruce of intention to build 
a shed 18x12 feet on Gardiner street was 
granted. John A 1 bray, dwelling bouse 
32x23 on Los Angelos street received; in- 
tention to build dwelliug house 28x23 
feet off Woodward street received. 

HEARINGS. 

A hearing was declared on tho widen- 
ing of Hull stieet to 30 feet aud no re- 
monstrants appearing, was promptly 
closed; also hearing on rouudiug corners 
of Lincoln aud Woodward stieet, closed. 

Alderman Bothfeld for the committee 
on sewers reported, recommending the 
granting of petition of L. G, Pratt and 
otheis for sewer in certain streets. The 
report was received. 

Aldermau Bothfeld presented the 
ordinance relatiug to petroleum recom- 
mending its passage to be unrolled, the 
board acting favorably. 

Wm. II. ilackett was granted license 
for pool table. 

Alderman Huul presented a petition 
from T. II. Cartel aud others asking that 
Allston street be laid out, graded aud 
accepted. He asked that a hearing be 
| l' ranted for July 10, but t lie petiti ju the 
| hoard referred to the highway commit- 
tee. 

I Alderman Emerson presented a peti- 
' tion from C. B. Fillebrowu and otheis 
asking for sewer iu Xewtouville avouue 
! and Bellevue street. Received. 

Orders were passed authorizing the 
j highway committee to construct concrete 
sidewaik on Homer street, also to grade 
and construct sidewalks ou Temple, 
Prince aud Watertown streets, aud place 
granite edges ouos on Bellevue, Water- 
I town aud Court streets. 

The water board were authorized to 
jay >''i feet of six iuch water pipe in 
Trowbridge aud Boylstou streets and 
j Tap pan place at au expense of $1,218. 

Orders were passed for the widening 
of Hull stieet, rouudiug the corners of 
Temple aud llighlatid streets and allow- 
ing a hearing to those iutcicsted Monday 
evening, July 10; rouudiug cornets of 
Lincoln aud Woodward streets. 

Alderman Emerson presented au ordoi 
appropriating $2<J0 to defiay legal ex- 
penses of the city solicitor. Passed. 

Maiy A. Hudson, Middle Btreet, asked 
for extousi an of time in a betterment as- 


sessment of $300 levied and voted to 
abate by a former city council, action on 
on which is still pending. Referred to 
claims committee. 

A healing was appointed for Monday, 
July 10, on petition of the Newton A* 
Boston Mreet RiilwayCo. for location on 
Walnut street. 

A. C. Ferry petitioned tor sidewalk and 
edgestones on Pleasant street. Re- 
ferred. 

Aldermau Rumery presented an order 
which was passed, authorizing tho chief 
of fiio department to appoint one fore- 
man. one assistant foreman and three 
hosemen to servo temporarily at tho now 
hose house at Nonantum. 

A report wns recoived from Snpcrin 
tendent of streets Ross, recommending 
that F. M. Dutch be granted permission 
to erect nn aw-nitig over the sidewalk at 
his store. 

Alderman RofTe presented a petition 
from 1). t>. Farnham to eroct a staging 
over the sidewalk on Boacoii, oortior of 
Centre street. It was granted under the 
direction of the superintendent of 
streots. 

Alderman Hunt reported fnvorably on 
the petitiou of Geo. L. Loyett for sewer 
in Greenwood avenue and other streots; 
also on petition ot John Leonard for 
sewer iu Gardiner street and taking lnnd 
for same and granting a hearing later in 
the evening for Monday, July 10. 

An order was passed for tho laying out 
aud constructing sewers in Greenwood, 
Newtonville and Hunuewell avenues ami 
Forest, Bellevue, Howard and Washing- 
ton streets. 

ORDINANCES. 

The ordinance relating to tho board 
of health came up from the common 
council to be ordained. It had been re- 
ferred previously to tbe committee ou 
enrolled ordinances, aud Alderman Plum- 
mer reported finding it well and truly 
enrolled and moving its passage to bo 
ordained. It was passed to be or- 
dained. 

Tbe ordinance relating to sowers oc- 
casioned some delay by an amendment 
which the commou council inserted and 
came up to be considered. 

Alderman Bothfeld moved a recon- 
sideration and tho aldermen adopted tbo 
ameudmeut aud the ordinance was 
passed to be enrolled. 

The couucil concurred in this action. 

MAGUE MATTER AGAIN. 

Aldermau Hunt offered an order in- 
structing tbe city treasurer to accept nn 
amount equal to 25 per cent of each as- 
sessment levied ou abuttors on accouut 
of tbe drainage of the Mague meadow, 
providing such assessments are paid 
within three mouths from tbo adoption 
of this order. 

This order was drawn up and was sat- 
isfactory to tbe petitioners. 

Alderman Bothfeld believed iu doiug 
every citizen justice in the matter, but 
thought it tho part of wisdom to go 
farther than this. It would be better to 
refer tho wholo matter to some commit- 
tee who could investigate the matter and 
remove injustice in those cases where it 
was found. The order was then referred 
to the highway committoe. The board 
adjourned. 


The Fowl Nuisance. 

T i tho Editor of the Gkahic 

It is very evident to tbe tax-payer 
holding property near Newton’s princi- 
pal railroad stations, that residents iu 
these districts do not need to keep hens 
foi economy’s sake: aud if tbo few who 
keep them for fun knew how their 
neighbors detested tbe practice, I hey 
would abandon it. 

In view of the gre.it possibilities of in- 
crease in population of tbe character to 
add substantially to our tax receipts, 
Newtou should now take steps to banish, 
as it has the pig-pen, the few remaining 
drawbacks to such development. No- 
body wants to build a fine 1 -esideuce near 
a hen-coop. lie shuus the locality as ho 
would a Bteara-whistlo or a fog-horn. 

Tho people in the districts named are 
not farmers, and therefore the 4th-of- 
July racket, made every morning after 3 
o’clock, by liens aud roosters, disturbs 
them aud fills them with righteous in- 
dignation. Yet, these are the people 
who are paying the bulk of tbo taxes, 
and trying to make tbe city attractive, 
so that otheis will move out from town 
and help swell tho tax receipts, that all 
may enjoy the benefits of a beautiful, 
modern city. 

Now, we can’t muzzle the liens: and 
we can’t appoint a colored Inspector 
(however efiicacious such an appoint- 
ment would be), trusting him when com- 
plaints were made, ‘‘to attend to de 
partition ’fore sun up ilex’ mornin’, dead 
sartin.” But there is a proper remedy. 
To the city government is intrusted the 
administration of affairs for the welfare 
and quiet of our city. Formal com- 
plaints cause trouble between neighbors. 

There is no money iu liens for Newtou 
as a city. With the rapid strides of the 
past few years, the city government 
should now appreciate this to the point 
of action, and stop a disturbance forth- 
with, which they have long acknow- 
ledge! and held uuder consideration as 
a nuisance. Progress. 

.Monday .Morning’s Fire. 

It is seldom that one sees a deacon 
wetting a new suit of clothes with the 
boys, at 2 o’clock a. m. — and Monday 
morning, too, after the good infiueuces 
of the Sabbath. But this very thing 
happened in our quiet, temperance city 
of Newtou, last Monday morning.

It is a pleasure to record the good 
work of the department iu dragging the 
heavy apparatus up the West Newton 
| hill and getting three s'learus of water 
upon the fire in short order, thus saving 
a h toilsome piece of property. For- 
tunately theie was but little hay uud 
straw stored iu the stable, or the con- 
sequences might have been worse, as the 
sparks flew upou Mr. Whitmore’s resi- 
dence. 

The citizens of this ward are btill hop- 
ing for immunity from serious fires, hut 
regard with considerable concern the in- 
activity of the city authorities upon their 
petitiou to put .Steamer 2 into commit-

A FroieHt Against Latin. 

To the Editor of the Gkaimiic: 

“Unspoken griefs are hard to bear,” 
and I feel certain that I voice the seuti- 
meut of the majority of the intelligent 
and thoughtful parents of iho pupils of 
(next year’s) seventh grade, in regarding 
the introduction of Latin into that grade 
as a grievance. 

We are told it is an optional study, yet 
the printed circulars distinctly state that 
it will be difficult, if uot impossible, to 
begin this study iu tho High school. As 
most of us wish our childreu to take it 
up there, the system seetns to be the 
next thing to compulsory, cortaiuly u 
distinction without a difference. 

Under theso circumstances, most of 
the patents made a virtue of necessity, 
aud allowed their children to begiu the 
study of Latin, Now certainly, all 
knowledge is useful, but iu the few years 
of our children’s school life, we must 
desire the greatest good to the greatest 
number, aud we must choose for them 
the most needful things. The principal 
objection to the proposed oourse is iu tho 
fact that some other studies must of 
necessity be crowded out. Wliou the 
writer graduated from a Newtou Gram- 
mar school, back in the seventies, we 
found we hud uo more time uud strength 
than was needful to master geography, 
history, grammar, spelling and the 
three “K’s,” uud I have never yet met 
any of the graduates of those duys who 
have found themselves overburdened 
with too much knowledge of those 
brunches. 

But the busiueas men, of ouly grammar 
school education, tell me they nave never 
felt the need of Latin, nor eveu Algebra 
in their daily life. I do uot deny it is a 
great help iu derivation, for instance, but 
so mauy of our pupils leave the grumtuar 
school to begin their life work iu the 
world outside, uud they should cortaiuly 


havo a thorough knowledge of the ru- 
dimentary hr Audios; while even those 
who enter the High school and college 
might find them useful. Of course I 
admit tho wisdom of the system to 
•‘ram it in, cram it in. children’s heads 
nro hollow.” imt it seems to mo that 
there is a choice of what to “ram in,” 
nnd when, ns actually occutred in the 
ninth grade of one of our schools, a few 
weeks ago, only three out of a class of 
twenty-two could accurately locate 
Ningarn Falls, I cannot think it is the 
proper time and season to introduce 
dead languages. Moreover, our child- 
ren weio told if they could not keep up 
with tho class work in Latin, they would 
not ho allowed to continue their studies. 
Does not that, Ly the terms of the cir- 
cular, prohibit any further instruction In 
that branch? And because a ten or 
twelve year old child cannot master it, is 
his wholo life to bo spent in dense 
ignorance, so far as Latin is concerned? 
Children easily learn a languige by hear- 
ing it spoken, as grammar or French, 
but the study even of the rudiments of 
Latin requires strict application, nnd a 
certain amount of mental development 
hardly nttninod by the majority of 
seventh grade pupils. Members of the 
school board, please do not trent this 
protest with the silent contempt which 
you doubtless think it merits, but kind- 
ly give anxious parents, and I have yet 
to find one who favors this plan, the 
redeeming features of this new depar- 
ture. /V Mother.

ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
DRAINS AND SEWERS. 



lit. It ordained luj Ihtl City Council 0 / the City 

of Newton , rut fnllrtrn: 

Section l. The word "Drain” when used In 
the ordinal c»* and order* shall he constru'd to 
mean a pipe or conduit for Hie conveyance of 
storm or surface water, and Hie word ••Sewer," 
when so sod, shall be construed to mean pipe* 
or conduits for the conveyance of house sewage 
atm around or subsoil water only. 

Sect. 2. All common sewers, ordered hy the 
City Council to be made. shad he built and kept 
in renal', nnder tho direction of the joint stand 
ilia Committee on Sower*, and all drain* so 
ordered, sliall lie liulll ;ind kept In repair, under 
the direction of the Committee on Highway*. 

Sect. 3 The dry Engineer shall, under the 
direction of the Committee on Sewers, have the 
general super vMon and inspection of all com 
mon sewer*, built or owned hy the City, amt of 
all connection* of privtto sewers built under tho 
provlsioi si f i lii* ordinance. He shall make and 
prepare all needed sp« eitlcatfons de.-cilbing slid 
governing the work of cou-truetlon. and shall 
make plans and profiles of ail main drains and 
common sewers, limit under the direction of the 
Committee on Highways and tbe Committee in 
Sewer*, showing their l< cation with reference to 
other dram* ami sewers and the street lines, and 
showing the location of all private drain* or 
private -ewer* entering them; which plan* ami 
profiles shall tie tiled in the office of the City 
Cleik. and after being so tiled, shall he deposited 
in the office of the City Engineer, which stiall be 
deemed a part of the office of the City Clerk, 
lor the ki eplng of said plan*. 

He shall keep and whenever requested, report 
to either branch of the City Council, an accurate 
account of theenst and all oHp-r expenses upon 
each main drain and common sewer; and he shall 
annually, in .January, submit a report of all 
work performed during the vear, ending on the 
last day of December preceding, and the amount 
of all expenditures from the appropriation for 
sewers and drains. 

Sect. 4. Whenever any Street stiall he opened 
for laying or repairing water or g »s pipes, or for 
nnyotbe> p irpoie*. the work shall he executed 
so as not to obstruct the cour.-e, capacity or con- 
struction of a main drain or common sewer; and 
whenever pipes for that purpose, or any work of 
construction, shall he found to exist iu such 
location a* to interfere with the main drain or 
common sewer, the corporation, person or per- 
sons having charge of or maintaining the same, 
shall, on notice, at once remove, change or alter 
such pipe, in such manner as the City Engineer 
shall direct, and if they neglect or refuse so to 
do, said City Engineer may make, or cause to be 
made, such removal, change or alterations, and 
the cost of the same shall lie paid hy the said 
corporation, person or persons. 

Sect. 5. Fifty per centum of the expense of 
the system of sewers heretofore adopted shall he 
paid hy the Citv of Newton. Assessments of the 
remaining fifty per centum shall he made upon 
owners of estates within the territory of said 
s stem 'y a fixed uniform rate based upon the 
estimated average cost of all the sewers therein, 
both according to the frontage of such estates on 
uoy street or way where a sewer is constructed, 
aud according to the area of such estates within 
a fixed depth of one huudred and eighty feet 
from such street or way; hut n« assessment in 
respect to any such estate which hy rea-ou-of its 
grade or level or tor any other cause cannot he 
drained into such sewer shall he made, certified 
or notified until such incapacity is removed. 
Where such estate* abut upon more than oue 
street or way, such as*o*sment shall be assessed 
upon one such street or way, and upon so much 
of such other street or streets as is not exempted 
by the Board whose duty it i* to mane the 
assessment, and said board may exempt from 
assessment so much of the frontage on sucL 
other street or streets as it deems just and equit- 
able. 

The said estimated average cost of all the 
>ewers in said system is hereby fixed at two 
dollars and sixty-eight aud one-half cents per 
running foot, the same having been so found and 
determined. The said fixed uniform rate to he 
assessed upon estates is herebv estaidhhed at 
titteen cents upon each foot of froutage on any 
street or way where a sewer is constructed, anil 
five and one-half mill* upon each square foot of 
area within said fixed depth of one hundred and 
eighty feet from such stnet or wav, the same 
having been so found and determined. 

Owners of estates or putts of estates not liable 
to assessments a* aforesaid, or uot in fact 
assessed, shall pay for the use of common sewers 
for the disposal of their sewage from such estate* 
or parts of estates such reasonable sum as the 
Mayor and Aldermen snail determine 

The City Engineer shall prepare and submit to 
tbe City Council plans of the estates to he 
assessed, showing the owner's names, frontages 
and areas, together with a schedule showing the 
assessments on tho estates abutting and bene- 
Hi ted. The amount assessed and certified by the 
( ity Council, shall he enteren upon tbe plan 
prepared for assessment, and shall form a lien 
against the estate until the same is paid. 

The City Treasurer upou receipt of tbe schedule 
of assessment, certified hy the City Council shall 
forthwith render notice of assessment and ac- 
count- of same to Hie parties named therein, and 
demand payment ot the amount assessed ami the 
said amount sliall ho due and payable thirty days 
from the date of such notice, after whieli time 
iuten-st shall he charged thereon at the rate of 
five per centum per annum, provided, however, 
that if within t he said thirty days notice to 
apportion the said assessment has been duly ti ed 
with the Asstssors, said assessment shall be due 
and payable as provided hy law, ami the first 
part ot said upportionmeut with interest thereon 
at the rate of five pt-r centum per annum shall 
he added to tbe next annual tax hill thereafter. 

Sect. 6. All applications tor the construction 
ot private sewers uud their entrance with com- 
mon sewers, and for permission to enter the 
same, shall he in such form as the Committee ou 
Sewers shah prescribe, aud filed with tbe City 
Engineer, All suob private sewers within street 
limit* and tlielr entrances into common sewers 
shall he const! acted, maintained and kept in re- 
pair hy the Citv Engineer, or by properly author 
t/.ed persons acting under bis sut ervirioii and in 
spec ion, and uudt r the direction of the Commit 
tee on Sewers, and sliall tie t lie property of tbe 
City, amt the cost thereof shall he paiJ by t lie 
owners of the estates connected, before the same 
are used or hou*e cm liectious made therewith. 

The cost of all repairs made thereon sliall be 
paid hy the owuers of tbe « states connected. 

Sect. 7. No person otiier than the City Engiu- 
; eer or city employes acting uuder his direction 
and supervision shall construct any private 
sewer within street limits, or connect t lie same 
with any common sewer, or dig up auy street tor 
' such purpose. 

Shot. S. All nj plications for entering private 
drains Into main drains, stiall t>e iu such form as 
the Committee ou Highways shall prescribe, and 
filed with the Superintendent ot Streets. No 
person shall enter u private drain into auy uiatit 
drain without a permit from Hie said * ounutttee 
ou Highways, nor without first payiug such sum 
as the Mayor and Aldermen shall determine for 
! the privilege. 

Sect. 9. Whenever any private drain or 
private ewer couuecting w ith any main drain or 
common sower shall become clogged, obstructed, 
broken, out of order, or detrimental to the use .if 
said mailt drain or common sewer, or unfit for 
the purpose of diuluuge. the owner, or other 
person having charge of au> building, yard, lot 
> ot laud or other premises which are drulned hy 
said private drain or private sewer, shall, within 
live days after nonce iu writiug from the City 
Engineer, remove, reconstruct, alter, cleanse, or 
rej air said private drain or pri< ate sewer, as the 
condition tin rt of may require. In case of 
neglect or refusal to remove, reconstruct, renair, 
alter, or cleanse said private drain or piivatc 
sewer for such space of tivedays, the Mayor and 
Aldertueti shall cause the same to be removed, 
reconsti tided, repaired, altered or cleansed, as 
they may deem expedient, at the expense of the 
owner, or tK-rsous having charge ul Hunt, who 
shall also he liable to a peualty of not more than 
twenty dollars for such neglect or refusal. 

8Kor, 10. No exhaust ft out steam engines, amt 
uo blow off from steam hollers, shall be connect- 
ed with auy oomtnou sewer, or any main drain, or 
any pri vale sewer or diaiu connected therew ith. 

nicer. 11. No private sewers between the 
street limits aud the building to he drained sbull 
bo laid except hy tho City Kugtneer, or properly 
authoiizod persons acting tttder his supervision 
and in*)>ectlou. Whenever it may he deemed 
necessary, the Mayor aud Aldermen may license 
such private sewer layers as apply and are found 
competent Said licenses shall reinatu iu force 
uutil t He first of the suecec.ttug April, unless 
sooner revoked. No sueh private sewer, if ot 
vitrified pipe, shall ho laid ot a less sue than five 
inches, ora greater size than six indies interior 
diameter; and if of irou it shall u«t be of a less 
site than four iuchos, or a greater sue than five 
inches interior diameter, aud shall be of extra 
heavy pipe, aud all the work shall he done as 
dlieciedlty the City Engineer ami subject to his 
inspection aud approval. No such private sewer 
shall be laid hy a licensed private sewer layer 
without a penult Iu writiug from tho City 
Eugtueor.aud ou the completion ot the work, the

permit shall be retnrned to the office of t» o City 
Engine, r, in.P.rsed by the layer of the «*>wor. 
with the statement of his proceedings there- 
under. Each permit *hall he subject to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, and *hail state in dr- 
tall the premise* to which it applies, and the 
time, place, manner, and constrnctlon of such 
entrance. 

Sect. 12. Every person licensed as provided 
in the preceding sectlon.shall, before performing 
any work by virtue of »tioh llcen*» execute n 
bond to the City in the sum of not less than two 
thousand dollar*, with two good and sufficient 
sureties, to lie approved hr the Mavor and Alder- 
men, conditioner that he shall comply with the 
term* of Hi* permit under which the work I* 
performed; ih*t he will cause the excavation* to 
t»e properly fenced along the streer line ; that he 
will maintain one or more lighted lantern* in a 
conspicuous place over ihe ob-truetton*. fr..ni 
twilight In the evening and through the whole 
night, that he will properly makn all connection* 
and joints In every private ,***r constructed by 
him, and will leave no obstruction of any de- 
scription in said private sewer; that lie will pro- 
l>erly close up the excavation, that h» will use 
material* of a quality approved by the Commit- 
tee on Sewers, that he will perform all work in a 
thorough and workmanlike manner nnder inspec- 
tion of the City Engineer, and that he will 
guarantee the same and niAke good any defects In 
material* and workmanship, and keep and main 
i tain the trenche* in repair tor a period of *lx 
month* from completion of the work, and that 
i.e will Indemnity and hold harmless the City of 
Newton front any damage* or injuries sustained 
by any person resulting from neglect or carele** 
ness in making or repairltg such sewet, or In 
not properly leuciug or lighting any excavation 
or ‘distinction, or In performing any work con- 
nected therewith. 

Sect. 13. Ihe crown of each sewer laid out 
by the City Council shall he established as the 
grade for drainage nnd sewerage for the territory 
lor which such Sewer is so laid out. The bottom 
ot the c'dlar or basement cellar of everv building 
hertafter constructed shall lie at such 'an ele*a- 
tlo i that the private drain or private sewer from 
said cellar or ha.MiiMit cellar *hall have a fall of 
at least ore in fifty to the crown of the main 
drain or common sewer, unless the City Council 
shall otherwise permit. If any person constructs 
or attempt* to construct or use any cellar or 
ha«etnent cellar in violation of this section, the 
Cl'y Council may order the owner or occupant of 
suck cellar or basement cellar, so to alter and 
construct the same a* to conform to the require- 
ment* hereof; and if such owner or occupant 
fails to comply with suJh order within ten oajs 
after service thereof accoratngto law, *ntd Citv 
Council may cause the required alterations to be 
made therein, the expense whereof shall con- 
stitute n lien upon the land wherein such cellar 
or basement cellar shall he constructed, and upon 
the building or building* thereon erected, and 
may he collected in the manner provided by law 
for tbe co action of taxes upon real estate.' 

Sect. 14 Any person violating anv of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, on . onvlctiun 
thereof, be fined in a sum not more than twenty 
dollars. 

Sect. 15. The ordinances passed to be 
ordained and approved Dec. 31, 1*90, and Sept. 
12, 1892, being ordinance* relating to Drain* and 
Sewer*, and ail ordinance* and parts of ordi- 
nances inconsistent with this ordinance are 
hereby repealed; but such repeal shall in uo 
wise revive or put in fotce any ordinance hereto- 
fore repealed.

THE NEWTON BOULEVARD. 

The report on the proposed Newton 
"Boulevard was presented to the City 
Council, Monday night, and the prelimi- 
nary orders passed, an that it may now 
Le fairly concluded that this very im- 
portant improvement will !>e made. It 
as the mast important step towards the 
development of Newton that has boeu 
taken, aside from sewerage, and the 
hopes that are entertaiued of tho'great 
additions that will result to the taxable 
property of Newton seem more than 
likely to be realized. 

The description of the boulevard must 
"be familiar to Newton readers by this 
•time, but there are some chtuges iu de- 
tails, which will be interesting to note, 
and the particulars will be found in the 
nreport of the city council proceedings. ^ 

The estimates of the cost wore not 
ftiven, Monday night. The boulevard is 
to be 4 and 12-100 miles in "length. From 
the Boston line to Centre street, the 
cost of laying out aud building the 
boulevard is put at $93,000. From Contre 
street to Washington street in West Now- 
ton, the cost is placed at $127,000, with 
♦33,000 additional for the drainage of a 
section adjoining. The whole iizuros 
up about a quarter of a million dollars, 
one third of which will be contributed 
by the abuttors, aud one third will bo 
raised by betterments, leaving only a 
third to bo paid by the city, whijh is a 
■very low price for such a promisiug in- 
vestment, and one that will in a few 
years more than pay the interest on the 
whole cost, from the buildings aud other 
improvements that will be made along 
the route. 

The above figures d> not include the 
cost of laying water pipes and sewers as 
those will take care of themselves. There 
have been unavoidable delays of course 
in an uudeitakiug of such magnitudes, 
but now that the City Council has passed 
the preliminary legislation, tliero is uo 
reason why the work should not be 
pushed forward witn all possible dis- 
patch. •— 


The Mague meadow drainage assess- 
ments are to be investigated by the high- 
way committee. There are 200 who 
object to the amount assessed upon them 
by the board of health, and Judgo Ken- 
nedy presented their case before the City 
Council, Monday eveuing, and laid that 
the plan of assessing the cost of the as- 
sessment was a great injustice to mauy 
poor people. 

"The kindergarten school system has 
taken a strong hold of the school coni- I 
mittee, judging from the numerous plans 
for their establishment. It is said that 
the plan is to have at least lifteeu scat- 
tered through the different villages fir 
the benefit of the sm ilhst portion of our | 
population.

The impertinent press i>ersistsin treat- 
ing everything and everybody in an ev- 
eryday sort of a way.

If there 
is any sham or mysticism or superstition 
in it, it is liable to be handled ns a de- 
tective handles an embezzlement.. The 
press, as a rule, believes in pure and un- 
defiled religion, but it wants a religion 
that is good for Mondays and Thursdays 
and Saturdays ns well as Sundnvs. 

It is compiained by some Roman Cath- 
olic authorities that the press is unnec- 
essarily meddling with the alleged con- 
troversy between the archbishops, and 
that the laiiy of the church is being 
stirred up by a contest which ought to 
have been confined to the prelates and 
settled by them. But everything is 
news, and so important a matter ns al- 
leged insubordination in the high places 
of the Catholic church can no more be 
kept quiet in these days than could the 
outbreak of a volcano on Manhattan 
island. It does indeed detract from the 
dignity and mystery of eeclesiasticism 
to have its quarrels reported in the pa- 
pers, but it cannot be helped except in 
one way. Let quarrels cease aud the 
press will quit its impertinence. — Spring- 
field Union.

It is true enough that one half of tlio 
world doesn’t know how the other half 
lives, and it is likely that some residents 
of the Brooklyn heights are unaware of 
the cave dwellers who eat and sleep with- 
in 50 feet of their back windows. In cut- 
ting down the hill front to lay out Fur- 
man street n precipitous face of gravel 
was left, and instead of making an easy 
slope from the crest of the heights to 
the water's edge the gravel was kept in 
place by a heavy retaining wall. This 
wall has been pierced in several places, 
however, so that it has become the front 
of a row of underground houses, veri- 
table cuves that extend back for about 
50 feet into the hill, the lawns and gar- 
dens of the rich people overhead consti- 
tuting their roofs. In these caves there 
are saloons, shops, storerooms and tene- 
ments. They are dark and rather (lamp, 
as they have no light or air except on 
the street side. — New York Hun. 

An Improvement In Glass Globes. 

It is well known that opaque globes 
absorb a very large amount of the light 
of arc lamps, and whatever present style 
of globe if used a dark shadow is cast 
directly below the lamp. To avoid these 
difficulties a new stylo of globe 1ms been 
brought out in France inade of transpar- 
ent glass with circular depressions, hav- 
ing such faces us to form lenses (similar to 
the well known lighthouse lenses), the 
curvatures of which are so calculated that 
they refract and reflect so as to diffuse 
the light. Such globes may be made of 
prised glass and although more ex- 
pensive they diffuse light much more 
economically than absorbing opal or 
ground glass globes. — New York World.

The Tilnm'i Pleasure Boat. 

There lins just l>cen completed by 
Messrs. Messnm, the well known l>out i 
Guilders of Richmond, to the order of the j 
Nizam of Hyderabad, a pleasure boat 
jHH'uliar in shn]>e and for its sizo ex- 
ceedingly costly in construction. Two 
boats of the sizo of a large skiff have j 
been joined side by side by a deck, upon 
the extremities of which rise a number 
of finely carved pillars supporting a pa- 
goda shaped roof. The whole of the 
Woodwork is of teak, a wood which is 
not warped by heat. As an instnneo of 
the great expenditure of labor upon the 
boat, which is only 28 feet long by 14 
feet wide, it may 1 k» stated that the tiles 
of the roof nre composed of some 8,000 
i mail pieces of teak, most of which have 
had to be specially cut. 

There arc no windows, but all four 
rides of the barge will be lmng with pure 
i ilk of tho richest quality, while the deck 
will be cushioned in the same costly way 
to a height of some feet. The barge will 
be propelled by two feathered paddles 
placed between the bows and sterns of 
the two supporting boats and turned by 
bandies after the manner of a small 
canoe. The barge is intended for uso on 
a lake near to which the nizam hns a 
summer palace. It is now moored in the 
river opposite to Bucclench House at 
Richmond. — London Times. 

No More “LaBiiiuppe’* In Now Orleans. 

“Lagniappo” will bo more honored in 
the breach than in theobservanco among 
tradesmen of New Orleans in future. 
This is the name of the gratuity which 
the creoles were wont to give to cus- 
tomers, tho recipients being chiefly chil- 
dren and colored people. It took the 
form usually of confectionery, .pastry or 
nuts. The pructico is a relic of tho old 
Spanish domination in Louisiana. The 
word “lagniappe” is a transformation of 
the Spanish phrase “la nappa,” which 
means a gratuity, a sweetener, to make 
a purchaser pleased with his bargain. 

This custom it seems has never ob- 
tained outside of the second nnd third 
districts of the city, and “lagniappe” 
was so prescriptively grounded that it 
came to be regarded as a right to which 
tho people were legally entitled. In an 
nge of sharp and sordid competition, 
however, tho tradesmen find the gratuity 
too much of a taxon their profits. A few 
days ago the Retail Grocers’ association 
of the second and third districts adopted 
a resolution doing away with the pic- 
turesque usage. — New York Post. 


She Saved the I.lcetiNe. 

One should not be too confident nnd 
precipitate in affairs of tho heart. James 
McCarthy of Norfolk has learned this 
bitter lesson. Friday he purchased of 
the town clerk a license to marry a cer- 
tain lovely widow on whom his favors 
fell. 

With the parchment in his vest pocket 
he presented himself before the widow 
and for the first time asked her to bo his 
cherished bride, and in the certainty of 
her answer he showed her the precious 
license. The proposal was so sudden 
and the swain so sure that the widow 
was nettled and refused him with con- 
siderable emphasis. 

Mr. McCarthy was dazed for a mo- 
ment. nnd then realizing his discomfi- 
ture ho dashed the license to the floor, 
danced a breakdown on it and left the 
house. The next day, says tho local 
chronicler, tho economical widow took 
the license back to the town clerk and 
requested him to hold it until the right 
man wanted her. — Buffalo Courier. 

Curiosities From Key Went. 

Dr. Einar Lonnberg has returned from 
his trip to Key West for tho purpose of 
scientific research umong marine ani- 
mals. He describes tho sea there as 
enormously rich in fish and the sponging 
grounds as the best in the world. Ho 
captured and brought with him 50 differ- 
ent kinds of fish, three of which had 
never before been seen along the Florida 
coast. He found many strange mollusks, 
crustaceans, actinias and worms, and the 
first — of the land species — were very 
abundant ou the keys on account of tho 
calcareous soil. On Key West he found 
a snake that exists nowhere else, also the 
great black scorpion, imported probably 
from the West India islands. An ani- 
mal of semiellipsoid form about an inch, 
which he is not able to classify before it 
is dissected, is probably a new discovery. 
— Orlando (Fla.) Record. 


A Class Hoy. 

The class of ’02 which was graduated 
from Yale last Juno has a class boy. He 
was born Saturday, April 22, and is the 
son of Air. and Mrs. Ferdinand A. Hous- 
ton. Tho parents of the class boy ure 
both pursuing postgraduate courses is 
the philosophical department of the uni- 
versity. It was only last fall that wom- 
en were admitted to Yale. This is the 
first child ever born to tho university 
whose parents are both members of it. 
The mother was prior to her marriage 
Miss Helen Dawson and was graduated 
from Smith college in the class of ’89. 
She spent several years studying in Ger- 
many and returning to this country 
married Mr. Houston shortly ufter he 
graduated last June.

NEWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 

THE FINAL MEETING OF THE YEAH — 

KINDKHOAHTEN MOVEMENT RAPIDLY 

GROWING. 

The ffnnl meeting of the Rchool board 
was held Wednesday evening, the mayor 
presiding and Messrs. Hollis, Drew, Hale 
and Boyden being absent. 

It E8IO NATIONS AND APPOINTMENTS. 

After the roll bad been called by the 
secretary, Mrs. Martin presented the 
resignation of Ida Collins, teacher of 
drawing, wliioh was accepted, and an 
order presented appointing Nathaniel L. 
Berry, supervisor of drawing, at a salary 
of *H100. 

Mr. Ward asked for some information 
regarding the qualifications of the gen- 
tleman mentioned for the position. 

Mrs. Martin said he was at present in- 
spector of drawing iu the Lynn schools 
and was very highly recommended, be- 
ing considered tho best director of draw- 
ing in tho state. 

The order was adopted. 

The resignation of Ada P. Zeigler of 
the Davis school was accepted. 

HEAD KINDERGARTENER. 

Miss Fannie L. Curtis was appointed 
to a position as head kindergartener 
with a salary of $750. 

Mr. Ober presented the resignation of 
Kate A. Glynn, which was accepted, and 
an order adopted, confirming the ap- 
pointment of Josephine 8. Taylor as 
assistant iu the Williams school, at $020 
per annum. 

Susie C. Aiken was appointed to teach 
the kindergarteu department at the Wil- 
liams school. 

NEW II. S. MASTER. 

Mr. Bond presented au order appoint- 
ing Frank Rollins master at the High 
school, with a salary of $2000. 

Mr. Bond added that Mr. Rollins came 
very highly recommended, hut Mr. Ward 
wished to learn something more delinite 
in regard to qualifications for the posi- 
tion, aud tho salary mentioned. 

The mayor called upou Supt. Aldrich, 
who called the attention of the hoard first 
to a previous order passed by the hoard 
authorizing the employment of au addi- 
tional master at the High school, also a 
later one authorizing the superintendent 
to relievo Mr. Chandler by diverting 
some of the work iuto other chaunels. 
He had since beeu trying to find a com- 
petent mau and had such he believed in 
Mr. Rollins. The latter came from New 
Britain, Conn., where he has been for 
live or six years. He was about to he 
offered a higher position when selected, 
hut Newton was fortunate iu being able 
to secure him first. 

Mr. Mason asked if the geutleman was 
not to receive an offer in the uature of a 
promotion. 

Supt. Aldrich replied that a position iu 
the State Normal school would have 
been offered him if Newton had not de- 
cided to take him. 

Mr. Ward understood there was no 
rule iu regard to t lie salary paid to mas- 
ters, Supi. Aldrich replyiug that the cus- 
tom w'as to base the salary upon tho ex- 
perience and ability of the teacher. 

The appointment of Mr. Rollins was 
then confirmed. 

The appointment of Mary S. Bruce as 
assistant iu the High school at a salary 
of $1000 was confirmed. 

Mr. Smith presented the resignation of 
Margaret E. Atkins, first assistant iu the 
Hyde school, aud au order was passed 
appointing t Teresa Glasheen to the 
vacancy. 

The resignation of Edith K. Joyce was 
received aud Mabel A. Langley appoint- 
ed as au uuassigned teacher, salary $500. 

An order was passed allowiug Annie 
C. Merritt, first assistant iu the Clulliu 
school, leave of absence, her iuteutiou 
being to study iu Germany. 

Delia E. Noyes resigned from the 
Musou school, and to the vacancy Anna 
C. Brush was appointed with a salary of 
$ 020 . 

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 

Supt. Aldrich presented his report. 

Four kindergarten schools have been 
opened, and in September seven or eight 
more will probably he opened. The con- 
duct of these schools is not au easy 
matter, aud it is difficult to find teachers 
for this department; tho expense Js also 
considerable. With tne present popula- 
tion about fifteen kindergarteu schools 
could he profitably employed. 

Two plans were presented for the man- 
agement of the schools at the present 
time. 

The first is to employ an experienced 
lady teacher for each school. To do this 
will entail some difficulty iu selecting 
proper teachers which are hard to pro- 
cure, aud a good salary is also requisite. 

Tho other plan is to employ one head 
kindergartener whoso duty will he to 
cou met one of the schools aud have n 
general supervision und oversight of all. 
The most desirable plan seemed to be 
that mentioned first, but it would he 
much less difficult and expensive to find 
oue good kiudorgurteuer of ability and 
experience than to procure fifteen. Thu 
plan iu contemplation was to have the 
kindergarten conducted both morning 
and afternoon. If the plan was approved 
by the hoaid he had intended to recom- 
muud tliu appointment of a head kinder- 
gartener to commence work iu Septem- 
ber, hut his wishes had been anticipated 
by the hoard in au order passed, for 
which he was very lhaukiul. 

Mr. Uonihrooku reported, recommend- 
ing the adoption of various text hooks, 
the report being received. 

Mr. Bond reported for the liiiauce 
committee, ami an order was then passed 
appropriating the sum of $14.1)43.75 for 
expenses of the current month. 

USTAUL1SU1NO UlNDEltU AltTENS, 

Mr. ilorubrooke presented au order 
authorizing tho committee of Want 
Seven uud the superintendent to estab- 
lish a kindergarteu at the Underwood 
school in September, 1893. Passed 

Mis. Davis proseuted a similar order 
establishing a kindergarteu at the Jack- 
sou school, West Newtoo, iu September. 
Passed. 

Mr. Brackett presented a petition from 
tho Nowtou Social Science Club, askiug 
the use of a school room iu the Jackson 
school house duriiig the summer vaca- 
tion, iu which to conduct a kiudoigurtou , 
department couneutud with their vaca- 
tion school. 

An order was passed uilowilig the 
Social Science Club free use of u room iu 
the Jackson school duriug July and 
August, for the conduct of a free kiudui - 
garteu. 

Mi . Smith presented an order that the 
Y. ]\ S. C. E. of the Newton Highlands 
Uougrugutioual church bo allowed the 
free use of the Oak Hill school house for 
Sunday school purposes. He said Oak 
Hill residents were favorable to tho peti- 
tion. 

Mr. Bond moved its reference to the 


Ward Five committee with full powers. 

Mr. Hornbrooke personally had no ob- 
jection to allowing the use of the pro- 
perty and especially for such a purpose, 
tint tlieie were serious doubts if it was a 
wise policy for the board to puisne, or if 
the use of the public school Iious»h 
could h" disposed of in this manner. He 
thought it w mid he a very unwise pre- 
cedent to establish. 

Mr. Obei said he should hesitate be- 
fore vofng on such an order if it was in 
any other locality, and tliouvht.it nowise 
to establish precedents. 

Mr. .Smith thought under the circum- 
stances it was a wise thing to do. The 
school house was iu a country district 
wlcn no other building was available. 

An. Bond supported his motion to re- 
fer by saying lie considered it a critical 
matter and that the Ward Five committee 
could best gather the information need- 
ed. 

Mr. Mason favored its reference, but 
thought the city council might claim 
some rights in the premises. 

The mayor relieved him on that point 
by saying those matters properly were 
in the hands of t tie public properly com- 
mittee. 

The order was then referred to the 
Ward Five committee with full powers. 

PENNY SAVINGS IN SCHOOL. 

Mrs. Martin presented an order that 
the Penny Savings System be given per- 
mission to sell stamps to school teachers 
who desired to help iu promoting a sys- 
tem of saving among the children. 

Mis. Martin made a very earnest plea 
showing how successful and beneficial 
the system had been to children iu 
schools, which had interested themselves 
iu this manner. One instance was 
shown of a Boston school situated in one 
of the poorest districts, where 77 
scholars in a period of seven weeks saved 
up $58. Of this sum $35 was deposited 
in a Newton savings hank, tho remainder 
being used for clothing. 

The order passed unanimously and the 
board adjourned. *

Propls Who Mot Scott. 

Under the enption of Scottinna a cor- 
respondent of London NotpR and Queries 
records in that journal the further snap- 
ping of links which bind the present to 
the living personality of Sir Walter Scott 
himself by the death, within tho post 
few months, of four individuals who 
were more or less associated with him. 
The correspondent states that last Au- 
gust there died at Selkirk an old mason 
who. in his youth, helped to build Ab- 
botsford. Ho used to rclato that fre- 
quently. while engaged in his work on 
Abbotsford. Sir Walter came and con- 
versed with him and his fellow work- 
man. “For.” sr.id he, “the shirra’ had 
line pride nboot ’im.” 

And then toward the close of last yoar 
died Dr. Skene, historiographer royal of 
Scotland, who was the son of Scott's old 
friend Skene of Ruhislaw, and who had 
netnallv resided in Abbotsford as tho 
guest of Scott. Next there wns tho Into 
Dr. Wordsworth, bishop of St. Andrew’s, 
who it is believed accompanied his illus- 
trious uncle, tho poet, and Dorothy 
Wordsworth on their tour through Scot- 
land, when they visited Abbotsford and 
saw Scott before I 10 set out on wlmt 
proved to bo his last excursion to tho 
continent. Lastly, there died during 
February William Haldane of Earlston, 
who was personally acquainted with 
Scott and was present nt his funeral. 
Ho had many recollections not only of 
Scott, but of Hogg, Lockhart, Willio 
Laidlaw, Andrew Qemmel (Edic Ochil- 
tree) and Tom Purdie. 


Intellectual Progress In Ttoston. 

It is not unaffectedly pleasant to the 
average Bostonian of mature years to sit 
and listen to Professor Drummond's talk 
about evolution. Those of scientific nnd 
highly differentiated intellects don’t 
mind, neither do tho young who have 
been brought up in tho nurture and ad- 
monition of modern thought. But un- 
icientific men and women, whoso hair is 
lightly streaked with more or less silver, 
nro a little nervous while awaiting the 
evenings yet to come when Professor 
Drummond will undoubtedly make tho 
final logical dasli from the ape that 
yearningly nnd with irresistible instinct 
apes mankind to man, who still occasion- 
ally apes the ape. 

It will ho easy for members of a com- 
munity nurtured on Browning to follow 
tho lecturer then, nnd people who liavo 
feasted more on the delicate fruits than 
tho hardy roots of life in their intellect- 
ual and spiritual growth will take very 
kindly to the later lectures. The ma- 
terial is always a vexation to those de- 
termined to dissociate tho natural and 
tho spiritual, and for those it is not agree- 
ablo to bo taken back into tho physical 
memories of the fnroff beginnings of tho 
race, or to make those agile mental jumps 
which fling a man f< rward in tho up- 
ward scale of being. — Boston Transcript, 


A Romantic Wedding. 

A wedding took place in St. Peters- 
burg on Sunday which excited very gen- 
eral interest. It was tho marriage of tho 
daughter of the Semenvosky regiment 
of tho imperial guard with Lieutenant 
Alexander Ih dansky of the Eighty-sixth 
Infantry regiment. The young lady, 
who is now 18 years of uge and has al- 
ways gone by the name of Eugenie 
Semenovkaia, taking her patronymio 
from the regiment, was found as a baby, 
lying half naked in a ditch, by the men 
of the Senu-novsky regiment as they 
were marching from Plevna upon Con- 
stantinople in December, 1878. 

Tho little Turkish foundling was ten- 
derly cared for and after a time baptized 
into the Russian orthodox religion, her 
godfather being tho surgeon of tho regi- 
ment and her godmother the Princess 
Eugenio of Oldenburg. The regiment 
intrusted her education to qualified per- 
sons, and the bride now brings lier 
husband a handsome dowry, provided 
by her military guardians. — St. James 
Gazette. 


Court Dress For Embassadors. 

Now comes tho suggestion that our 
embassadors abroad should adopt a dip- 
lomatic court costume. It is doubtful, 
however, if it is acceded to. The simple 
dress of an American citizen prescribed 
for our ministers abroad by Secretary of 
State Murcy in 1833 will answer every 
purpose. Prior to that time American 
diplomats hud worn a simple uniform, in 
accordance with tho directions of tho 
state department. Mr. Marcy’s circu- 
lar, just ufter Mr. Buchanan was accred- 
ited to the court of St. James, troubled 
Victoria’s master of ceremonies, and ho 
intimated that Mr. Buchanan could not 
expect to be invited to court balls if ho 
did not come in court dress. Mr. Buch- 
anan answered that he did not care if 
ho never appeared at court, and he stuck 
to his everyday suit, which was a black 
coat, a white waistcoat cut rather high, 
a broad white neckcloth, black trousers 
and dress boots. — Boston Herald.
